REVIEWS 

Production for NAUGHTY DALLAS started in Nov., 59 under the title "A 
Stripper Is Bom,” about a small town girl (Toni Shannon, stage name 
for associate producer Marilyn Pope) who dreams of becoming an exotic 
dancer and travels to the big city. All stripper scenes were shot at Abe 
Weinstein’s Colony Club, Dallas’ most popular night spot. Abe appears 
as himself, wearing glasses, applauding the girl’s performances. 
Exteriors of a few other clubs were also shot. New owners bought the 
film prior to the Kennedy assassination. When Ruby shot Oswald they 
searched through all the prints, 
negatives and outages for anything 
showing Ruby at his club. There was 
nothing, because, unknown to them, 

Ruby didn’t change his Sovereign 
Club to the Carousel until 1961, long 
after “A Stripper Is Bom”. (So), they 
show exteriors and new sequences 
early in 64 at the nearby Club 
Montmart featuring former Ruby 
headliners, including stripper Jade, Me 
Bill Demar and Comedian Breck Wall. 

Dallas producer Dale Berry had a bit 
part as the old geezer in the hat who 
became the first victim of the pie fight. 

Berry told me Jade did not want to do 
the scene because it would ruin her 
expensive hair-do and damage her 
costume. She made the producer swear 
not to hit her with a pie, so naturally 
she got one on the butt and in the

face. Jada was lived and her reaction was kept in the film. An edited 
version of NAUGHTY DALLAS appeared in the mid-60s as MONDO 
EXOTICA. Jada died in the mid 70s when a school bus collided with her 
Harley Davidson. - Gary' Mack (Fort Worth) 

RIDE HARD, RIDE WILD is probably a Danish film (and) THE SINFUL 
DWARF is a Danish/UK production. SINFUL was heavily cut in Sweden 
due to "The brutalizing effect (of) extreme sequences of violence and 

sadism together with sex.” (The 
Swedish Board Of Censorship). - 
Kim Hansen and Bjorn 
Bjornsson (Gavle, Sweden). 
This info was also faxed by' Bertil 
Lundren (Kungsbacka, 
Sweden) who says that according 
to Daiid Friedman, RIDE HARD is 
an American film with fake 
Danish names!. I apologized to the 
entire populations of Sweden and 
Denmark. 

You speculate that Moon’s disciple 
Bull (THE LOVE THRILL 
MURDERS) might be David Hess. 
The movie’s credits clearly identify 
Bull as Matt Greene, who also appeared in RETURN TO MACON

Your review of SATAN IN HIGH HEELS is confusing. Grayson Hall was a 
female, nominated for an Oscar for NIGHT OF THE IGUANA (as a 
lesbian tour guide). She did both DARK SHADOWS movies (and died in 
85) - Hugh Shelton (Centerline, MI). Yes, Hall (Dr. Hoffman 
on DARK SHADOWS) played Pepe tl)e manager in SATAN and the 
club owner was played by Mike Keene. 

Vicki Michelle, the star of VIRGIN WITCH is more famous for playing a 
waitress in the British sit-com ALLO ALLO, about the French resistance 
during WW1 1. - Mathew Goodman (Middlesex, England) 

MIDNIGHT FACES was directed by Bennett Cohen , who with Bernard C. 

Ray formed B&B Pictures and 
churned out dozens of short (30 to 45 
mins.) cheap westerns in the 30s, 
most of them with Jack Perrin (also in 
MIDNIGHT FACES), a silent era 
cowboy star. The director of THE 
PENALTY was Wallace Worsle v. who 
also directed Lon Chaney in THE 
HUNCHBACK OF NOTRE DAME. - 
Brian Gusse (Van Nuys, CA) 

In your review of THE GOLEM, you 
cited THE DYBBUCK as a Golem 
movie. Nope. Dybbucks are spirits that 
posses the living. JOHNNY SUEDE had 
quite a few theatrical bookings. It was 
Marian C. Cooper who was a long 
time producer at RKO and partners 
with John Ford, not Willis O’Brien 
(Books, #16) - Bill Warren (L A.) 


MOON CHILD — John Carraciine 
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My dad (Jim Sund) worked as a P.A on MOON CHILD. He talked about 
partying with (director) Alan Gadney, Victor Buono and John Carradine. 
He said that Gadney made an appearance on THE TONIGHT SHOW to 
promote the film while he waited backstage and talked to a very drunk 
Lucille Ball. MOON CHILD had a very short run and it was on the west 
coast only. Reading PSYCHOTRONIC helped me pass time on the set of 
INTERVIEW WITH A VAMPIRE, where I worked as an extra. - Burgin 
Sund (New Orleans) 

I came across your review of my film THEY BITE. I was especially 
flattered by your attributing the b/w “Invasion Of The Fish Fuckers” 
scenes to MONSTER FROM THE SURF, since that means that our 
sequence (which was filmed in it’s entirety, in just over an hour) was 
authentic enough to fool real Z movie mavens. Thanks for the 
compliment- Brett Piper (Derry, NH). 

Concerning MONDO HOLLYWOOD, I think it’s worth mentioning a 
weird LP recorded by the vegetarian who 
lives in a garage. His name is (was?) Gypsy 
Boots and he sings an outrageous but funny 
cover of “Winchester Cathedral” and “These 
Boots Are Made For Walking". - Didier 
Hansen (Brussels) Didier sent a 
cassette of the rare Sidwalk LP, 

“Unpredictable" (one of the worst 
listening experiences of my life). The 
bearded Boots was also in SWING IN

The nations mainstream critics nearly had a collective 
heart attack reviewing it. A nice, shy suburban teen (Andrew Lowrey) is 
shot and returns as a rotting zombie who wants to take Traci Lin to the 
prom. His body parts fall off, he resorts to cannibalism, is almost lynched 
and is judged in a heavenly court. It’s pretty lame, but the leads are 
appealing and the cast is filled with familiar faces.

A likable bearded man called Adam (E. Kerrigan Prescott, probably the 
director himself) talks to his shrink about Heironymus Bosch art in this 
unique hippy sex “fable" and we see his b/w dream sequences. Topless 
women in bondage gear tie him up and lots of naked people are seen 
dancing, frolicking and fondling outdoors around a giant penis. During a 
bizarre musical dance number (supposedly on Ed Sullivan!) Adam sings 
with a strong opera voice. Meanwhile a funny fat man and Bosch himself 
(a black man) makes comments. Adam is put in a mental hospital (where 
he has sex with two nurses) but is eventually seen in the garden of earthly 
delights.

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Zone. This is not a typical Boxoffice Int. “raincoat crowd" release but is a 
very ambitious (if dated) counterculture movie that was reviewed in 
underground papers when released. With a free form jazz music 
soundtrack. Hobbs also made TROIKA ( 69 ). 


ALABAMA'S GHOST (IVE, 72) P/D/S Frederic Hobbs 

A black man (Christopher Brooks) discovers the belongings of Carter The 
Great in a secret catacomb under the club where he sweeps up. He tries on 
the costumes and soon becomes "Alabama, King Of The Cosmos”, a 
master magician who tours with a rock group. The very theatrical Brooks 
(who was "Jesus” in THE MACK) plays Alabama with a deep hearty laugh, 
looking like Screamin Jay Hawkins! The movie is filled with actual 
historical stage magic props (especially a spirit cabinet) and old magic 
show posters. It also features hash smoking, hippy dancing girls, a man 
playing a woman, voodoo ceremonies, a vampire woman and a ghost with 
his heart on the outside. The theme is by the Turk Murphy (Dixieland) 
Jazz Band who appear, as do The Loading Zone (also in RODELAND). The 
tape has the unnecessary Elvira 
hosting. Who is Hobbs and how 
could he have escaped attention 
for so long?!?

Five people play blackjack and 
drink tall ones while spending the 
night in a haunted house. They 
have a seance then attempt to 
leave. Hank, the lead has too 
much eye makeup (and too many 
close-ups) and a picture of 
lightning is used. GHOSTS 
actually pays off though with a 
glowing orb spirit, axe murder 
flashbacks and decapitated heads. 

I’m guessing (by the Y’Alls) that 
this was filmed down south 
somewhere just after THE HAUNTING (which it copies) and the rambling 
fuzz guitar and organ instrumental music was added in about 68. This 
rare find was never released before the tape, but is already playing on 
Mystery Science Fiction Theatre, where writers will tell you where to laugh. 


COTTONPICKIN* CHICKENPICKERS (Something Weird, 67) 
P/D/S Larry E. Jackson, S Robert Baron, P Dick Randall 


Cliff and his giggling wife Mindy move to a new apartment in L. A One of 
their female neighbors, Tanya (Verne Martine), is a bisexual belly dance 
club owner (and bouncer) who makes money on the side from S+M 
sessions. Cliff says, "This is my kind of a joint, a real hep place.” Tanya ties 
up her slave and whips and kicks him while a loud clock ticks away. Mindy 
sings at a bongos and drinking party that almost becomes an orgy, but the 
couple "overcome those temptations" according to the narrator. The b/w 
adult feature runs 71 minutes, has brief nudity and too much talking. 
Mikels’ next was THE BIACK KLANSMAN. 


THE HOUSE ON BARE MOUNTAIN (Something Weird, 62) 
D R. L Frost, S Denver Scott, P/ star Bob Cresse 

Granny Good (Cresse in old lady drag immiating Jonathon Winters) 
narrates this (about one hour long) color "adult" comedy set in a girl’s 
school. A giant wolfman (with makeup by Harry Thomas) runs a still in 
the basement and people dressed as Drac and Frank spike the punch at a 
costume party. There are a few laughs and plenty of topless or naked 

women. They undress, shower, 
sunbathe, exercise and run up and 
down stairs one by one. I like the 
opening collage set to rock music, 
the trailer at the end and the fact 
that the whole cast gets drunk. As 
far as nudie horror movies go, this 
rates after ORGY OF THE DEAD (PV 
#1) and KISS ME QUICK (PV#l4), 
but it was first. A Frank Henenlotter 
Sexy Shocker release.

Toby (Tony Anthony) is a 17 year 
old high school football player in 
love with the rich blonde Bunny 
(Teri Hope, Playboy’s Miss Sept. 
58). The mumbling, defensive Toby 
robs his own grocer father 0- Carrol 
Naish) just so he can take her out. 
With Jody McCrea in a standout 
scene when drunken gang members "take him for a ride,” Robert Alda as 
Bunny’s dad, Christina Crawford (!), and Lionel Hampton as his vibes 
playing self. Filmed in Miami Beach. Anthony (real name Roger Tony 
Petitto) later starred in spaghetti westerns and Hope was in PAJAMA PARTY 
and two Elvis movies. Swimmer also directed MRS. BROWN , YOU’VE GOT 
A LOVELY DAUGHTER (68). 


Country singers Del Reeves and Hugh X. Lewis star as two guys that get 
caught stealing chickens on the way to Miami and have to do road clean 
up duty. This dumb, overlong hillbilly moonshine musical has terrible 
editing, mixed day/night shots and visible mike shadows. Guest stars 
include Tom Noonan and Mel Tillis (who sings "You Dirty Ole Egg Suckin 
Dog”) as copter pilots, Greta Thyssen as herself (in a polka dot bikini), 
Sonny Tufts as a drunk telling jokes, Maxie Rosenbloom as a mailman 
and Lila Lee from the original BLOOD AND SAND. My favorite song is 
“Comin On Strong" sung by the big David Wilkins. The associate producer 
was David B. Putnam (CHARIOTS OF FIRE). Jackson also made LAS 
VEGAS HILLBILLYS. The color tape is presented by Johnny Legend.

CAPTURE THAT CAPSULE (Something Weird, 6l) P/D/S Will 
Zens 

(SPY SQUAD) This absurd, slow moving, boring b/w movie demonstrates 
that communist spies in America are underfunded, unorganized, gullible, 
jive talking sarcastic men who can’t follow orders, say “comrade” and “the 
party” a lot and will fight over a can of beer. The plot concerns a space 
capsule (it looks like a megaphone to me) that the commies only think 
they have captured. The theme is played on an out of tune piano and 
drums. Some of the non-action takes place in the Marine World parking 
lot. Richard (not Dick) Miller stars. David Bradley (THEY SAVED HITLER’S 
BRAIN) was assistant director. Incredibly, Zens went on to direct at least 8 
other features, including two starring Marty Robbins. Presented by 
Johnny Legend.

(IL BOIA SCARLATTO) A group of people break into an old castle to shoot 
sexy covers for horror novels. Micky Hargitay (Jayne Mansfield’s 
bodybuilder husband), believing he’s the reincarnation of a 17th century 
executioner in red tights and a mask, acts insane and very excited as he 
uses various devices (and wax, hot coals and ice water) to torture and kill 
the "sinning” women. Sharp spears cut into the clothes (and breasts) of 
four bound women as they go around in circles on a wooden S+M merry- 
go-round. BLOODY PIT is laughable (awful dubbing), fascinating 
(Hargitay was Arnold 
Schwarzeneggar’s hero!) and very 
sick. With Walter Brandi (star of 
VAMPIRE AND THE BALLERINA and 
PLAYGIRLS AND THE VAMPIRE) as 
the horror novelist and Femi 
(TARZANA) Benussi. The production 
credits were all fake Anglicized 
names. This Frank Henenlotter Sexy 
Shocker release is a letterboxed, 
uncut version (called both CRIMSON 
EXECUTIONER and A TALE OF 
TORTURE on the print) with 10 mins 
never before seen in this country. First 
released here (in “Psychovision”) in 
67 (by Pacemaker), I saw it years

(TARZANA, SESSO SELVAGGIO) Femi 
Benussi (from Yugoslavia) rides elephants and has a chimp buddy as the 
jungle woman (actually an heiress) in Nairobi in another Tarzan copy in 
the tradition of LIANE. Glen, the blonde hero (Ken Clark) leads the 
expedition to find her and can speak the native tongue. Benussi spends the 
whole movie topless, natives (including the black British sex movie star 
Beryl Cunningham) dance topless and a blonde (Fran Poles) on the safari 
takes it all off several times to bathe or shower. It was a followup to the 
same directors SAMOA, QUEEN OF THE JUNGLE which starred Edwich 
Fenich and had Benussi in a smaller role. The tape is letterboxed, but is 
from a very worn print. 


THE SCHOOL THAT COULDN'T SCREAM (Sinister, 71) D/S

(COSA AVETE FATTO A SOLANGE?) Enrico (Fabio Testi), a married Italian 
professor in London is accused of a series of brutal murders of St. Mary’s 
school girls after having an affair with one of the victims (Karin Baal). 
This is a very good giallo mystery, based on an Edgar Wallace novel (that 
had also been filmed in 29 and 61 in England). It features nightmares, 
flashbacks, a line up of priests and full nudity in shower room scenes. With 
Joachim Fuchsberger as a Scotland Yard inspector, Christine Galbo as 
Enrico’s blonde German wife and Camille Keaton in a small but very 
important role. The music is by Morricone and it was shot by Aristide 
Massaccesi. The tape is letterboxed and dubbed. 


WHAM BAM THANK YOU SPACE MAN (Something Weird, 72) 
P/D William A. Levy, S Shomo D. Weinstein 

(EROTIC ENCOUNTERS OF THE FOURTH KIND) Two alien men go to a 
Hollywood whorehouse to "impregnate earth women”. They watch some 
sex while in a semi transparent state, then transport women back to their 
tin foil ship. This awful, unfunny comedy includes nudity, a lesbian scene, 
rape, masturbation, a jive talking black guy, gay jokes and a penis with an 
eye. Dyanne Thorne (with a very high voice) is wasted here and John 
Ireland Jr. is the "guest star”. WHAM plugs other Boxoffice Int. features. 
Levy also made the unbelievable BLACKENSTEIN, THE HAPPY HOOKER 
GOES TO WASHINGTON, HELLGATE (PV #10), COMMITTED and

A drive in shows a trailer for 
CAULDRON OF BLOOD (U.S release 
in 71!) and there are some very 70s 
haircuts. Debra Winger from 
Cleveland (who should have been 
about 21 at the time) eats a banana 
suggestively and appears topless in 
her film debut. The girls all are 
photographed underwater in (or out 
of) their underwear. Will Hutchins 
(TVs SUGARFOOT) is a drunken 
older man in bad with a naked girl,

Warren Hymer is the dumb one, but the Nazis are even dumber. The 
unlikely heroes hijack a plane, then drive a beer truck to the Dachau 
prison where they pretend to be guards. Eventually, after Hitler s mustache 
has been cut off, he (Bob Watson) is shot by his own men who don’t 
recognize him! The movie is silly but serious as "dames and kids” are 
killed.

He (Marc St. Camille) wears a bloody bondage 
mask and makes others watch as he ties up victims. He even has his own 
childhood trauma flashback. Despite the topic, this is slow moving, with 
soft music and characters that quote Beaudelaire and Nietzsche. The 
director spent 9 years videotaping confessions for the Brooklyn D. A This 
was shot (l6mm) in NYC and upstate NY in 12 days. Various Di Paolo 
projects are available from Chiaroscuro, PO Box 2503, NYC 10108. 


DEAD BOYS CANT FLY (VCI, 92) P/D 
Howard Winters, S Anne Wolfe 

A trio of guys terrorize, rob, rape and kill people 
working in a NYC office building on a holiday. 
Goose (Brad Friedman) is a crazed blonde in drag 
who says “I’m a sociopath lady!". The others are 
the quieter psycho Buzz (Jason Stein) and Jojo 
(Daniel L. Johnson). A (way too young) grizzled 
Nam vet janitor (David John) tries to stop them. 
There’s some good cinematography, actual Nam 
footage and heavy' metal music but a lot of this is 
more laughable than disturbing. Bennet Theissen 
(director of the play "Grind House") plays a 
suicidal lawyer. With Ruth Collins (in a Marilyn 
imitation scene), Delia Shepard, Sheila Kennedy 
and Jennifer Delora. It’s available in 
R or unrated (more nudity and rape, I imagine) 
versions. 


THE STRANGER (Ghost Limb, 94) 
D/S/cine Christopher Frieri A cynical 
tattooed loser (Mark Fucille, also in I WAS A 
TEENAGE MUMMY and the TOXIC AVENGER 
sequels) narrates with his Andrew Dice Clay 
Jersey voice. He gets a job as a janitor in a bar 
run by a cigar smoking dwarf and in one scene, 
gets up and sobs the Bee Gee’s "I Started A Joke" 
dressed like Elvis while a blonde fondles her 
breasts. He also rides subway cars, has 
nightmares, takes a lot of LSD, yells at his 
pregnant girlfriend and kills people. The image 
that sticks in my mind is the chimp wandering 
through a graveyard. The mostly b/w feature 
uses some found footage and very disorienting 
music (plus the A Bones). The end credits are 
spoken (as Orson Welles once did). This is 
Frieri’s third.

A guy (James Raferty) squating in an East 
Village apt. picks up women in bars, drinks their blood during sex and 
cuts up the bodies (offscreen). Meanwhile, Angel (a pre- HANGIN WITH 
THE HOMEBOYS John Leguizamo) looks for his missing sister. The story' 
stops cold for some rapping (by Screamin Rachel) and performance art 
at the Mudd club and a long (and very good) interview on TV' with 
Caroline Monroe talking about the vampire movies she was in. With 


Karen Wexler (THE REFRIGERATOR) as the sister, Lisa Napoli, Holly 
Woodlawn in a bar scene and Michael Musto as an MC. Work on the b/w 
movie (which has very good music) was done over three years. Not to be 
confused with the Jennifer Beals cable TV movie (93) of the same name. 


MEMOIRS OF A MADMAN (92) P/D/S/ed George and 
Mike Baluzy 

Four inmates escape from a state asylum during a Christmas party and 
take a doctor with them. Brad Bechard is pretty convincing as the 
extremely psychotic white trash leader, Butch. One inmate is a cartoonish 
geek, the one in drag has a French accent and James (Richard Craven) is 
the good looking one on medication. Sometimes we hear their thoughts. 
The almost constant narration (by a guy with a very affected Brit voice) is 
both irritating and funny (“Oh, how they begin to 
resemble wild beasts."). With a heavy metal band, 
a shower scene (with men), rape, murder and 
suicide (nothing graphic). Taylor Mead and 
Quentin Crisp appear briefly. Most of it was shot in 
fields and woods in upstate NY. 


SHATTER DEAD (Tempe, 93) D/S 
Scooter McCrea 

A weary woman named Susan ("Stark Raven”) 
passes through a small (Long Island) town 
populated by pitiful seeming living dead. She goes 
to a house where one suicidal long haired guy 
(Daniel Johnson from DEAD BOYS CANT FLY) 
and a lot of females stay. There’s a lot of talk 
(especially from the bald Preacherman) about the 
"new’ breed", but there’s also blood splattered 
deaths, bizarre dream sequences (sucking off a 
gun in a graveyard, naked angels...), some sex 
and quite a bit of surprising matter of fact 
nudity. A scene where one of the two naked 
women standing in a shower turns out to be 
some kind of slowly rotting corpse is unique. It 
all seems to be inspired by THE LAST MAN ON 
EARTH (or THE OMEGA MAN) with a touch of 
CARNIVAL OF SOULS added.

A guy 
who reads and collects True Detective keeps a 
radiation suit in his trunk for when he just 
happens to discover dead women (death by car 
crash, train runs over...). He also goes out and 
kills hookers (or dreams that he does and 
eventually he starts killing children and chases 
his sister through a graveyard (thinking philosophical thoughts all the 
while).

She explains that “the local 
newspapers were having a tea party”. When not 
being killed (offscreen), Sue’s girls (one is black) 
take showers (alone or together), sunbath naked 
or play piano while topless. The main gangster 
goes on rides (alone) at the 64 World’s Fair and 
GIRL HAPPY is on a marquee. The acting is awful 
but the instrumental music by Vinnie Rogers and 
The Rockets is rockin (“The Swim” is repeated 
over and over), the women look good and the 
revenge ending is memorable.

This musical is based on the BBC TV show of the same name which was 
produced by Jack (SHINDIG) Good. An amateur singer (Diane Todd) and 
her girlfriend take a train to the taping of the program. Musicians playing 
on the train will make you think of A HARD DAYS NIGHT. Highlights are 
Jim Dale (later a Broadway star) doing "Train Kept A Rollin’’ (later done 
hy the Yardbirds) and Lonnie Donegan, who is incredible here doing a 
rockin climactic “Jack 0 Diamonds" (later done by Fairport Convention). 
Also with The John Barry Seven (sounding like The Bonzo Dog Band), 
Petula Clark doing a dumb teen love song and Cleo Laine. A lot of the 
other music here is jazz, pop and a little R+B by relative unknowns but it’s 
all fun to watch. The music stops for a serious talk with the famous old 
actor Finlay Currie. After the movie, Johnny Legend interviews the very 
knowledgeable Ian Whitcomb, who says that Donegan is the one that 
influenced the Beatles the most and that Jack Good is a monk these days.

A retired British Army officer (who sings and recites poetry) remembers, 
dreams and fantasizes about women.

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on” Kipling^ poem, "The Ladies" and was mostly shot outdoors. With pin 
up models Margie Sutton, Lisa Gordon and Virginia Rogers. Kroger Babb 
distributed this in America. 

TALE OF A VAMPIRE (92) D/S Shimako Sato, S Jane Corbett, 
P Simon Johnson 

Alex, a modem day junkie like vampire (Julian Sands) in London thinks a 
librarian (Suzanna Hamilton) whose lover has been killed by a bomb is 
the reincarnation his 18th century lover. Everything has a Victorian look 
in a minimal cast feature that’s romantic, very bloody and has too much 
talking. Alex has flashbacks and visions and the Van Helsing figure 
(Kenneth Cranham) seems to be Edgar Allan Poe. The director is a 
Japanese woman who lives in London.

(ZODIAC AMERICA 3) Someone took a pretty entertaining (70s?) Asian 
movie about a vengeful female ghost that possesses others to get back at 
her cheating killer husband and added some of the worst new footage I’ve 
ever seen. The new “star" is a beefy died blonde (Mark Houghton) 
"working undercover against Lucifer” and the confused, unrelated new 
plot features kung fu fighting Satanists, a nun (Sooni Shroff) and a sledge 
hammer fight. The music is all stolen from various soundtracks by John 
Carpenter, Tangerine Dream and 
Richard Band. 

BLACK CAT (Video Search Of 
Miami, 91) P/D Stephen Shin 

This is basically an uncredited 
remake of the French (LA FEMME) 

NIKITA. Like that very influential 
hit, it starts out real violent, spends 
time as a love story then gets back to 
some outrageous action. Jade Leung 
stars as the young harmonica 
playing criminal who has a 
computer chip (called the Black Cat) 
implanted in her head and becomes 
a government assassin in Hong Kong 
and eventually in Canada and 
Japan. Simon Yam is the CIA trainer. 

The tape is (badly) dubbed. A 
laserdisc version has multiple soundtracks (in English, Mandarin and 
Cantonese). BLACK CAT 2 (also with Leung) followed. The French, Hong 
Kong and the American version (POINT OF NO RETURN) are all superior 
action movies. 

GREGORY HIPPOLYTE - Gregory Broun made the R rated DEAD 
MAN WALKING and STREET ASYLUM (both starring Wings Hauser ), 
Gregory Dark made the X rated tapes like BETWEEN THE CHEEKS It and 
Hippolyte made MIRROR IMAGES (bis first of nearly a dozen " erotic 
thrillers , ” all available R or unrated.) All three Gregory's are the 
same guy. 

SINS OF THE NIGHT (Academy, 92) D “Gregory Hippolyte,” 
S Russell Lavelle, P Andrew Garoni 

Nick Cassavettes stars as Jack Nietzche (really), an ex-con insurance scam 
investigator who narrates a series of sex flashbacks, flashbacks inside of 
flashbacks and dream sequences inside of flashbacks. He’s always either 
secretly photographing sex or enjoying it himself. The women are usually 


on top. Deborah Shelton (once a regular on DALLAS) plays Roxie, the 
woman with the biggest breasts. She has the two main fuck scenes and 
says, "I like a man with scotch on his breath”. Michele Moffett (WILD 
CATUS) is the best looking in my opinion. She, Laura Brin and Miles 
O’Keefe (as a gangster with a ponytail) are also are in sex scenes. With Lee 
Anne Beaman and Richard Roundtree as a bartender. 

BODY OF INFLUENCE (Academy, 93) D “Gregory Hippolyte,” 
S David Schrieber, P Andrew Garoni 

Blonde Sharon Whirry (also in the Gregory’s ANIMAL INSTINCTS) seduces 
and ruins the life of a Beverly Hills shrink (Nick Cassavettes, who 
narrates). He videotapes sessions with "repressed" housewive patients who 
talk a lot and tell their dreams. Some sex scenes involve handcuffs, guns 
and strangling and there’s talk about a serial killer. A detective (Richard 
Roundtree) says "It wasn’t difficult to figure out". I think I saw the tame R 
version. It was pretty boring. With Sandahl Bergman, Don Swayze, Sandra 
Margot (aka Tiffany Million), Monique Parent and Anna Karin. 

MIRROR IMAGES II (Academy, 93) D “Gregory Hippolyte,” 
S Daryl Hanley, P Andrew Garoni 

Shannon Whirry gets to play identical sisters (a vengeful whore and a 
traumatized rich housewife). She also plays one of them as a teenager in 
b/w sex flashbacks and later gets to watch “herself’ in action. The whole 
flashback filled tale of murder and double-crosses is told to a sexy shrink 
(Kristine Kelly) who says "There are ethical questions” before a hot lesbian 

session with her patient begins. This 
tape has many and varied almost 
non stop sex scenes. Shannon in the 
pool is a highlight. With Luca 
Bercovici (PARASITE) as a corrupt 
cop husband (who does it with both 
Shannons), Sara Suzanne Brown 
and Eva LaRue. Delia Sheppard 
starred in the "original.”

Two guy's from the 
future take a time machine to a present day girls school run by Morgan 
Fairchild (has she ever been in a good movie?). This shamelessly copies a 
good movie (SPIRIT OF 76) plus all those awful teen comedies with guys 
in drag just to be around school babes in the shower. With sex scenes and a 
comic TERMINATOR clone. Sara Suzanne Brown (MIRROR IMAGES II) 
and Michelle Matheson (HOWLING IV) are the main attractions. This and 
BEACH BABES FROM BEYOND (PV #17) are "Torchlight” productions 
from Full Moon.

In this forgettable sort of sequel to ROBOTJOX, Don Michael Paul is a 
smart mouth captain with a comic sidekick named Stumpy. Barbara 
Crampton is a scientist/love interest. A giant scorpion-like passenger robot 
is attacked and a conspiracy is discovered involving evil Japanese and toxic 
waste. Part of the “action” economically takes place in a “1940’s ghost 
town." With David Allen FX. 



BUCKCAT 
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DOCTOR MORDRID (Par., 91) P/D Albert and Charles Band, 
S C. Courtney Joyner 

Jeffrey Combs stars as a 4th Dimensional fighter in a blue suit and cape, 
who poses as a wealthy NYC man with a huge apartment with a wall of TV' 
monitors and a raven named Edgar. The animated dinosaur fight in a 
museum (created by David Allen) is cool, but the “demons from the other 
side" are glimpsed for a only a few seconds. The half-assed release rips off 
Dr. Strange comics, HIGHIANDER and WARLOCK. Like many other Band 
features, it seems aimed at young kids, but includes nudity and characters 
saying stuff like "Don’t fuck with me lady, I’m on a mission for the 
master!" Yvette Nipar is the police consultant neighbor and Brian 
Thompson is a (long haired) bad guy. 

MANDROID (Par., 93) D Jack Ersgard, S Earl Kenton, 
Jackson Barr, P Vlad and Dana Paunesco 

In Eastern Europe, the masked Dr. Drago takes over a powerful all black 
remote control (ROBOCOP look) robot. The action high point is a shoot 
out in an old building. This is another movie aimed at kids that for some 
reason ends with the bad guy in bed with a topless hooker. There’s aLso a 
lame set up for another Full Moon feature, INVISIBLE. With Brian Cousins 
as the American hero and Jane Caldwell as the blonde daughter of the good 
scientist. Made in Romania by a Swedish director.

Everybody talks a lot, lots of people die and a cheap 
motel owner/rapist has his mouth and nose sealed with crazy glue. There’s 
some good disturbing instrumental music and some of the song$ are by 
Hillybilly Frankenstein. 

SAVE ME (Col., 93) D Alan Roberts, S Neil Ronco, P Alan 
Amiel 

This unrated "erotic thriller" has a very minimal cliche plot and lots of sex 
scenes featuring Lysette Anthony from DARK SHADOWS (take 2) and Harry 


Hamlin. The sex by a fire and the sex while watching a naked woman 
through a two way mirror scene are pretty good, but the rest is a bore. Also 
with a wasted support cast: Michael Ironside as her doctor who runs a 
clinic, Bill Nunn (with fake grey hair) as a cop, Steve Railsback, Olivia 
Hussey and Joseph Campanella.

I like movies where characters bounce back and forth in time. This was 
based on a student film (by Morton) which itself was copied by 
GROUNDHOG DAY. Jonathon Silverman stars as an office worker at the 
Utrel Corp. who is trapped repeating the same work day over and over and 
trying to save the life of a scientist (Helen Slater) and win her love. Anyone 
who has worked in an office will appreciate the funny scenes of the hero 
playing around with the fact that he knows exactly what everyone there is 
going to say and do. With Martin Landau and Jeremy Piven (from the 
LARRY SANDERS SHOW) . The PG-13 release debuted on cable. 

CAROLINE AT MIDNIGHT (New Horizons, 93) D Scott 
McGuiness, S Travis Rink, P Mike Elliot 

Clayton Rohner (I, MADMAN) stars as Jack Lynch, investigative reporter in 
an “erotic thriller" told in a series of flashbacks (and a nightmare 
collage). Mia Sara is married to killer drug dealer cop Tim Daley whose 

partner isAvas Judd Nelson. In the R 
version, Sara has several 
unmemorable sex scenes. Some 
more of the "hippest stars" 
(according to the box) are Virgina 
Madsen as a black haired drug 
dealer, Paul Lemat as a grey haired 
cop, Stacy Travis and Zach Gallahan 
Thomas F. Wilson who appear briefly 
as detectives. 

METAMORPHOSIS: THE ALIEN 
FACTOR (Vidmark, 1990) 
D/S Glenn Takakjin, P Ted A. 
Bobus, Scott Morette 

A research center doctor (Marcus 
Powell) creates a wall eyed mutant 
amphibian that bites him and he 
becomes a red monster (in great 
pain) with tentacles and killer parasites. Two teen sisters (Tara Leigh and 
Dianne Flaherty) arrive with a boyfriend (Tony Giganty) to investigate 
their father’s death. It’s all told in flashback and uses limited stop motion 
FX and animatronics. With Alan Rickman. The independent N. J. feature 
ran out of funds in ‘88, was resumed later and released last year. It was 
planned as a sequel to the much better ALIENS: THE DEADLY SPAWN (‘82) 
by Bohus, a personal fave. 

FRANKENSTEIN’S PLANET OF MONSTERS (93) 
P/D/edit/cine... Brad Anderson, P/S/edit/act...Mike 
Brunelle 

Three female astronauts and their floating cyborg head are tricked into 
landing on a barren planet run by a Frankenstein monster (Brunelle in 
good makeup). They befriend a wolfman, are chained up in a dungeon 
and are attacked by an army of monsters (people in masks). Models are 
used for the castle and spaceship and there’s some animation. The 45 min. 
tape is fun and would be rated G. It’s available from Nomad Pro., 380 
Oxford St., Somerville, MA 02143. _ 
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HOLLYWOOD ROCK (Harper, $15) Marshall Crenshaw 

Crenshaw (who once played John Lennon in “Beatlemania”) 
has put together the first American book to cover the entire 
history (not just 50s/60s) of rock (and rock related) movies. 
Features are reviewed alphabetically with main credits plus 
music, attitude and “fun” ratings. Other sections include short 
entries on docs., concert films and marginal rock features and 
there’s an index. Every rock movie you could think of is here 
along with many foreign ones (despite the title) and 
obscurities. Hollywood Rock is 
informative, fun to read and will 
make you want to see a lot of the 
entries. Unfortunately, when 
even the most obscure and rare 
horror or sex movie is available 
on tape, many of the most 
important rock movies remain 
nearly impossible to see. The 
many reviewers (besides 
Crenshaw) include Kent 
Benjamin, Jay Schwartz, Johnny 
Legend, Ben Vaughn, Art Fein, 

Domenic Priore and Andy 
Schwartz, who all know and love 
this stuff. 

ELEVATOR MUSIC 
(SL Martins, $22) Joseph Lanza 

Since 101 Strings, Mantovani and Roger Williams represented 
the part of my parents’ record collection that, as a kid, I wanted 
to use for target practice, I didn’t expect to like this book. It’s 
pretty fascinating though. A lot of research went into 
chronicling the history, creation and many uses of background 
music, used to make people spend more, work harder (in 
factories, offices and defense plants) and not be afraid of 
cramped spaces (like elevators). Most people don’t think about 
the background music they barely hear. Personally, I can’t help 
but think about the missing lyrics, how the arrangement was 
changed and how much I loved (or hated) the original. This 
book gets into “new age” music, now collectable artists (Martin 
Denny, Les Baxter) and “hipper” ones (Eno and Angelo 
Badalamenti), but the chapters on the most MOR composers 
and musicians responsible for countless albums that still litter 
used record piles nationwide are often the most interesting. 
Jackie Gleason, Lawrence Welk and Claudine Longet are even 
in this book along with partial discographies. Lanza also wrote 


the Nicholas Roeg “Fragile Geometry” book. St. Martins, the 
publisher of the next PSYCHOTRONIC book (and the 
calendars) is at 175 5th Ave., NYC 10010. 

SHOCK EXPRESS 2 (Titan, £10.50) Stephan Jaworzyn 
As in the first volume, editor Jaworzyn has gathered together a 
great diverse book of articles (on directors Franju, Borowczyk 
and Jean Yarbrough to name a few) using interesting writers 
(George Kuchar, Ramsey Campbell, David McGillvray...) and 
interviews with unexpected actors (Mariangele Giordano, 
Franco Nero) and directors like 
Lindsay (DEVIL DOLL) Shonteff. 
One sad article chronicles the 
creation and demise (last 
summer) of the Scala rep theatre 
in London, one is on “Home 
Grown British Crud" and others 
cover compilation films (like 
TERROR IN THE AISLES), porn 
and cinema violence. With lots of 
good pics (8 pgs in color) and a 
thorough title index. I hope this 
is a continuing series. Titan is at 
(new address) 42-44 Dolben St., 
London SE1 OUP, England. 
ASIAN TRASH CINEMA: THE 
BOOK (ATC, $19.95) Thomas 
Weisser. 

A lot of people have become fans of Asian movies in recent 
years. This is the first book length guide (it’s the size of a 
Reader’s Digest). It covers (mostly 80s/90s Hong Kong) action, 
fantasy and horror movies but no Godzilla or Bruce Lee. The 
big stars here are Chow Yun- Fat, Tsui Hark, Samo Hung and 
John Woo. Some of the “over 700” (A-Z) reviews (with star 
ratings) appeared before in ATC and other magazines, but 
they’ve been corrected, expanded and reworked. There are 16 
color pgs. and director and actor filmographies. See Zines 
column for address. Weisser also wrote Spaghetti Westerns 
(McFarland) and runs Video Search Of Miami. 

THE ALLIED ARTISTS CHECKLIST (McFarland, $45) 
Len D. Martin 

Allied Artists started as an offshoot of the “poverty row” studio 
Monogram in 1947. In 53, Monogram was dissolved and A. A. 
continued releasing the Bowery Boys and Bomba movies. The 
unheralded A. A. was almost a blueprint for A.I.P. as a prime 
supplier of drive-in sci-fi (QUEEN OF OUTER SPACE), horror 
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(HOUSE ON HAUNTED HILL) and teen (HOT ROD RUMBLE) 
double bills. Many still think a lot of A. A. movies were from 
A.I.P. (especially movies by Roger Corman). A. A., which also 
released more prestige pictures (THE PAWNBROKER, 
CABARET), lasted until 1978 (ALICE, SWEET ALICE and THE 
WILD GEESE). 443 features (most B westerns are left out) with 
complete credits and notes are here alphabetically and there’s a 
year by year listing. McFarland is at Box 611, Jefferson, NC 
28640. 

SCIENCE FICTION, HORROR & FANTASY FILM AND 
TELEVISION CREDITS SUPPLEMENT 2 (McFarland, $75) 
Harris M. Lentz III 

If you want to find “genre” credits for actors, directors (and 
other behind the scenes talent), or cast (and character name) 
credits for movies and TV episodes, Lentz is the man. I’m glad I 
bought his original (1983) books (from Forry Ackerman during 
my visit to the Ackermansion) and now often refer to the whole 
set when working on interviews and obits. These books are so 
complete that sometimes obscure movies that had large no 
name casts take up (waste?) a half page listing everybody down 
to the smallest bit parts. This up to 
date volume (it has some features not 
even released yet) is nearly 900 pgs. 
long and improves on the earlier ones 
by including more complete 
production credits for features. The 
entire (green) set (three books) takes 
up about 8 1/2 inches on a book shelf. 

THE ENCYCLOPEDIA OF 
SCIENCE FICTION (St. Martins, 

$75) John Clute, Peter Nichols 
This is a huge, updated, expanded 
version of a reference book first 
published in 1979. Over 4,300 
alphabetical entries cover authors 
(the book’s major strong point), 
directors, movies, TV shows, 
magazines, pulps, comics, countries 
and topics like music, computers, 
virtual reality, messiahs, politics and 
the end of the world. There are many bibliographies and 
filmographies and everything is nicely cross referenced. It’s an 
ultimate guide to science fiction and of course covers a lot of 
crossover horror too. The only single volume I own that’s 
bigger than this (it’s nearly 1400 pgs.!) is an unabridged 
dictionary. 

THE PLAYERS (Windsor, $19.95) Peter Chapman 

Over 200 actors (who’ve worked since the 60s) get a half pg. 
each (photo, personal info and partial or sometimes continued 
later complete filmo) in this over 500 pg. book. Major name 
stars are skipped over for the kind of people we like to 
interview like Timothy Carey, James Best, James Hong and 
Roberts Blossom and where else would you find illustrated 
entries on Curtis “Booger” Armstrong, Mary Kay Place, Randall 
“Tex” Cobb, Nita Talbot and Steve Buscemi? I just want to 
know why they left out the BASKET CASE II credit for Heather 
Rattray!? Windsor is at PO Box 82, Planetarium Station, 
NYC 10024. 

PLATFORMS (St Martins, $13.95) Pagan Kennedy 

Kennedy tries to figure out the time that has “the worst 
reputation of any decade in the 20th century” by looking at 
what was going on with labor, war, sex, race, women, TV, 
movies and other topics in America in the 70s. This book makes 
the interesting point that in many ways it was a very working 
class, lowbrow dominated decade (roller derbies, vans, CB 
radios, southern rock, disco...). There’s also a guide by Phil 
Milstein (Robby Benson, Larry Flynt, Happy Kyne, Sensurround 
and TV variety shows are covered) and a whole chapter on P- 


Funk (by Scott Hacker). It all brings back a lot of (mostly bad) 
memories. The only illos are drawings in the margins. 

GIANT MONSTER MOVIES (Fantasma, $17.95) 

Robert Marrero 

This has lots of great stills and posters from dragon, dinosaur 
and other prehistoric or giant creature movies from the silents 
to the latest JURASSIC copies. It gives a chronological 
rundown with plots and opinions, whole chapters are on 
Harryhausen, Kong, Godzilla and other Japanese monsters and 
there’s an index. It’s a lot like an expanded version of some 
articles from old Famous Monsters issues on higher grade 
paper and there’s nothing wrong with that. Fantasma, which 
has published a whole horror book series (all by Marrero) is at 
419 Amelia St., Key West, FI. 33040. 

DOWN AND DIRTY - HOLLYWOOD’S EXPLOITATION 
FILM- MAKERS AND THEIR MOVIES (McFarland, $29.95) 
Mike Quarles 

This book has chapters (some were originally in Filmfax) on 14 
producers and directors, from Dwain Esper and Kroger Babb to 
the expected 60s cult directors (Lewis, Meyer, Steckler...) to 
John Waters and Fred Olen Ray. You 
might enjoy this book, but most of 
these people have been covered more 
thoroughly elsewhere in recent years, 
there are no filmographies or 
interviews, some chapters are years 
out of date and the author doesn’t 
seem to have seen that many of the 
movies discussed. Even some of the 
illos are reproduced badly (an ad for 
LUCKY PIERRE is backwards!). There 
are also chapters on Super 8 
productions (mostly Mark Pirro), 
trailers and two on various directors. 
TATTOO (St. Martins, $14.95) 
Michelle Delio 

Lots of impressive color photos of 
tattoos on people around the world, in 
movies and on celebs make up most of 
this book. It also looks at some history, 
fake tattoos (some free temporary tats are included) and how to 
choose (and remove or cover up ) real ones. Obviously the days 
when bikers and servicemen were the main (American) 
customers for tattoos is long gone. Delio edits “Skin Art” 
magazine. 

THE ART OF STANTON (Glittering Images) Stefano Piselli 

Cartoonist/artist Eric Stanton started working for Irving Klaw 
in 1948 and he still specializes in drawing cartoons of sexy 
women in spike heels with whips and in bondage scenes. In the 
60s he also did incredible (now collectable) covers for adult 
novels (many reproduced here in full color) like “Tormented 
Virgin” and “Lesbos Beach.” This carefully compiled high 
quality book (in Italian and English) is only Pt. 1. Write 
Glittering Images, Via Giovanni da Montorsoli, 37/39, 50142 
Firenze, Italy 

INTERNATIONAL MOTION PICTURE ALMANAC 
(Quigley, 1994, $94.50 ppd) Barry Monush 

The major portions of the 65th annual edition of this nearly 
800 pg. reference book are an alphabetical guide to (living) 
show biz personalities with credits and a detailed guide to 
theatres, studios, production companies, film commissions, 
distributors, unions, trade publications, PR firms... all with 
addresses and phone numbers. It also takes a look at 1992 
(awards, business records...) lists film festivals and theatrical 
releases (80-92) and much more.

Been a plague of singles in the mail recently, so 1 guess it’s time for a 
roundup. First up (drumroll, please), VON LMO is back. Excerpted off the CD 
of the same name, Cosmic Interception (Variant, POB3852, Redwood City CA 
94064) is a holy trinity of songs from another plane entirely; a dimension not 
only of sight and sound, but of mindlessness. It’s definitely another year inside 
Von’s head — the year that Suicide broke platinum and Greg Ginn cut a record 
for Stax. There’re about a million precedents for this stuff ("Ibis Is Pop Rock" 
off the CD is by itself reminiscent of maybe two dozen bands, all of ‘em eitlier 
extinct or oughtta be), but nobody, I repeat nobody, ever sounded quite like Von. 
Also back, though of course they never really left (so sue me for a bad segue), are 
the Brainbombs, Sweden’s answer to Black & Dahmer’s home lobotomy 
course. Recorded in glorious no-fi, whatcha get on live action at ROCK ALL , 
Oslo (Big Ball, Box 2638, Solli, 0203 Oslo Nor way) is a set of four songs (for lack 
of a better term), each grabbing hold of a 
single Stoogply (for lack of a better reference 
point) riff and pummeling it two steps past 
oblivion. Delicious mayhem. If these guys 
weren’t musicians (for lack of — oh, never 
mind), they’d probably be postmen. And 
they’d be famous. 

Cargo records forwarded a bundle of 
goodies and surprise — quite a few are 
actually pretty damn good. No 
Tomorrow Charlie's Lurid Stripping 
isn’t among ‘em. Twerdocleb on the 
other hand are a welcome breath of foul air. 

A spinoff of the moderately interesting 
Superconductor, this might be their bid for 
a gig at the Knitting Factory or opening slot 
for Naked City, with the sorta spazzcore that 
always warms the hearties of my cock. Er, 
cockles of my heart. Holland’s The 
Beavers are garage scree with punk libidos 
and the ubiquitous Mariconda manning the 
board on their raw Kogar 45 (POB 985, 

9700 AV Groningen, The Netherlands), a 
little slicker, poppier, and 666 degrees meaner on their slash & bum split-single 
with Ohio’s retro distortion kin$ Gaunt Also from the O-state and also on the 
Demolition Derby label from Belgium, the New Bomb Turks have another 
killer klassic 45, this time recorded in glorious kitchen-fi by the also ubiquitous 
Billy Childish. The kinda record that makes you wonder why the hell there’re 
such tilings as recording studios when anybody with a stolen credit card can pick 
up a crappy cassette player and Radio Shack microphone on any comer in the 
country, and for that matter who needs the mic when there’re always 
megaphones and tin cans with strings to capture that delicately nuanced sound. 
Brilliantly stoopid. Lastly outta the Cargo mailbag, the 2-disk fuck tfxit umk 
shit volume 2 (Pitsbull, Tervuurseteenweg 1H - B-1820 Perk - Belgium) is a 
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collection of who-the-hell-are-they’s surrounded by personal faves Clawhammer 
and Splintered. A decent live throwaway from the former, the standard big 
groove-mangling from the latter, lots of noisy jagged-guitar rock and metal 
minus mascara from the who’re-they’s. 

Whoops, just found some more Cargo offspring. Gotta fess up to the soft 
spot in my, well, brain for Drunks With Guns, and their current incarnation 
as romper-room riff sluts tickles my pink. Er, tickles ME pink. ‘Scuse me. On the 
flipside, Panty Boy from Holland sound like frontrunners for weak shit lolume 
3. Meanwhile in Bizarro world, the A-Bones, in their legendary quest to crank 
out a full jukebox worth of singles faster than you can say “ubiquitous” now 
offer Bad Boy /' Come Back ’ as further proof that scratches and surface noise 
actually ADD to the appeal, dammit. Invasion of The Apemen is Link Wray 
via hairy Norwegians, while the Firebirds Like their cues from Dick Dale and 
Crypt records. Did I mention that Mariconda produced? 

Stefan Jaworzyn you hopefully 
remember from the marvelous Shock 
Xpress magazine and his stint in the 
nascent Skullflower. New from guitarist 
Stefan and drummer Tony Irving is the 
deliriously discordant instro Ascension 45 
known for the simplest of reasons as Two 
Titles. Stefan, you’ll recall, was a major 
acolyte of the Swans/Sonic Youth/noise 
scene way before the major labels started 
calling. And while the scene has (cough) 
moved on to bigger and (cough, cough), 
well, BIGGER things, Stefan and co. 
haven’t. God love ‘em. I’d compare this 
stuff to free jazz, except I fucking hate jazz. 
And Ascension — oh no, I most certainly 
don’t hate Ascension. Most goddamn 
certainly. From the same label, there’s this 
little thing called Cosmonauts Hail 
Satan. If it took a hundred monkeys a 
thousand years to type Hamlet, it might 
take a grubworm a lunch hour to write 
Satan , Yuri and You. Megafuzz Black 
Sabbath outtakes matched with B-movie soundbytes. Bile never tasted so good. 
(Shock, 56 Beresford Road, Chingford, London, E4 6EF) Specula seem like an 
entirely different band every 45, despite coming off like a total one-man effort 
each time. Inertia offers them/him/it in some screwy post-punk seventies metal 
border-glam mode that Fits so appropriately alongside Pavement that you can 
cancel the rest of ‘94 and slip a picture of these chumps in the yearbook right 
now and take the next six months off. 

I tried to resist Matt Miller. The guy I knew by that name years ago 
was one of the most repellent humans I’ve yet met. Satan's Evil Twin , however, 
along with the demo cassette MM sent, are the guiltiest of pleasures in this black 
hole I call home. Hyper folk-rock acoustic antliems somewhere between Dylan 
and Daniel Johnston (not that wide a gap, now that I think of it), or alright. 
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nothing like either one, but with some monumentally clever rhymes and a voice 
smooth and buttery' as a belt-sander. (Chew Stick, Box 98458 Schaumburg IL 
60168-0458) Welcome to Mtanumt Speedway!! offers a similarly embarrassing 
pleasure by The Yahootee Mormons (“ The Ballad of Woody and Soon 
)H with 3 other bands that share the YM’s bad points (like idiotic names, for 
instance) with none of their wit. (go-kart, 222 Thompson St #7 NYC 10012) Vx 
Best Song Eier Written ” by Captain Howdy follows along with the trend of 
the paragraph (hey, I’m gettin’ better at this segue thing), offering a touchingly 
snide lyric (courtesy Penn Jillette) that’ll bring a tear to the eye of any "rock’’ 
fan. Unfortunately the music (courtesy' Kramer) sounds way better at 45 RPM 
than the intended 33. And as for the B-side, well I promised myself I wouldn’t 
compare it disparagingly to Bongwater, so I’ll just keep mum. (Shimmy-Disc, 
JAF Box 1 187 NYC 10116) 

Having tired of that paragraph, we find ourselves sharing this one with 
the "commercial” “alternative” (didn’t they' used to be mutually exclusive?) 
hooey' of The Love Apaches. (OGBT, POB 060953 SI, NY 10306) Joyteng! 
likewise sound like collegiate chart material, multiple tracks of cleanly recorded 
pseudogrunge/feedback guitars, smug slacker vocals, and some incredibly 
tenuous connection to the Black Crowes. (Third Eye, 1653A McLendon Ave, 
Atlanta GA 30307) Whoa— that kinda pap got chased right quick outta the 
column by a pair of brutal hatemongers from the lovely' and talented Charnel 
House Records: Gravitar and Crash Worship. The former offer an amazingly 
full and — dare I say — crafted wash of uglitude, considering the limited 
instrumentation (guitar, vocal, drums — and whatever other post-apocalyptic 
noise they could wrap their samplers 
around). Crash Worship are by definition 
the more musical of the two; a rhythmic 
ballet for mating bulldozers or depressed 
and self-destructive Terminators. (POB 
170277 SFCA 941 17-0277) 

Direct Hit Records weigh in with 
Headswim’s relatively familiar uber- 
grind, Slowpoke’s bloodshot post- 
nuke drone-pop (I enthusiastically raise 
all 3 thumbs), and Bedhead 
trespassing on territory defined by 
Codeine (whom I deify) and Seam 
(whom I despise). Bedhead’s version 
isn’t nearly so slow, so repetitive, so 
understated — in fact, it has absolutely 
nothing in common with those other bands, but I stand by my comparison. If 
only ‘cause I’m stubborn. (3609 Parry Ave, Dallas TX 75226) 

From my best friend in the whole wide world, Steve Turner, king of 
Super-Electro records, comes a truly stellar crop of crap. Wellwater 
Conspiracy are some kind of major label caviar- and-champagne band spinoff, 
Guns *N* Jam or something, recorded in glorious skronk-fi, playing goopy 
throwaway tunes to the best of their metalpsych one-take abilities. The Statics 
are three evolutionary steps down from garage rock — fallout shelter rock, 
mayhaps? Duck and cover, baby. Eddy & the Back Nine are the first putting 
punkers I’ve had the pleasure to hear since renouncing the ministry (wiiere golf 
and guitars go hand in hand, needless to say). Also highly recommended from 
S-E is the goddamn vinyl IP by Thee lleadcoats, with the still ubiquitous Mr. 
Childish exhuming several of his past corpses alongside a near dozen newies as 
good as anything he’s done in his eight past lives. (POB 16606 Seattle WA 
98116) And I guess this is as good a time as any to urge you to buy the new' 
Cheater Slicks album, Wl)iskty. Tlie only other bands extant today with tills 
kinda simultaneous grasp of yesterday and tomorrow are Railroad Jerk ami the 
Blues Explosion. Miss them not. (In The Red, 2627 E Strong PI, Anaheim CA 
92806) Surprisingly enough, got a couple of petroleum products from the 
majors. Unsurprisingly enough, they sucked. Quicksand and Biohazard 0 
frabjous day. Johnny Legend has to be familiar to everybody reading this 
ziggazine, and given his reputation and tlie title Rockabilly Rumble , anything 1 
could possibly say would be kinda redundant wouldn’t it? (Rollin’ Rock, 6918 
Peach Ave, Van Nuys CA 91406) And from the ponderously named Ugly Music, 
Weird Sex and The Peril Was A Weird Guy continue compiler Graeme Martin’s 
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quest to document everything that nobody else possibly would — musical 
categories just don’t matter in the Martin Zone. Heavy metal elbows punk into 
the garage where rap grows synths and everybody wears the same cracked 
leathers. (POB 285 London WC2N4BB UK) In 12-inch conclusion, Hot 
Carumba purports to be a movie soundtrack ("a red hot bazoomas film”), but 
given the overall cheeziness and drooling lack of anything even resembling 
technical ability, I can’t imagine any one these chimps actually having the 
wherewithal to plot a script or point a camera long enough to develop a coherent 
story line. In other words, ‘tis the soundtrack of your most fevered dreams, like 
something the most ubiquitously ubiquishous Billy Childish might’ve writ after 
a night of tequila and refried border whoring. (Merry Go Round Records c/o Toe 
Rag Studios, 10A French PL, Shoreditch London El 6JB UK) 

Which bring? us neatly back to 45’s (hoo boy, have I mastered this segue 
business), with the EP by Anthony Hopkins’ favorite band, Los Easylays. One 
scuzzsong from the aforementioned soundtrack, 3 more equally bad, a 
nightmare-fi excreta with quite likely the rudest nude ma’am ever to (dis)grace 
a printed sleeve. (NV Records, 1 Hazlewell Rd., London SW15 6LU) The 
Slingbacks crawl outta the same gutter, the A-side of their 45 duplicated from 
the “movie” “soundtrack”, and a sound cribbed directly from the ubiquaceously 
ubinkly ubba-ubba-ubba Billy Childish’s girlfriend band, whatever name they 
might’ve adopted this trimester. (Vinyl Japan, 281 Camden High St., Camden 
Town, London NW1 7BX) The Others are yet another bunch of Italians with 
organs to the fore. Sixties costumes and instruments, recorded in pretty tame 
mono for their solo 45, a shade edgier and more atmospheric and recorded on 2 

whole channels for the split Beware! EP 
with The Headstones (similarly 
organ-prominent Italians, not the Aussie 
band of a few' years back). (Misty Lane 
c/o Massimo Del Pozzo, LA Pascucci’66 
00168 Roma) Several continents away, 
Japan’s Teengenerate and 
American Soul Spiders share a dual 
45 package of way heavier guitar 
sputum. Swings like a pendulum do, 
though it’s nowhere near the best work 
from either band. (Casting Couch, POB 
4371 Portland OR 97208-4371) 

The Woggles do the caveman 
thing as good as anybody out there 
nowadays, looking like the stars of this 
week’s Ready Steady Go and rocking like there were still a riot on Sunset Strip. 
Excellent taste in covers, too. The EP’s on Zontar, the CD on Estrus (home of the 
second best instro record of *93— after Dick Dale, of course— by Man Or Astro 
Man). Also from that latter label comes the amazing Jack O’ Fire big ten- 
incher of Road Warrior blues. In go Willie Dixon, Pretty Things, Negative 
Approach. Out comes this delirious distorted demented fucking mess. I tell ya, 
somebody oughta kill Robert Cray just to watch him roll over in his grave. (POB 
2125 Bellingham WA 98227) 

We receive a lot of CDs that we don’t mention because they’ve been 
written up just about everywhere, are too old, we ran out of room, Art doesn’t 
like them - or we just forget. These are some recent ones that I like a lot. 
MOTORHEAD - Bustards (ZYX) is supposed to be hard to find, but look - it’s 
one of their best. MEAT PUPPETS - Too High To Die (London) is a great 
album and if you buy the vinyl version you get 4 extra songs! Also THE COUNT 
FIVE - Psychotic Reunion Live (Performance), VAN MORRISON - Too Long In 
Exile (Polydor), THE CRANBERRIES - Everybody Else Is Doing It (Island) and 
LITHIUM X-MAS - Hellorado (Direct Hits). This Dallas group does covers of 
The Ultimate Spinach’s "Hip Death Goddess” and “The Iron Butterfly Theme” 
along with some fine originals. And thanks to RAS (Real Authentic Sounds) for 
many releases. RAS has an extensive mail order catalog of reggae (including 
dub and clash LPs), world beat, rock steady and ska music (much of it 
available on all formats) plus videos, books and zines. PO Box 42517, 
Washington D. C. 20015. Or call (301) 588-7108.

ROBERT 

CLARKE 

- PART TWO - 

Interview by Anthony Petkovich 

In part one Roberte Clarke, from Oklahoma City, 
signed with RKO and appeared in many features (at 
least a dozen in 45 alone!), sometimes acting with 
horror greats like Karloff and Lugosi. He starred in 
THE MAN FROM PLANET X and was in three 
movies with Sally Field's mother Margaret. Clarke 
starred in TV adventure pilots for Hal Roach, acted 
on TV programs plus sold insurance for a backup job. 

C larke was in three features directed by Ron 
Ashcroft. Ashcroft, who died in ‘88, was also 
assistant director on Ed Wood’s NIGHT OF 
THE GHOULS. “Ronnie went so cheap. At the time, 
I’d just married my wife, who was a widow with two 
sons from her previous marriage. And we had a son 
together. So producers would ask me. ‘You want 
$500 or $700 do one of these little pictures? So, 
you’d do it.” OUTLAW QUEEN (56) starring musician 
Harry James was released first. “James wanted to be

a western star like John Wayne, of course, he had no 
chance of doing that any more than John Wayne 
could play trumpet. He used to tell me, I wish I had a 
low voice like yours’, because his voice was rather 
high pitched.” THE GIRL WITH THE ITCH (Howco - 
58) is an enjoyable tale of a sexy no good blonde 
(Kathy Marlow) in a low cut dress who shows up at a 
ranch to pick fruit and comes between the owner 
(Robert Armstrong) and his son Orey (Clarke). 

THE ASTOUNDING SHE MONSTER (released 
by AIP with Corman’s VIKING WOMEN AND THE 
SEA SERPENT) is the famous Ashcroft movie 
though. Clarke stars as geologist Dick Cutler, whose 
remote cabin is visited by an heiress (Marilyn 
Harvey), a gang of kidnappers, a drunken dame and 
the famous sexy alien (model/stripper Shirley 
Kilpatrick.) “THE ASTOUNDING SHE MONSTER 
was so miserable. It’s a lot of fun to laugh at. It's 
gotten sort of a cult following. It was filmed out here in 
Seamy Valley. Some of it was done at night. We had 
four days to make it, hardly any close-ups. The only 
one who got any close-ups was the she monster, 
Shirley Kilpatrick, a real sex bomb. That’s why we 
cast her, cause she had big tits, big ass. And the very 
first time she wore the suit, she ripped it out the back, 
and she could never make an exit other than backing 
away from the camera, because her suit was held 
together with safety pins, literally.” 

“Keene Duncan who played the lead gangster 
was a very nice guy. He’s been around a long time 
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doing westerns. You know, Ronnie edited SHE 
MONSTER in his living room out here in Van Nuys! 
He’d been an editor at National Screen Services. 
Ronnie gave me $500 to do SHE MONSTER. He 
promised me 4% of the producer’s net, and I thought, 
hey, that’s a nice gesture, but I’ll never see a nickel, 
because, the distributors steal so much. But Ronnie 
was wise enough to get an attorney who was a cousin 
of Sam Arkoffs of AIP named Abe Lourie. Turns out, I 
made more off that than I did off my salary. Ronnie 
kept sending me checks. Over a period of a year and 
a half or so, I made $3000. Ronnie had a great title, 
the poster art (by Albert Kallis) was good and it 
attracted people. It made money!" 

Clarke also had small roles in some more 50s 
big studio major releases. BAND OF ANGELS (57) 
starred Clark Gable and Vyonne DeCarlo. 

“Here I was working with my hero Clark 
Gable and I was just petrified. I talked to 
him for two or three days on the set. He 
was a very regular, modest fellow. I dated 
Yvonne DeCarlo some. She was also very 
different off screen. In many films, she 
appeared as a very sexy, siren-type 
seductress. She was a very quiet, 
introverted actress always seeking to 
better herself. I always thought she was 
rather shy and withdrawn. It was hard to 
make conversation with her.” DEEP SIX 
(WB, 58) starred Alan Ladd (“He was 
small!”), MY MAN GODFREY (57) was a 
Universal remake with David Niven, 
TIMBUKTU (UA, 59) starred Victor Mature 
and CASH McCALL (WB, 59) starred 
James Garner and Natalie Wood. 

THE INCREDIBLE PETRIFIED 
WORLD (59) was a Jerry Warren movie 
complete with stock footage and too much 
talking. “We went over to Golden Caves in 
New Mexico to film that one. Talk about 


making them cheap! Gosh, Jerry 
put us up at the cheapest motel in 
Tucson, had hamburgers brought 
in for lunch, one man on the 
camera, non-union, and one man 
was working the sound equipment, 
also non-union. In those days, to 
do a non-union picture was risky 
because the unions were very 
strong. Take this for a crew: one 
cameraman - didn’t have an 
operator, Jerry worked it himself, 
didn’t have a clapboard assistant, 
one of us actors did that, a guy 
named Brydon Baker lit the set, 
worked the camera and reloaded 
the film, one sound man, and 
guess who held the sound boom? - 
whatever actor wasn’t in the scene. 
Oh sure, I held the sound boom 
and we did our own makeup by the 
way. Oh, it was the lowest.” 

“But I took a lesson from John 
Carradine. Later, when we got back from New 
Mexico, we went to a Hollywood location somewhere 
on Melrose. It was just the exterior of a garage door 
and Carradine stood in front of that garage door and 
had a soliloquy of some length And I stood and 
watched him. Unbelievable! He was really marvelous. 
You know, traffic going by us and all, and he was 
totally into that scene, the meaning of it. And I 
thought, ‘Wow!’. To think of what came into that film 
from the dedication of people such as Carradine and 
Phyllis Coates and me right beside him. And Jerry, 
he didn’t seem to comprehend - if he did, he didn’t 
show it. I mean, I shot THE BLACK PIRATE in South 
America, but we had a full crew in every department. 
Even today, the recent pictures I’ve done with Fred 


Shirley Kilpatrick is THE ASTOUNDING SHE MONSTER 
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Olen Ray, hey, he has a full crew, 
everything. And he makes some pretty 
inexpensive films too. But Jerry... well, 
that was the darndest experience.” 

“So I thought, Jerry Warren and 
Ronnie had such shoestring 
productions and made profits, why 
couldn’t I make something better than 
PETRIFIED WORLD or SHE 
MONSTER? And that’s why I made 
SUN DEMON.” Clarke produced, 
directed, co-wrote and starred in THE 
HIDEOUS SUN DEMON. Costing the 
almost unheard of sum of $50,000, it 
was shot on weekends over a twelve 
week period. Clarke met much of his 
cast and crew at U.S.C.. All were paid 
$25 a day and were all non union. His 
sister -in-law and niece also appeared. 

“Going back to Val Lewton, what did 
he do? He went to a public domain 
story that was a 100% winner - Stevenson’s ‘Body 
Snatcher’. Great story. Start with that. My ides was to 
take a great story - Stevenson’s ‘Jekyll And Hyde’, 
and make some changes. In the story, the scientist 
takes the potion deliberately. In SUN DEMON, it’s 
accidental. I thought exposing the protagonist to 
fissionable material or isotopes brought it up to date - 
the isotopes changes the chromosome structure, the 
balance. I remember going down to the library of 
U.S.C, the biology section, and finding out that a 
fetus in going through the nine month process, 
literally resembles a fish at one point, then a frog. 
And we had a sequence where the reversal takes 
place, the scientist goes back to the primordial state. 
And that’s where we got the idea for the scaly 
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monster, using the sun as the catalyst agent which 
triggered his change.” 

“The guy who gets the credit for the SUN 
DEMON makeup is Dick Cassarino. He did a 
magnificent job. Originally, I’d gone to Jack Kevan 
who did the CREATURE FROM THE BLACK 
LAGOON makeup. He said, ‘It will have to be at least 
and perhaps more than $5,000 just to get the basics. 

I told him, that I was thinking more along the lines of 
$500 (laughs). Dick really put a great amount of work 
on the entire film. He was kind of our set designer 
and fittingly enough, he’s the one the kills the SUN 
DEMON at the end of the film - he’s the policeman 
that I fight on the rooftop. I did my own stunts and we 
had our own fight scene on top of that tower. I sweat 
so much, I perspired clear down to my pants. It 
looked like I needed a diaper or I couldn’t make it to 
the men’s room. But that was perspiration. Because, 
you know, I was in that wet suit, going up and down 
those stairs on that gas tank, and having to fight on 
top of it.” 

“PLANET X obviously was more artistically 
done that SUN DEMON, but I’d learned from Ulmer. 
We tried to get as much production up on the screen 
as possible, like when we used the gas tank for the 
shootout. But I can’t take credit for all of those artistic 
angles, because our editor Tom Butrice, who later 
went on to do work for Disney, did some of the 
directing. I was real lucky to get these guys from the 
U.S.C. Cinema department. We were all film nuts 
trying to do something good.” One scene which was 
usually cut on TV has the SUN DEMON maniacally 
squishing a rat with both hands. ‘The thing about the 
rat, I kind of chuckle now. It came out a little blacker 
than we intended because we had the ketchup on 
hand and I remember Dick Cassarino kept petting the 
rat because we didn’t really want to hurt it. But we did 
want to give the effect that the monster was really 
primordial. (Some parts) came out kind of comedic, 
which we hadn’t intended, like when Nan Peterson is 
playing the piano in the bar. She had those big

Sinister has a whole Clarke section in their catalog (7 
titles). Also on Kraft Suspense Theatre, Wild Bill 
Hickok, I Led Three Lives, Sea Hunt, Highway Patrol, 
Marcus, Perry Mason, Welby M.D., Hawaii 5-0, Adam 
12, U.F.O., Murder She Wrote... 
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knockers, you know and she kept singing and playing 
the piano and - like my wife pointed out - it looked like 
one of her knockers was gonna hit the keys.” 

“After finishing SUN DEMON, I took it over to 
Nicholson and Arkoff at AIP. They offered me a flat 
distribution deal. I turned it down, because I heard 
they were thieves, which was pretty well known at the 
time. I mean, they gave you distribution, but you 
never saw money. I looked around and ran into Les 
Guthrie, a production manager I knew, and he said I 
should talk to the producers of a picture they were 
about to film in Roswell, New Mexico - DATE WITH 
DEATH. He also mentioned that they still needed a 
guy to play the nightclub owner heavy.” Clarke made 
a deal with the new company. They promised that he 
could then produce more features (something AIP 
would not do). So Pacific 
International made A DATE 
WITH DEATH and double 
billed it with SUN DEMON. 


feature THE AMAZING TRANSPARENT MAN. 

He produced and starred (as Major Allison) in 
BEYOND THE TIME BARRIER (60), directed by 
Edgar G. Ulmer and written by Arthur C. Pierce. The 
post nuke time warp movie had mutants (makeup by 
Jack Pierce), mutes, despots and sexpots in a citadel 
plus a surprise scene lifted from ISLAND OF LOST 
SOULS (!). Clarke and Darlene Tompkins become 
“Adam and Eve of the Year 2024!”. “I was a sort of 
freelance actor when we did BEYOND THE TIME 
BARRIER. We filmed it in three weeks at the Texas 
State Fairgrounds in Dallas at a cost of about 
$125,000. I knew Edgar was a compulsive artist, 
which is why we got so much on the screen. Edgar 
was a strange and talented man, somewhat 
domineering, the temperamental European, Von 
Stroheim-type. Sometimes he 


was a real pain in the ass, but, 
then again, I probably was too. 
was trying to increase the 


Madhtrd, Virginia 
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posters. Clarke, with another 
pencil thin mustache plays a 
small town racketeer and 
Keene Duncan had a small 
role. It was directed by Harold 
Daniels who also made THE 
SWORD OF VENUS. “I liked 
playing the heavy. It had an 
impetus to my career in so far 
as the work I did later with 
Jack Webb in DRAGNET. Liz 
Renay was really more 
famous for being Mickey 
Cohen’s boyfriend than she 
was for being an actress. 

Cohen never came on the 
set. He had a haberdashery 
shop on Sunset. Liz lives in 
Vegas now I believe. A very 
pleasant gal. She wanted to be an actress and gave 
it her full effort. Gerald Mohr was extremely 
professional. Yeah, he thought of himself as a 
Bogart. Before he had his nose fixed he said he was 
sort of a William Powell. ‘Course, he was flattering 
himself a bit. In DATE he was so laid back. He knew 
what he was going for, but I don’t think it came off.” 

I had very very serious financial experiences 
with SUN DEMON because the company, Miller 
Consolidated Pictures or, as they called their 
distribution company, Pacific International, they went 
bankrupt. Consequently, most of the income for SUN 
DEMON went into bankruptcy. The film brought in 
$50,000 or $60,000, which isn’t a hellova lot, but I 
didn’t get any of that. I owed the lab around $10,000 
and managed to pay them off out of domestic 
television.” Before Pacific Int. went under, Clarke got 
to produce one movie, which ironically ended up 
being released by AIP along with Pacific Int’s other

thought was made strictly for 
the horror market. I thought, 
this is more science fiction and 
a bit more intellectual. But it 
hasn’t become near the cult 
film that SUN DEMON has. 
Although I produced the film, 
the only thing I made on it was 
my actor’s salary. I got $1000 
a week for two weeks work, 
which was very little. It was 
such an enormous letdown 
too, after working so hard on it. 
And that was the end of my 
efforts as a producer/ director 
because, the way I saw it, you 
really couldn’t make any profits 
unless you handled your own 
distribution or got into it the 
way Nicholson and Arkoff did." 

__ Clarke is a private eye 

who ends up working as a photographer for Francine 
York’s scandal magazine in SECRET FILE 
HOLLYWOOD (PV #5), a movie that looks like it could 
have been made in the 40s. The Crown Int. release 
(photographed by Ray Dennis Steckler) holds some 
kind of record for the number of scenes you can easily 
see the boom mike in, but maybe Steckler wasn’t to 
blame. “The script was brought to my attention by 
William White, the detective in SUN DEMON and a 
good friend over the years. I think it would have been a 
pretty good series. But I have to say it was more of a 
labor of love than anything else. Everything was so 
cheap. And Ralph Cushman the director had never 
made a film before in his life. He was a music editor. I 
remember he came in the first day, plopped his butt 
down on the director’s chair, folded his arms and said, 
‘Well, let’s go!’ The dumbbell didn’t know his ass from 
third base. I got so, pardon me, goddamned disgusted. 
So Syd Mason, Francine and I busted our butts trying 
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to make something of 
this. I think we did 
pretty well seeing as 
Cushman couldn’t 
direct traffic if there 
were traffic lights to do 
it for him.” 

FRIDGID WIFE 
(PV #15) was 
released in 62 on the 
adults only circuit. 

Incredibly, it was the 
very dated, twelve 
year old MODERN 
MARRIAGE plus 
some new footage. In 
ads, which said “ALL 
NEW!”, Clarke was 
billed as “Bob Carr”. 

He had his last 
starring role in 
TERROR OF THE 
BLOOD HUNTERS 
(62), probably the 
cheapest and most 
boring movie in his 
entire career. Clarke, 
as a prisoner on 
Devils Island stands 
around with a few 
other actors reacting 
to stock footage of 
voodoo dancers, wild 
animals and topless native women. “I don’t think 
Jerry ever realized that he wasn’t talented. He didn’t 
care that much, though he did work very hard. He 
pulled cable, lifted boxes, but quality didn’t matter to 
him. Jerry was a claptrap too. I mean, he thought he 
had to yell and 
scream because 
that’s what he 
thought it was to be 
a director.” ZEBRA 
IN THE KITCHEN 
(65) was an Ivan 
Tors comedy 
production starring 
Jay (DENNIS THE 
MENACE) North 
who releases his 
pet mountain lion 
and all the other 
animals from a 
zoo. Clarke played 
the sheriff and The 
Standells did the 
theme song. THE 
RESTLESS ONES 
(65) was a Billy 
Graham movie (!) 
from his World 
Wide company. 


Johnny (RIFLEMAN) 
Crawford and Kim 
Darby play the 
troubled teens who 
find Christ. Graham 
plays himself. 

Starting in 1963, 
Clark had embarked 
on a singing career 
with The King Family, 
featuring his wife, 
Alyce King, her sister 
Donna (from 

HIDEOUS SUN 
DEMON) and four 
other sisters. There 
were many relatives 
(37 total, ranging in 
age from new born 
babies to 79) that sang 
on the family oriented 
ABC variety show. It’s 
theme was “The 
Sound Of Music”. The 
patriarch, William King 
Driggs was a former 
vaudeville star. Louise 
King was married to 
bandleader Alvino Rey 
(the sisters had been 
with Rey’s big band in 
the 40s). During and 
after the run of the TV 
program, the group toured around the country until 
1976. “After gasoline prices went up with the energy 
crisis, we decided we’d quit traveling. The King 
Sisters did some occasional dates after that.” 

Clarke had played a small role in Jack Webb’s 

THE LAST TIME I 
SAW ARCHIE (61), 
based on the 
military career of 
director Arch Hall. 
He became a 
frequent actor on 
Jack Webb’s 
revived color 
DRAGNET show 
and was probably 
seen there by more 
people than in most 
of his films. “I 
always played the 
heavy. I learned 
early on that Jack 
wanted a very 
straight delivery 
with little animation. 
‘Read it like you’re 
reading it out of a 
newspaper’, he 
would say about our

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lines. With Jack, he was the boss - producer, director, 
he could change the script. You see, Jack found an 
audience. At one time DRAGNET was playing to 40 
million people a week!” In 1 968, Clarke references 
showed up in two unlikely places. The original MAN 
FROM PLANET X alien mask was used on the inside 
cover of Captain Beefheart’s “Strictly Personal” 
album (on Blue Thumb) and George Romero 
borrowed some of the music from THE HIDEOUS 
SUN DEMON for NIGHT OF THE LIVING DEAD ! 

THE BROTHERHOOD OF THE BELL (70) was 
a CBS TV movie by Paul Wendkos, with a plot sort of 
like THE FIRM. “Glen Ford was in it. It wasn’t very 
good, (ed: many disagree!). Of course, Glen Ford’s 
always pretty good. He and I talked about an actor 
whom we both admired, Louis Calhern. Ford had been 
on the road in some play with him. I was only there no 
more than one day, made $500 or something.” 

“Then I began a syndicated Television series 
with the Seventh Day Adventist Church called 
WESTBROOK HOSPITAL, just before the King Family 
hung up it’s dancing 
shoes. I was Dr. Mason, 
and there was a nurse 
and a younger male 
doctor - they copied the 
MARCUS WELBY 
format. It was for a 
program called FAITH 
FOR TODAY which they 
showed on Sunday 
mornings. I did it from 72 
to ‘80 and pulled off 
around 75 episodes.” In 
1980 Clarke went to 
work for The Bank Of 
Encino but returned to 
features for Jerry 
Warren’s last production. 

FRANKENSTEIN’S 
ISLAND (PV # 1) is 
actually an inane remake 
of Warren's TEENAGE ZOMBIES (57). Clarke and 
three other castaways land on an island full of 
prehistoric women, zombies, Katherine Victor as a 
mad scientist and a caged prisoner (Cameron Mitchell) 
who quotes Poe. John Carradine appears in some 
superimposed film clips. Clarke insisted that Warren 
keep his name of the poster. “Cameron Mitchell was a 
fine actor, but you talk about somebody with a quirk. 
Cam’s a compulsive gambler. I mean, he wants to lose 
the money. He’s lost over a million dollars in races or 
gambling or betting. He can’t help it. On this picture, 
whatever wife it was, took the money and would give 
him 20 bucks or so. He begged the producer (Bob 
Christopher) ‘Gimme a hundred bucks. I wanna go to 
the track.’ It’s like alcoholism with him. He’s gone 
through hundreds of thousands of dollars, lost his 
family and his kids. And he acted like a big ole 
blankety-blank star on that. He was there for one day 
and he acted as if he were Brando or someone. And 
he did work with Brando on DESIREE and stood up

very well with him. I saw him on Broadway in ‘Death Of 
A Salesman’ and he was so good! But talk about 
somebody who shot it all to hell.” 

In 82 Clarke appeared on DYNASTY as the 
minister who marries Joan Collins and Lloyd 
Bochner. Pictures of Clarke with Collins and Linda 
Evans ran in TV guide. The obscure FIRST STRIKE 
(84) has been called the “first shot on video feature”. 
The cast includes Stuart Whitman as a U.S. sub. 
captain, Persis Khambata (a double agent), Clarke, 
Paul Mantee and Leon Askin. 

Wade Williams (mis) used Clarke for two 
features. MIDNIGHT MOVIE MASSACRE (PV #10) is 
a Clarke film within a film. He had starred with Ann 
Robinson (WAR OF THE WORLDS) in “Space 
Patrol”, made in Kansas City by Larry Jacobs. It was 
loosely based on the 50s TV serial. The producers 
were not pleased with the final product, so 45 minutes 
of additional comedy scenes with aliens in a 50s 
movie theatre were shot by Mark Stock and it was re- 
titled. The original footage is showing in the theatre. 

“Wade made that for a 
rather restricted audience 
- people who like to go to 
horror films that are ‘bad’. 
It used to be, people went 
to horror films to be 
scared. Now they go to 
laugh at 'em. I think 
MASSACRE is pretty low 
brow. It’s just dirt/’. 

WHAT’S UP 

HIDEOUS SUN DEMON 
was Clarke’s original 
movie with dubbed in 
comedy dialogue and 
some new scenes added. 
Jay Leno (!) provided 
Clarke’s voice and Susan 
Tyrrell did Patricia 
Mannings. “In the late 
70s, when I thought 
television had just about played SUN DEMON out, 
Wade Williams offered to buy it. And I sold it for very 
little money. These fellas who call themselves 20th 
Horses, or 20th something got some financing from 
the Middle East somewhere and they paid under 
$25,000 for the damn negative. They stripped it of the 
dialogue, music and sound effect tracks. They were 
tying to do another version of WHAT’S UP TIGER 
LILY? They tried to release this “new version” and 
couldn’t get play dates. It’s not very good. Wade 
thinks it’s funny. I don’t think it’s funny. I think it’s 
dirty. Real low-grade humor.” 

In 88 Clarke appeared in ATTACK OF THE B 
MOVIE MONSTERS, an hour long homage to 50s 
movies, once sold though the pages of Filmfax. It 
was directed by Wayne Berwick (the son of the 
director of MONSTER OF PIEDRAS BLANCA) and 
produced and written by Ted Newsom. Stock footage 
was used from old movie trailers and Clarke 
appeared (briefly) as did Kenneth Tobey, John Agar, 
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Robert Shayne, Anne 
Robinson, Gloria Talbot, 

Robert Cornwaithe (now a 
regular on PICKET 
FENCES), Les Tremayne, 

Forry Ackerman and Brinke 
Stevens. “None of us who 
starred in that picture got 
paid. They told us the film 
was going to help a charity 
fund for the director who did 
a lot of really good Universal 
horror pictures - Jack 
Arnold. At the time, Arnold 
was sick, on his death bed 
and they approached me 
and made it sound... I mean, 
how could I refuse? So they 
got me and Les Tremayne 
and John Agar to star in it. I 
never saw either one of 
them while we were filming. 

Our dialogue was taken 
from the parts we 
played which fans 
would most likely 
remember. My 
dialogue was from 
THE HIDEOUS 
SUN DEMON and 
THE MAN FROM 
PLANET X. It was 
just a brief comic 
thing. We actors 
thought it was to 
help Jack Arnold. 

And I don’t know 
whether it was that 
or it was just to get a 
picture made.” 

ALIENATOR 
and HAUNTING 
FEAR were both 
Fred Olen Ray movies. “Fred says ALIENATOR is a 
remake of ASTOUNDING SHE MONSTER. At least, 
that’s what he says. I play an ambassador from outer 
space. They filmed my part in the Valencia area on 
the Dept, of Water and Power Plant up there near 
Magic Mountain. I went to the studio preview. Fred 
had all the cast and crew who laughed at everything. 
It wasn’t supposed to be funny. They’re laughing at 
themselves kind of (laughs). In HAUNTING FEAR, I 
play a doctor or psychiatrist type. Fred took Poe’s 
“Premature Burial” and wrote a screenplay around it. 
I admire Fred for what he’s done. And he seems to 
admire some of the stuff I did. The pay is not great. 
He gets these guys that haven’t had any work in the 
last three or four years, hires 'em relatively cheap 
and puts them in his movies.” 

Clarke is still with the bank and has a good 
pension, mostly thanks to Jack Webb and his always 
in syndication DRAGNET series. Clarke offers public 


speaking presentations: ‘The 
Magic Of Sci-Fi Film 
Making”, “Golden Years Of 
The Movies” and “The King 
Family Story” (!). His flyer for 
the King presentation says: 
“How they became 
America’s Favorite Family - 
that comedians joke about - 
TV audiences still rave about 
- and concert audiences 
stand up and cheer about!” 
His son Cam Clarke is the 
voice of Leonardo for the 
TEENAGE MUTANT NINJA 
TURTLES cartoons. Clarke 
is preparing and writing a 
sequel to HIDEOUS SUN 
DEMON. “The story will be 
about a young female rock 
star in her early 20s. She’s 
the protagonist in this one. I’ll 
play a major role but I won’t 
be the star. It’s going 
to be called “She 
Demon From The 
Sun”. It’s not a 
parody like the 
WHAT’S UP... film. 
It’s going to be a 
serious effort in the 
style of SUPERMAN 
or BATMAN. Now, 
we won’t, of course, 
have that kind of 
budget. We’ll 
probably go after a 
video cassette type of 
financing. It’s kind of 
premature to talk 
about. The whole 
thing's still in the 
writing stage.” 

“A lot of people ask me, ‘Why did you do those 
pictures?’ And I just say, ‘Well, for the money.’ 
(laughs). That’s about as singular an answer as I can 
give. A lot of what I did and John Agar did, and 
Corman did - ATTACK OF THE CRAB MONSTERS 
for example - is real crap. But believe me, it’s harder 
to make cheap pictures and make it good. Much 
harder. Cause, I’ve worked on the others, good A 
pictures. They were a lot easier.”

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ARGENTO 

Interview(s) by Dennis Daniel and Michael Will 

Dario Argento is the most stylish and consistently 
interesting director of suspense land horror) movies working 
today. His movies have broken new boundaries in the use of 
unflinching violence I he loves violence), dazzling cinematography, 
bright colors and rock music. Unlike many Italian directors who 
grind out copies of bigger- budgeted hits, Argento is an original 
whose movies are studied and copied. After nearly 25 years of 
directing he's still younger than most of his 
contemporaries and looks more like an underfed 
former rock star than a typical director. And 
unlike many of the people covered in 
PSYCHOTRONIC. Argento has been the 
topic of many articles and even whole 
books and documentaries. One 
feature can't do his career justice, 
but we hope if you're not already a 
fan. this might encourage to see 
his movies. 


Vario Argento was 
born the son of producer 
Salvatore Argento in 1940, the 
year the Allies entered Italy and 
Mussolini was replaced as 
premier. As a young man he 
wrote film reviews for a Rome 
daily and appeared in an Alberto 
Sordi movie (SCUSI, LEI E 
FAVOREVOLE 0 CONTRARIO? - 66) 
that starred Anita Ekberg. Soon, he 
was writing scripts and by 1968, he 
already had seven screen credits. The most 
famous is ONCE UPON A TIME IN THE WEST, 

Sergio Leone's epic all star classic follow-up to 
his three Clint Eastwood movies. Argento is credited 


with director Bernardo 
Bertolucci (THE LAST 
EMPEROR). Leone and Pino 
Donati. ONCE UPON A TIME IN 
THE WEST is in many ways the 
ultimate western, and had a 
great Morricone soundtrack. It 
was a hit around the world but 
not in America when it was 
first released (by Paramount) 
cut to 144 mins. It’s now 
available in its uncut 168 mins, 
glory on tape. "It was 
beautiful. First thing that I 
did." Viewers often wonder 
what inspired the script. The 
writers started by studying 
westerns. “I remember 
especially two or three 
pictures, JOHNNY GUITAR and THE SEARCHERS." Among others, 
Argento contributed to the famous hanging flashback (during the 
Charles Bronson and Henry Fonda shootout) and wrote the 
opening scene with the dripping water and the fly. "Some ideas 
were mine. Also the beginning with the fly is mine. I wrote. Me 
and Bernardo, we write it, because Sergio only says, 'It's Okay', 
or 'It's no good'. This part in the beginning. I write. The waiting 
and the obsession with the train don't arrive. I was never on the 
set. I started to write my pictures." Argento has stated that he 
received $1000. for co-writing ONCE UPON A TIME. 

Argento co-wrote two other westerns released that year. 
TODAY IT'S ME, TOMORROW YOU was written with director 
Tonio Cervi. Since Cervi was primarily a producer, some think 
Argento co-directed too. American actor Brett Halsey 
starred as a stranger dressed in black with Tatsuya 
Nakadai, William Berger and Bud Spencer. The 
plot resembles THE SEVEN SAMURAI (and 
THE MAGNIFICENT SEVEN). CEMETERY 
WITHOUT CROSSES was made in 
France. It was written by Argento and 
director/star Robert Hossein (and 
Claude Desailly). Hossein plays a 
gunfighter out for revenge. 
Michele Mercier co-starred and 
the theme was sung by Scott 
Walker of The Walker Brothers. 
Sergio Leone also appeared in 
his only bit part. 

COMMANDOS was a 
WWII movie, written with 
director Armando Crispino (and 
others). It starred Americans Jack 
Kelly and Lee Van Cleef, plus 
Marilu Tolo and Joachim 
Fuchsberger. American Henry Silva 
starred in ZERO PROBABILITY, 
written with director Maurizio Lucidi. 
Argento wrote the story and screenplay 
for LA RIVOLUZIONE SESSUALE (or 
Sexual Revolution"). Laura Antonelli had 
her first starring role in the feature directed by 
Riccardo Garrone (using the name Ghione). 
Argento also co-wrote the sex comedy METTA UNA 
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SERA A CENA (or "One Night At Dinner") with director Giuseppe 
Patroni Griffi. It starred Jean Louis-Trigignant, American Tony 
Musante, Florinda Bolkan and 
Annie Giradot. 

In 1969 Argento had three 
more screen credits. He co- 
wrote THE FIVE MAN ARMY 
with Marc Richards. Peter 
Graves starred as the leader of a 
band of mercenaries with James 
Daly. Bud Spencer and Tetsuro 
Tamba as the Samurai. This plot 
also resembles THE SEVEN 
SAMURAI and like TODAY IT'S 
ME. .. has a Japanese co-star 
(Argento's idea). The western 
was officially directed by 
American Don Taylor and was 
released by MGM. Producer 
Italo Zingarelli directed parts 
and some say Argento helped 
with direction after Taylor left 
Italy early. The music is by 
Morricone. Argento co-wrote 
Umberto Lenzi's WWII movie 
LEGION OF THE DAMNED with 5 
others. Jack Palance starred as 
a sadistic American Col. and the 
cast includes Tom Hunter 
(Claudio Ungari). Curd Jergens, Wolfgang Preiss and Diana Lorys. 
LA STAGIONE DEI SENSI (or "Seasons Of Love") which Argento 
co-wrote (with 4 others) sounds more like what he became known 
for later. The movie (by Massimo Franciosa) seems to be about 
four women who go to a mansion on an island run by a sexual 
sadist (Udu Kier). Most of these featu res were not even released 
in America but 6 of these early 
Argento credits are available on 
tape (see filmography). ZERO is in 
English. FIVE MAN. TODAY and 
CEMETERY are all in English with 
Spanish subtitles and COMMANDO 
is only available in Spanish. 

Argento's first feature as 
director was a hit. even in America. 

He was still in his 20s when he 
made it. BIRD WITH THE CRYSTAL 
PLUMAGE (70) is considered a 
prime example of a "giallo." Giallo 
is the Italian word for yellow and is 
also slang for detective thrillers, 
referring to the cheap newsprint 
they were printed on. Giallo films 
started with Mario Bava and his 
EVIL EYE (63) and BLOOD AND 
BLACK LACE (64). BIRD and 
Argento’s 2nd feature were both 
officially based on novels by Brian 
Edgar Wallace, son of the famous 
English author. Wallace's name 
was used to help promote the films 
in Europe. The last of a long running 
series of W. German Edgar Wallace 


Suiy Kendall in THE BIRD WITH THE CRYSTAL PLUMAGE 
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adaptations was released in 71 (DIE TOTE AUS DER THAMES), 
but the success of Argento's feature's led to some new Edgar 

(and Bryan Edgar) Wallace 
adaptations by directors like 
Dallamano (THE SCHOOL THAT 
COULDN'T SCREAM). Lenzi and 
Franco. BIRD also borrows from 
Frederic Brown's novel 
"Screaming Mimi”. SCREAMING 
MIMI was also filmed by Gerd 
Oswald in 1958 and starring 
Anita Ekberg. THE EVIL EYE 
(starring John Saxon) was 
another influence. 

BIRD stars Tony Musante 
as Sam Dalmas, the American 
writer in Rome who witnesses a 
murder, Suzy Kendall. Eva Renzi 
and Reggie Nalder. As in many 
Italian films, English-speaking 
actors are often cast. "I love. It's 
easier because most of the 
people in the world talk English. 

I learn English from song. In 
school, we learn French and 
Spanish. No English. But at the 
same time, I love music, 
especially Bob Dylan." The 
music is by Morricone. "I met 
Morricone. because he was a friend of my father's. We were 
friends of the family, many, many year. When I made my first 
picture, my father called Morricone, and this began the 
collaboration, my first three pictures." The cinematography is by 
Vittorio Storaro (APOCALYPSE NOW), but Argento only used him 
once. "Every picture, I change. I decide another experience with 

another person." 

Producer Salvatore Argento 
had already partially backed two 
features that were released in 
America: Dino De Laurentiis' spy 
spoof KISS THE GIRLS AND MAKE 
THEM DIE (66) and ARABELLA (67). 
a comedy. BIRD was first released 
in America by the small U.M. Films, 
which had also released Welles' 
FALSTAFF. Bunuel's THE MILKY 
WAY and the bizarre PLUCKED (aka 
DEATH LAID AN EGG). BIRD was 
later successfully re-released as 
THE PHANTOM OF TERROR. 
American critics tagged Argento as 
a new Hitchcock. 

CAT 0 NINE TAILS (71). also 
had Morricone music and was 
based on Wallace. It was filmed in 
Techniscope and distributed in 
America by National General. Luigi 
Col io and frequent collaborator 
Dardano Saccetti worked on the 
[varwi script. It stars Karl Malden as a 
blind man who helps reporter

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James Franciscus solve a murder. With Catherine Spaak and 
Horst Frank. Unlike BIRD, CAT got many negative reviews 
(Leonard Maltin gives it a BOMB) and did bad business in 
America. Most people have only seen it (badly cut) on TV. FOUR 
FLIES ON GREY VELVET (72) was (badly) distributed by Paramount 
(in Techniscope). It also has a Morricone score. FOUR FLIES uses 
the myth that the last thing a person sees before he dies is 
retained in the retina, and states it as a scientific fact. Argento 
replies, “Yes, I am a crazy doctor." Michael Brandon stars as a 
rock drummer who hires a gay detective after being accused of a 
murder. His wife is 
played by Mimsy 
Farmer. "Good, very 
good. A very good 
memory. She was very 
similar to my wife at 
the time. Same hair. 

Same face. FOUR FLIES 
is a family picture, 
couples, people married 
who hate each other 
and he wants to kill." 

With Bud Spencer as a 
character named God 
and the voice of Joe 
Dallesandro. “There 
were three films" 

BIRD.. CAT... and FOUR 
FLIES.... My trilogy of 
the animals. There's 
some difference to 
them, but all are a 
search into the giallo, 
you know? The mystery. 

I try with every picture. 

1st, 2nd, 3rd, to 
investigate this." Since 
all three were cut and 
rated PG in America 
they all eventually 
showed up on local TV 
stations, often with 
even more cuts - 
making plots hard to 
follow. 

Argento's next 
projects were strictly 
for Italy. He supervised DOOR INTO DARKNESS, a short lived 72 
Italian TV series. He wrote and directed two of the four one hour 
films and introduced the episodes like Hitchcock used to. The 
other two were by frequent Argento collaborator Luigi Cozzi (PV 
#6) and Mario Foglietti. LE CINQUE GIORNATE (or Five Days In 
Milan) (73), based on the Italian revolution of 1848, has been 
described as his comic WILD BUNCH. "This is just a story about 
history. Italian history, a century ago. It is strange and very 
surreal. 'The Five Days.’ The music was different too. Before 
Goblin was Giorgio Gaslini, who is a jazz man for television". It 
stars Adriano Celentano (an Italian singer) and features Marilu 
Tolo. A tape of the two-hour feature is available in Italian with 
subtitles. 

DEEP RED (76) was distributed in America by another small 
time company (Mahler) that re-titled it THE HATCHET MURDERS 


for some markets. It was rated R, as all following Argento movies 
were, although they were usually cut to receive that rating. 
Outdated Kodak color film stock was used to achieve the rich 
colors. The loud, throbbing music is by Goblin, a group of four 
long-haired teenage Italian musicians led by Claudio Simonetti 
(keyboards). At first Argento wanted to use Pink Floyd but they 
were unavailable. "Goblin were young people that came from the 
conservatory. I formed the group. It was my band from the 
beginning, because I was the composer of the music, on piano, 
for my films." David Hemmings stars (in a role that reminded 

viewers of BLOW UP). 
His character catches a 
subliminal clue from 
some paintings that 
were done for the film. 
"This was an unknown 
artist, a very young 
artist. I tell him the 
themes, maybe a far, 
far expressionist mood, 
like Munch, you 
know?" (Argento 
mimics the Munch 
scream). DEEP RED 
was more violent than 
his previous features 
and there's a death by 
scalding scene. "This 
scene, it was censored 
in every country, every 
one. It is good though, 
because I invented it. 
No one has repeated it 
because it so horrible. 

"The first time 
PROFUNDO ROSSO 
came out in North 
America, maybe 77, 78, 
it was left uncut, 
intact. I'm not sure if 
the tape is the same 
version. People don't 
respect your work, 
your intention. It's 
disgusting. A friend of 
mine, a Canadian 
distributor, told me 
many years ago he bought PROFUNDO ROSSO and for many 
years, he never showed this picture. I asked him why and he says, 
he doesn't know, he has so many pictures..." DEEP RED was 
Argento's last movie produced by father. He married the co-star 
Daria Nicolodi, who went on to act in more of his films and in 
Mario Bava's SHOCK (or BEYOND THE DOOR 2) 

While his earlier movies featured psycho killers, and unreal 
situations, SUSPIRIA (77) is an all-out horror movie with 
supernatural elements. Younger brother Claudio Argento became 
his producer and it was distributed (in Technovision) in America 
by 20th Century (hiding under the name International Classics). 
SUSPIRIA stars Jessica Harper with a mostly female cast at a 
dancing school including Alida Valli, Joan Bennett and Stefania 
Casini. Because of the great attention paid to color schemes, 
some have wondered if Michael Powell was an influence. "THIEF

"The 
music was done during the writing. I make a week vacation in 
Greece and see a wonderful musician with a 'bazuki,' the first 
time I hear. I buy the records of bazuki and I composed the main 
title." The hallway of the Tanz Acadamie features writing in many 
languages. "This we invented. 

There is Jewish. Latin, the 
language of witches. Witches 
speak in many languages. A lot 
of things, I like in this film. It's 
nice when the people are 
younger and sleeping together." 

In the gymnasium, a wheezing 
witch comes in behind the 
curtain. "Yes, that was my 
nightmare. When I was very 
young, my grandmother used to 
snore like that, and gave me 
nightmares." 

"SUSPIRIA was filmed in 
Germany." Friebourg mainly and 
in parts in Munich." Some 
strange trees are in an early 
chase scene. " That was the 
Black Forest, real trees. You 
remember the big square, where 
the blind man (Udo Kier) walks 
his dog? This was the famous 
Nazi square built by Hitler for 
the Nuremberg rally. Also, I 
don't know if it's in the 
American version, but there's a 
scene with the blind man in a 
restaurant with the beer. That 
was Hitler's famous brewery. I 
wanted that scene to show 
these people drinking, being 
dirty and smelly. But it was cut. 

Udo Kier come from Andy 
Warhol movies, FRANKEN- 
STEIN. Also, he's a big friend of 
Fassbinder. When I shot 
SUSPIRIA, every night, he 
invites me and Fassbinder and 
David Bowie, because David 
Bowie lived in Munich. I think 
he's a Nazi. I don't know, I don't 
know, he loves German. I 
remember these strange 
dinners, because Fassbinder 
eats only potatoes and carrots, 
potatoes for the liver and 
carrots for energy. I love his 
work very much, especially his 
last three pictures". SUSPIRIA 
was the last movie directed by Argento to receive theatrical 
distribution in America for many years. In some countries DEEP 
RED played as SUSPIRIA 2, although they're unrelated. The 
SUSPIRIA tape is available unrated (97 min) or a shorter R version 
from Magnum. 


FOUR FLIES ON GREY VEL VET — Michael Brandon and Mimsey Farmer 


Argento helped change the look of horror movies again by 
co-producing George Romero's first sequel to NIGHT OF THE 
LIVING DEAD. DAWN OF THE DEAD or outside of America. 
ZOMBIE (78) was the one in the shopping mall. It was released 
unrated, a brave and unusual move by UDC (United Film Dist) in 
America and was a much imitated international hit. Goblin again 
did the soundtrack but only parts of their music was used in the 

American version. "We also did 
the soundtrack for DAWN OF 
THE DEAD, but Goblin hasn't 
existed for over ten years or so. 
The band had destinies of many 
musical paths. People hate each 
other, and then... that's that." 
Goblin also did soundtracks for 
the Euro version of PATRICK, 
ALIEN CONTAMINATION. 
BURIED ALIVE and other (non- 
horror) movies. The ZOMBIE 
music was later stolen for other 
zombie movies. For the record 
ZOMBIE 2 (79) (just ZOMBIE in 
America) was by Lucio Fulci. 
ZOMBIE 3 (NIGHTMARE CITY in 
America) was by Bruno Mattei 
(and Fulci). Other numbered, 
supposed ZOMBIE sequels were 
directed by Andrea Bianchi and 
Claudo Fragosso. 

INFERNO (78) was written 
by Dario and produced by 
Claudio. It's the second of a 
planned trilogy which started 
with SUSPIRIA. "The third, it 
was never made. After INFERNO. 

I prepared a story but I was not 
so happy with it... and then I say 
okay, I wait a year and then this 
other picture comes along, then 
another... life it goes on, but my 
intention is to do this, maybe in 
the next two or three years." 
INFERNO is about the "Mother 
Of Darkness" and is set in a 
gothic mansion in New York City 
overlooking Central Park. An 
amazing underwater 

chamberoom filled with corpses 
was a visual highlight. Director 
Mario Bava (who died in 80) 
worked on INFERNO. "Yes, but 
just the visuals. Incredible 
visuals." Bava's son Lamberto 
was assistant director. I was a 
friend of Lamberto. We were in 
the same school, same class. 
Some years later we started to 
work together." Leigh McCloskey (from DALLAS) stars, with Alida 
Valli, Daria Nicolodi and Irene Miracle. Keith Emerson did the 
score. It's good, the group (Goblin), but after three years. .. I was 
fond of Emerson, Lake and Palmer, but when I met him he was 
finished with ELP. It was E, L and P. Keith Emerson makes almost 
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classical music.'* 

INFERNO faced the usual censorship problems. "I've been 
persecuted by censors. When I finish a picture it becomes a 
nightmare. These people, they say, 'This scene is too violent, this 
scene I don't understand.' I 
remember with INFERNO, 
many times, they say, 'What is 
this? What is that?' This is an 
alchemist's picture, if you 
don't understand it, well, me 
too. I don't understand! 

(laughs) This is just what the 
story is. Alchemy is a mystery, 
you know. It is not so easy as 
reading a newspaper. It's 
something from inside, you 
know, to speak of enigmas. 

Okay, the picture's 
complicated, something 
difficult to understand. Why, 
for instance, does the man in 
the lake get attacked by rats 
and then someone coming to 
his help slits his throat 
instead? You must think: it's 
different. If you go into 
cathedrals, you read 
something on the wall and it's 
an enigma, it's all about secrets. It's on the inside of what people 
understand." 20th Century was supposed to release INFERNO but 


didn’t, so most American fans couldn't see it until many years 
later on tape. 

TENEBRE (82) was a return to the giallo but with more 
blood and was the last produced by brother Claudio, who later 

went on to produce 
Jodorowsky's SANTE 
SANGRE. Tony Franciosa stars 
as a horror writer in Rome 
who becomes a suspect when 
murders based on his new 
novel (called Tenebre) are 
committed. When a woman's 
arm is cut off her stump sprays 
blood all over a white wall. 
"The picture is like a giallo, 
no? It's a story with lots of 
models, lots of humor.. I like 
very much this picture. In 
America, they changed the 
title to UNSANE. Very 
strange". With John Saxon as 
the literary agent agent, Daria 
Nicolodi (who was dubbed by 
Theresa Russell), Giuliano 
Gemma, John Steiner and a 
real hermaphrodite (Roberto) in 
a flashback sequence. The 
music is by Simonetti Pigatelli 
(of Goblin) and the cinematography is by Luciano Tovoli (THE 
PASSENGER). TENEBRE was not released in America until years

after the fact and then cut. on tape. 

PHENOMENA (83) was the first produced by Argento 
himself. It's similar in some ways to SUSPIRIA and stars 
American Jennifer Connelly, enrolling in an expensive private 
school in Zurich (it was filmed in Switzerland). In one scene 
Connelly had to be in a pool of maggots. "We used true worms. It 
was difficult. Some people use worms that are just a special 
effect, but our scene has a very big impact because it is true. The 
people in the pool were very 
scared." The end scene features a 
decapitation and a chimpanzee as 
a hero. "Yes, the monkey is like 
destiny, you know? Every monkey 
is a great actor. They are like 
humans. They understand. All my 
animals, the monkeys, dogs... the 
best! Very good actors." In 
PHENOMENA we have some 
references (to earlier Argento 
films) and a picture of myself.” 

The soundtrack was mostly heavy 
metal and included cuts by 
Simonetti, Bill Wyman, Iron 
Maiden and Motorhead. With 
Donald Pleasance, Dario Nicoldi, 

Dallia Di Lazzaro (ANDY 
WARHOL'S FRANKENSTEIN). 

Patrick Bauchau and Argento's 
daughter Fiore as a murder victim. 

By the time it was released in 
America (by New Line) is was 
drastically cut (missing 20 
minutes) and called CREEPERS, 
but at least it played in theatres. 

DARIO ARGENTO'S 
WORLD OF HORROR (85) is an 
excellent documentary directed by 
Michele Soavi. It includes 
interviews with Argento and 
behind the scenes footage of the 
making of every feature up to 
CREEPERS and DEMONS. Viewers used to the butchered 
American versions of his movies will be amazed by the many 
shocking uncut scenes revealed here. This tape is easier to find 
than some of the films themselves. 

Argento produced and co-wrote DEMONS (85) directed by 
Lamberto Bava. In Munich, people receive free tickets to watch 
what seems to be a remake of Mario Bava’s BLACK SUNDAY. 
Characters in the large Metropole theatre become infected and 
mutate into puss-oozing cannibalistic zombies. Nobody can get 
out of the theatre and while the patrons panic or kill each other 
some stoned teens try to get in and incredibly, a helicopter 
crashes through the roof of the building. "The helicopter was 
definitely inside the theatre. A dream. I remember an obsession 
many years ago. Stay in a room and to hear the airplane in the sky 
in the night and I think and wraaaa, crash right into the room with 
its big mouth." With Urbano Barberini and Natasha Hovey. 
Nicoletta Elmi (the little girl from DEEP RED and other 70s horror 
movies) plays an usher but hasn't been seen since. "Maybe she's 
married. She disappeared." The heavy metal soundtrack features 
Billy Idol and Motley Crue. New World released DEMONS in 


America. Argento then produced and wrote DEMONS II (86), also 
by Bava. It's a virtual remake of the original with a new setting 
(an apartment building). Some of the same actors even show up 
in different roles and Asia Argento appears. Both DEMON movies 
were filmed in Bavaria. DEMONS II was released direct to tape in 
the U.S. The title DEMON 3 was used for another Lamberto Bava 
movie (The OGRE) in 88 and an Umberto Lenzi movie (BLACK 
DEMONS) in 91. DEMONS 4 was THE CHURCH and there was 
also a non -Argento 5, at least in Italy. 

GIALLO was an unusual 
series constructed like a game 
show. Short (3 min.) films were 
shown and the contestants had to 
guess how they would end. 
Argento directed 9 of the shorts 
and supervised the other 15 
(directed by his prot6g6s Lamberto 
Bava and Luigi Cozzi). Argento also 
directed a Fiat car TV commercial 
in 87 and OPERA (87). Considered 
a giallo, OPERA is one of 
Argento's most ambitious and 
fascinating movies. Ian Charleson 
(CHARIOTS OF FIRE) is a horror 
movie director, presenting a 
staged avant-garde opera of 
Verdi's Macbeth (Argento almost 
did the same in real life). The play 
includes guns, crashed airplanes 
and real ravens swooping into the 
audience. After the play's star is 
hit by a car, a crazed fan kills off 
friends of the Lady Macbeth 
understudy (Christine Marsillach) 
and she's forced to watch killings. 
Her eyes are taped open while her 
lover is killed and ravens peck a 
face apart. Her agent (Daria 
Nicolodi), is killed as the camera 
follows the bullet through the gun 
and into her brain. 

There's also an incredible ending in the mountains 
featuring a fly. "Yes. this is a reference to PHENOMENA." There's 
a heavy metal Claudio Simonetti soundtrack. "Also Verdi, new 
age music from Brian Eno and Bill Wyman. Metal is bloody or 
nerve, this is heavy metal, I think. Very hungry. Every picture, I 
change." R and unrated tapes are available but the original end 
scene is missing from the US video. THE MAKING OF OPERA was 
a half hour TV program. The tape from Video Search (in Italian) 
also includes Dario on the Joe Franklin show promoting the 
American release of CREEPERS. Franklin (as usual) didn't know 
anything about his guest and both have problems with English so 
it's pretty amusing. 

Salvatore Argento died during the making of OPERA and 
Charleson later died of AIDS. OPERA was a boxoffice 
disappointment in Italy and the planned American release didn’t 
even happen. "I have a strange story about OPERA. When I 
finished OPERA, it was to be by Orion company and they . oh. it 
was a disaster, terrible story. I had it ready, but the company was 
down, it was closed and the whole picture was a disaster. First of 
all they cut a lot of things, about 20 minutes. The end has 


When was the last timeyou were

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disappeared. It was one of my best pictures., the special effects, 
to invent the music... a very complicated picture. The movie 
companies are very terrible. We do artistic works that we think 
are important, and then some company buys it. They don't like art, 
they don't like the picture, they don't like you. It's only money, 
they are like pigs! Movie companies are pigs!". 

THE CHURCH (88) was directed by Michelle Soavi and 
Argento was producer/screenwriter. CHURCH starts with an 
interesting historical prologue showing Teutonic knights 
slaughtering "witches" in a pit sealed with a big cross, where a 
huge Gothic cathedral will later stand. Like the DEMONS movies 
(it was planned as 
DEMONS III), most of 
this one takes place in 
one haunted location 
where people are 
trapped and killed, but 
CHURCH is a lot slower, 
more serious, and at 
102 minutes, maybe too 
long. The church, filled 
with tourists, priests 
and a fashion camera 
crew, seals itself (like 
in LAND OF THE 
PHARAOHS). Argento's 
daughter Asia stars as 
Lotte, the caretaker's 
young daughter. The 
cinematography, art 
direction and music (by 
Keith Emerson, Goblin, 
and themes written by 
Phillip Glass!) are all 
typically excellent. It 
was filmed in Rome, 

Hamburg and Budapest. 

THE CHURCH is 
available in an unrated 
and a slightly edited R 
rated letterboxed 
version. Argento also 
directed a fashion show for Trussardi in 88. The half hour tape 
version features fashions from his movies and he arrives at the 
end to take a bow. DEVILS DAUGHTER (90) was also directed by 
Soavi and was also known as DEMONS 4. It begins in 1970 with 
Satanists and bikers in California, then settles in a present day 
house in Frankfurt, where a teacher (Kelly Curtis, step sister of 
Jamie Lee) has to deal with Herbert Lorn and discovers a gate to 
hell. Of all the Argento-produced DEMONS movies, this is 
probably the strangest, but also the slowest moving. 

TWO EVIL EYES (90) was originally planned to be four Poe 
stories, but ended up being one boring story directed by Romero 
and one brilliant one by Argento. Argento produced both and 
wrote his half. It opens with Poe's actual house and tombstone 
and contains lots of Poe in jokes and references. "The Black Cat" 
stars Harvey Keitel as the modern day crime photographer 
Roderick Usher in Baltimore." I love BAD LIEUTENANT. That 
actor, a good friend of mine, he's a wonderful man, so 
professional. For me Harvey Keitel is the best! More than DeNiro. 
People now are saying, ah. he's better than DeNiro. Well, 
yesterday, I was saying that!" The many cat scenes involved real 


and FX cats. "Some problems, no big. The larger than life (fake) 
cat. The movement of the mouth of a real cat. Even with a genius 
like Tom Savini, it's difficult". Madeleine Potter co-stars as 
Annabel with John Amos. Martin Balsam, Kim Hunter, Sally 
Kirkland and Savini have small roles. 

DARIO ARGENTO: MASTER OF HORROR (91) was directed 
by Luigi Cozzi who also wrote a book on Argento. Pino Donaggio. 
Michelle Soavi, Cozzi and of course Argento are interviewed. You 
see how the bullet FX were achieved in OPERA and how melons 
and meat are stabbed for sound effects. Argento poses at Poe's 
gravesite in Baltimore and says his movies "Frighten even me. 

They come from deep 
inside me" and 

producers "are like 
rampaging demons born 
in my brain, but raised 
by someone else". TWO 
EVIL EYES, THE 

CHURCH and DEVIL'S 
DAUGHTER are also 
covered. The 

letterboxed Italian 
language tape has been 
subtitled in English. 
Argento also appeared 
as a paramedic in John 
Landis' INNOCENT 
BLOOD (92) then 

directed an air 
deodorizer commercial 
back in Italy. He said he 
did it to "test a new 
micro-louma crane that 
simulates flight from 
a butterfly's point 

of view." 

TRAUMA (93) co- 
scripted by American T. 
E. D. Klein is Argento's 
latest and his first as 
director to be shot 
entirely in the U. S. (the 
Minneapolis/St. Paul area). His daughter Asia stars as a suicidal 
and anorexic teen who is rescued by Christopher Rydell. They try 
and discover who the "Head Hunter." the local killer who 
decapitates people with a specially-built noose is. TRAUMA has 
lots of heads. With Frederic Forrest. Piper Laurie and James 
Russo. Brad Dourif is decapitated by an elevator. "Elevators I like 
because of the movement. I'm not scared of elevators. I know 
they can be dangerous and it's possible to get stuck in a broken 
one, but I like them." The horror and fan press has been unusually 
negative about TRAUMA. Fangoria even printed an entire 
article/review about how disappointing it was. The music by Pino 
Donaggio and the FX by Tom Savini are both substandard for an 
Argento feature, but TRAUMA, like most Argento projects exists 
in a world of its own and will be analyzed and appreciated more 
in the future. 

Argento was asked if Nicholas Roeg's DON'T LOOK NOW 
(73) was an influence. "I'm not so sure, I was thinking maybe 
Nicholas Roeg got some influence from me. I do some pictures 
with Roeg, like BIRD WITH THE CRYSTAL PLUMAGE (Roeg has no 
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credit). But my 
influences? 

Obviously the 
German 
expressionists, 
also Hitchcock, 
the master, and 
also the American 
black films of the 
40s and 50s, 

Jacques Tourneur, 

Val Lewton..." And 
what does he 
think about 
Cronenberg? "Yes, 
very much, good 
man." Raimi? 

"Yes, I love." 

"I love 
sincere people. 

People who work 
with risk. People 
not corrupted by 
the commercial industry. But it's not so easy today. Today's nuts. 
People want money, they think it’s most important. Also the pure 
people are easy to corrupt. But I 
love Quentin Tarentino. 

RESEVOIR DOGS. Also. I read in 
the American newspaper about 
Anne Rice who’s to work with 
Neil Jordan on INTERVIEW 
WITH A VAMPIRE. This. 

Jordan, he’s a wonderful 
director, but he goes to 
Hollywood? He’s finished. Tom 
Cruise and commercial 
picture... terrible. People come 
dirty. COMPANY OF WOLVES. 

It’s like in the Everglades. You 
go and you hit and you sink, 
because you think this is the 
only reward for living. Like 
Wolfgang Peterson... DAS 
BOOT. Now his pictures are no 
good anymore, but he says he’s 
so happy to be in Hollywood, 
because Germany is so hard to 
work in, and now he works with 
’big’ artists." 

Argento’s movies have traditionally done much better in 
certain countries. "France. Italy and Japan. I visited Japan three 
times for premieres. The people are very nice." His movies have 
been censored all over the world but "the worst is In Sweden. 
Sex is okay. Violence, no. I know some cartoons banned in 
Sweden. Some say if you cut, we have more audience. It’s stupid. 
It’s not real." We wondered what his personal favorites are. "My 
best ones are SUSPIRIA and DEEP RED and TRAUMA, very vivid 
pictures, also PHENOMENA, the pictures that are more difficult to 
do. Like OPERA, that was very difficult. I just finished TRAUMA 
and I want to rest, write a bit, think, read some books. I don’t 
know. Maybe, the end of next year. I’ll write something." At press 
time. Dario is doing pre-production work on "The Stendahl 


Syndrome", to be 
shot in Italy. It’s 
about people who 
are overwhelmed 
by seeing great 
works of art in 
person and pass 
out or sometimes 
resort to violence 
(an actual 
phenomena). The 
lead will be 
affected by Bosch 
paintings. He 
wants Bridget 
Fonda (who was 
originally to have 
been in TRAUMA) 
to star. About the 
future for his films 
in America. - "I 
see maybe a little 
hope. In recent 
years I see a big American cult. In companies, bosses change. 
You have a new generation. The new generation now, they are 

better than the old because 
there are people who, like you 
and me, with the same themes. 
I see some things changing 
maybe. I am not sure."

STEVE 


JAMES 


S teve James was often a better actor and always a 
better martial arts fighter than whoever he was a 
sidekick to in his many action features. He was a 
knowledgeable movie fan who went to conventions, 
collected videos and even wrote to fanzines, lie was 
trying to get away from sidekick roles and had recently 
had some success playing the lead hero, villains and 
even comedy roles. Fans of the friendly, muscular 61” 
actor were shocked when he died on Dec. 18, 93 at il 
due to pancreatic cancer. 

An only child, Steve James was raised in the Bronx, 
the son of show business people. His father was a 
professional musician, his mother had been a chorus girl 
and his actor uncle James Wall was the first black man 
on the CAPTAIN KANGAROO show (as Mr. Baxter). 
James attended a Catholic school on 106th St., Power 


Memorial High School and entered C. W. Post College on 
Long Island in 1970 as an Arts and Film major. While in 
college he got a job as an extra in THE EDUCATION OF 
SONNY CARSON (74). After graduating, he joined the 
South St. Seaport Theatre where he acted and was a 
stage manager. His first professional stage role was as the 
African harpooner in “Moby Dick.” He got some work in 
TV commercials starting in 76 (for Wheaties, Budweiser 
and other products). 

James also spent a lot of time on 42nd St., 
watching double bills in the 60s and 70s, and was a fan 
of Bruce Lee. He took Tae Kwon Do courses, learned 
the Southern Style of Tiger Claw Kung-Fu and became 
an expert at using traditional and non-traditional 
weapons. 

I le was a fan of horror movies too. “All of them. 
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All of the monsters, especially. The one I started with 
was RODAN and gradually worked my way through all 
the others. I went back and learned my appreciation for 
the Universal classics, then on through the Hammer 
films, and ultimately all the way up to my favorite 
director, Dario Argento. Growing up near 42nd St., I got 
to see all sorts of 
things in the theatres 
that you wouldn’t be 
able to nowadays. But 
in the mean time, 
whenever I played 
with the kids in the 
neighborhood, I was 
always the biggest 
one, so I was always 
the monster. Loved 
being the monster.” 

In 78 James 
played “Slave Tom” in 
the play “The Estate,” 
directed by the late 
Duane Jones. “Of 
course, I knew who 
he was and right from 
the begining I wanted 
to go up to him and 
talk to him about NIGHT OF TOE LIVING DEAD and 
everything, but I knew that wouldn’t be right. He wasn’t 
a tyrant, nothing like that, but he was extremely 
thorough and professional. He was like a calmer 
version of William Friedkin.” After awhile “I said 
something like, ‘Look, I’ve been good for four weeks 
now, and you owe me something for that. I want to talk 
to you about NIGHT OF TOE LIVING DEAD!’” James 
was rewarded with a smile and a pleasant conversation. 
John Sayles’ “Tumbuckle” 
provided James and best 
friend Tom Wright 
(CREEPSHOW ITs 

hitchhiker) with behind 
the scenes work as stunt 
coordinators through the 
Stunt Specialists group. 

And though they both 
tried out for the play itself, 
they never appeared in it - 
together. In the course of 
its various incarnations, 
from showcase to Off- 
Broadway, Wright and 
James each had a turn at 
playing wrestler “Dr. 

Macumba” (not far 
removed from actual 
wrestler Papa Shango). 

James joined Vic Magnotta’s “Stunt Specialists” and 
starting with THE WIZ (78), did work in many New 
York area features (see filmography), all major studio 
releases, during the next six years. He specialized in 
“fire gags, martial arts, explosions and some high falls.” 

It’s interesting that James was in THE 


THE WARRIORS 


THE EXTERMINATOR with Rofx-rt Ginty 


WANDERERS and THE WARRIORS, both very different 
gang movies that came out at the same time. In THE 
WARRIORS he was a member of the baseball gang and 
in THE WANDERERS he was in a battle scene at a 
baseball game. 

He had his first major support role in James 

Glickenhaus* 
EXTERMINATOR (80). 
He was Jefferson, the 
Nam vet friend of 
Robert Ginty who (as 
usual for black friends 
or partners in action/ 
exploitation movies) 
is put out of the 
picture so the hero 
can seek revenge. 
“The scene in which 
Ginty disconnects my 
life support system 
could have been 
done in so many 
different, corny ways, 
but we ultimately 
chose to do it the 
most direct way 
possible. ‘If you want 
me to turn it off, blink twice,’ simple as that. It really 
worked. I still think EXTERMINATOR is Glickenhaus’ 
best film.” The film was meant to be an official 
adaptation of Don Pendleton’s ‘Executioner’ novels, but 
rights to the character were not secured. At one point 
in the film, the late Christopher George stumbles on 
the character’s name, referring to the “Exec — The 
Exterminator.” James revealed that this was no flubbed 
line, but a deliberate in-joke. 

James had a role in 
THE SOLDIER (82) about 
Russians (like Klaus 
Kinski) holding the world 
for ransom. Also by 
Glickenhaus, it starred 
Ken Wahl. The N. Y. 
Amsterdam News ran a 
story in 82, about how 
James was starting to live 
his boyhood dreams. John 
Sayles’ BROTHER FROM 
ANOTHER PLANET (84) 
featured James as a 
Harlem bartender. Around 
this time, he left NYC and 
anonymous stunt work 
behind and moved to L A. 
where he lived with his 
wife and daughter and 
concentrated on acting in features. “My buddy Ken 
Force had been in DAWN OF THE DEAD. When I first 
went to L.A., I read in the paper that George Romero 
was going to film DAY OF THE DEAD and was doing 
auditions in New York. I went to New York on my 
own money and memorized several pages of the 


SO 
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script.” The part went to Terry Alexander. James did 
land small parts in features released in 85 like MASK by 
Peter Bogdanovich, WEIRD SCIENCE (now a Fox TV 
series) by John Hughes and best of all, TO LIVE AND 
DIE IN L.A. by William Friedkin. 

His first of many roles for Menahem Golan’s 
Cannon was as Curtis Jackson, the friend of Joe 
Armstrong (Michael Dudikoff doubled by Richard 
Norton) in AMERICAN NINJA, filmed in and set in the 
Philippines and directed by Sam Firstenberg. The villain 
was Black Star (Tadashi Yamashita aka Bronson Lee). 
James got to show his martial arts skills and not only 
didn’t get killed, but returned in two sequels. “You 
don’t know how hard I had to work on Jackson in the 
AMERICAN NINJA movies. The 
way he was written was almost 
exactly like that sketch they did 
on IN LIVING COLOR, Black 
Sidekick in Viet Nam.’ I don’t 
want to take anything away from 
Michael (Dudikoff), it’s called 
AMERICAN NINJA, after all, but I 
did a lot of improvising with my 
dialogue so I didn’t just come off 
as a token.” 

In P.O.W. THE ESCAPE 
James was billed with David 
Carradine and Mako. The RAMBO 
style story takes place as Saigon 
falls to the Communists. In 
AVENGING FORCE (directed by 
Firstenberg), Michael Dudikoff is 
agent Matt Hunter and Steve 
James is a kung-fu fighting 
candidate for Senator in 
Louisiana. John P. Ryan is leader 
of “The Pentangle”, a white 
supremacist group and lots of 
tourists are killed at Mardi Gras 
by ninjas. Screenwriter James 
Booth also acted. AVENGING FORCE was James’ least 
favorite project. “I call that one, ‘Kill The Niggers.’ Go 
ahead and write that down. Here I am in the film, 
involved in politics and anti-violence to the point 
where I apparently don’t even have proper security. 
Now, I tried to explain to Booth that it might work if 
the Pentangle killed my family and I helped Michael 
avenge them. Or if 1 was killed and my family helped 
avenge me. But, of course, we all get killed and 
Michael avenges us! I knew that wouldn’t work for the 
black audience especially, they’d think it was bullshit. 
And they did. But Booth was adamant, and the 
producers wouldn’t compromise.” 

Despite AVENGING FORCE, James and 
Firstenberg got along. “We were never on bad terms. It 
was a good action film. Sam knows how to put them 
together. It was just that script. I made it clear that he 
owed me after that one. Sam gave me a lot more to do 
in AMERICAN NINJA 2. AMERICAN NINJA 2: THE 
CONFRONTATION was also directed by Firstenberg 
and written by Booth, this time with Gary Conway (I 
WAS A TEENAGE FRANKENSTEIN), who played the 


heroin dealer villain who makes scientists create “super 
killer ninjas” in a Carribbean island. AMERICAN NINJA 
3: BLOOD HUNT was a Harry Alan Towers production, 
directed and written by Cedric Sundstrom. 

David Bradley (who at least can fight) replaced 
series star Dudikoff and was teamed with James. Cobra 
(Marjoe Gortner!) creates a genn weapon and there’s 
yet another ENTER THE DRAGON style martial arts 
tournament on an island. The Cannon release was 
filmed in South Africa. 

Mentioning the AMERICAN NINJA sequels to 
James is good for a laugh. Sundstrom also made 
AMERICAN NINJA 4. Though he said he was 
deliberately excluded from the film, James still wound 
up with good reviews from critics 
who missed his character. The 
biggest of the Cannon movies was 
the over 2 hour, all star DELTA 
FORCE with Lee Marvin and 
Chuck Norris leading an American 
special squadron to rescue a 
plane full of passengers from 
Arab terrorists. It was directed by 
Menahem Golan himself. James 
was way down in the credits after 
all the international guest stars. 
Norris returned in DELTA FORCE 
2 and his son Mike starred in 
DELTA FORCE 3. 

James returned to work for 
William Friedkin in two feature 
length TV movies that were 
supposed to lead to an NBC 
series called C.A.T. SQUAD. Joe 
Cortese, Jack Youngblood and 
James played members of a 
government counter-terrorist 
squad with futuristic weapons. 
James was rewarded with a 
greater range in the C.A.T. 
SQUAD movies than he was offered in virtually all of 
his Cannon films put together. His character (Raines) 
converses in sign language with his hearing-impaired 
son, and is seen playing the trumpet onstage in a 
nightclub. James didn’t do his own playing, but 
requested the tnimpet as a tribute to his father. “The 
night PYTHON came on, he called me right up and 
said, ‘You did that for me, didn’t you?’” James enjoyed 
working for Friedkin. “Plenty of directors don’t like to 
get involved with the cast, they keep a distance. But 
whenever we had a problem on TO LIVE AND DIE IN 
L. A., for instance, he’d make a point of getting us aH 
together and working it out. I don’t know exactly how 
to describe Friedkin. Words like madman’ and genius’ 
aren’t quite right, but he can use out and out 
psychological wailing to get what he needs from you. 
You might find it upsetting, but it all pays off. He 
needs to lx? absolutely certain of everything he does. 
On C A T. SQUAD 2, he had us go through every 
version of the ending we could come up with. When 
we finished, we wound up using the original ending of 
the script, as it turned out. But we didn’t get there until

James was on PEE WEE’S PLAYHOUSE, 
MOONLIGHTING, HOTEL, T. J. HOOKER, E/R, 

THE DUKES OF HAZZARD and other programs. He 
also did stunt coordination work for several shows 
on the USA network. 


he knew that it was the best possible ending. I’ve 
never known another director like him.” 

There was a small role (wearing a Tutu during a 
martial arts scene) in Robert Townsend’s comedy 
HOLLYWOOD SHUFFLE, written by Townsend and 
Keenen Ivory Wayans. Townsend starred as a 
struggling actor putting up with the same kind of 
movie stereotyping James was experiencing in real life. 
James and Townsend were already friends when James 
filmed his appearance in the indy feature (financed by 
credit cards). Considerable time had passed between 
filming and the movie’s debut. As it happened, James 
took his mother to a screening of AMERICAN NINJA 2 
at a duplex cinema which coincidentally featured 
SHUFFLE on the other screen. “I’m sitting in the 
theatre, and I feel this tap on my shoulder and a voice 
says, ‘Excuse me, Mr. James,?’ so I turn and there’s 
Robert! We walked out into the lobby and gave each 
other a big hug. We didn’t have to talk to each other 
about all we’d done the past few years to get to the 
point where we each had a movie playing in the same 
theatre, that hug said it all.” 

It was back to basics again in Cannon’s THE 
HERO AND THE TERROR. The terror (big Jack 
O’Halloran) disposes of James, leaving hero Chuck 
Norris to avenge him. In fact, James is the only male 
who dies in the film before the end. “I was lucky to get 
as far as I did in that film. In the script, I wouldn’t 
listen to Norris’ advice. I wouldn’t carry guns, and I had 
nothing but stupid, macho dialogue. I said, ‘Look, if 
you’re that dead set on killing me, at least , let me 
check the theatre (the scene of James’ demise) out 


once, so it seems safe before I put my gun down. 
Maybe you could let me at least iry to run for an exit!’ I 
did that film basically as a favor for Chuck Norris, who 
asked for me. And it’s the one film where 1 get equal 
billing on the video box! I had a lot of explaining to do 
after that!” Ron O’Neal and Billy Drago also had roles 
in the Cannon release. 

James was very funny as Kung Fu Joe in Keenen 
Ivory Wayans’ I’M GONNA GIT YOU SUCKA! (Jim 
Kelly had turned down the role). “I would have been 
very angry if I hadn’t gotten that one, because that was 
a tribute to a lot of the movies I grew up with. Now, I 
don’t call them ‘blacksploitation,’ I hate that term, 
because all films are exploitation one way or another. 
These were action films, but because the actors were 
black, people had to see it as a separate genre, like 
‘you’ve seen one, you’ve seen them all,’ which wasn’t 
true. For instance, you had SHAFT, who started it, then 
there was SUPERFLY, there was THE MACK and 
BLACK CAESAR... If you watched any of these films, 
you wouldn’t confuse any of these characters with each 
other. They all had their own personalities. But they 
were all black, so they ‘had’ to be looked at as a single 
trend. A lot of the critics went out of their way to make 
all of them stand by themselves.” 

“There was a review of BUCK AND THE 
PREACHER that asked, ‘What is soul music doing in the 
old west?’ But nobody mentioned BUTCH CASSIDY - 
what’s Burt Bacharach doing in the old west, for that 
matter? These aren’t black films. They can be action 
films, westerns, dramas (like SOUNDER), comedies 
(like UPTOWN SATURDAY NIGHT), horror films, 
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mysteries - some were big and expensive, some were 
cheap drive-in movies. Some were good, some were 
bad. It was never just one lump sum." James also 
played Kung Fu Joe in Wayans’ TV pilot HAMMER, 
SLAMMER AND SLADE also starring Bemie Casey, Jim 
Brown and Isaac Hayes. It ended 
up being televised unannounced 
by ABC just ahead of an episode 
of TWIN PEAKS and that was the 
end of the series plan. “Too bad, a 
weekly paycheck is a great idea!” 

James played his first lead 
(and shared billing with Margaret 
Avery) in RIVERBEND, shot (in 
Texas) as “Night Of The Eagle.” 

It’s about three black army officers 
who flee a trumped up court 
martial on the way to prison in the 
early 60s. They go to Riverbend, 

Georgia, a small town, where the 
white supremacist sheriff is 
meeting attempts at racial equality 
with rape and murder. Major 
Samuel Quentin (James) trains 
some local men to take over the 
town. It was a change of pace for 
director Sam Firstenberg. James is proud of his work in 
RIVERBEND, but feels that poor post production 
editing and a last minute soundtrack substitution 
worked to the film’s disadvantage. 

21st Century (a Cannon offshoot) backed James’ 
personal project STREET HUNTER (PV # 9), which he 
wrote with director John A. Gallagher (who wrote the 
book “Film Directors on Directing”). He starred as New 
York bounty hunter Logan Blade with a trained 
Doberman named Munch. “I was getting a little tired of 
being a professional Tonto” he said at the time. Angel 
is played by scene stealing 
John Leguizamo and James’ 
friend Tom Wright had a 
role. Some action scenes 
were filmed in the famous 
Variety Photoplays near 
Union Square. In one scene, 

Blade tells a kid that broke 
into his van that he’s going 
to show up at his graduation 
ceremony to make sure he’s 
there. “That was something I 
felt I should do, because a 
lot of kids like that character 
would probably see the 
movie, and it was something 
I wanted to communicate to 
them - that maybe the sort of 
life they were living wasn’t 
the best one, and that there were ways out of it. I grew 
up in Spanish Harlem myself, but I was one of the 
‘straightest’ people you could imagine. No drugs, no 
drinking, my mother was like that, my father is like 
that, and that’s the way I’ve always been. Of course, I 
was one of the big kids, and nobody ever tried to 


make me do anything I didn’t want to. Pretzel wasn’t 
stupid, he was a bright kid, and my character was 
making sure that he stayed on the right track.” 

STREET HUNTER received local attention when it 
opened on 42nd St. and James was interviewed by The 
Phantom in the Daily News. The 
video release featured the white 
villain (Reb Brown) not James. 
“When I first saw that, I was 
almost ready to give up the whole 
business for a while. It’s very easy 
to look at that and say, ‘Hey, 
that’s racist.’ But after a while, you 
cool down and you realize that 
it’s just the nature of the beast, 
and that black actors aren’t the 
only ones it happens to. I’ve 
known plenty of other actors 
who’ve worked hard and paid 
their dues, but still don’t get 
certain parts they really deserved, 
just because another ‘type’ was in. 

I get to be on the posters in 
almost any other country that 
shows my films, in fact, it’s hard 
for me to walk the streets in other 
countries without being recognized by people who’ve 
seen and enjoyed the films. These are fans of all 
different races, and the ‘race’ thing never comes up 
with them, either. We all just enjoy movies.” Ultimately, 
STREET HUNTER and RIVERBEND received little notice 
and didn’t help James’ career that much. 

In McBAIN, another Glickenhaus action project, 
James was part of a team. McBain (Christopher Walken) 
and his Nam vet friends help Maria Conchita Alonso 
overthrow a Colombian drug cartel dictator. The violent, 
cartoonish action movie has many good stunts and lots 

of explosions. It was made in 
the Philippines. The high 
point of McBAIN for James 
was getting to work with 
Michael Ironside. “I always 
liked his work and it turned 
out he liked mine too. We 
became friends right away.” 
James had a support role in 
Bruce Beresford’s MISTER 
JOHNSON, set in Africa and 
also appeared in Robert 
Altman’s THE PLAYER. It was 
just a cameo, but who else 
can lay claim to strapping 
Julia Roberts into the gas 
chamber? 

The supernatural 
comedy sequel WEEKEND AT 
BERNIE’S 2 featured James with his long time friend Tom 
Wright. “Tom and I are a team in this film. It took some 
effort to get to where we eventually took it. The first time 
we worked on our characters, we were being asked to 
do this heavy Jamaican thing, all the ‘Maycan I help you 
mon’ business. That didn’t work, so we were doing the 
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‘homeboy’ thing. We jtist finally 
said, ‘Look, we want to do 
something different, not 
something that’s just safe.’ We 
had something along the lines 
of a black Laurel and Hardy in 
mind. And we got to do our 
new way. I know we worked 
hard and did our best to do 
something original and funny, 
and I hope it is.” In their 
biggest scene, they experiment 
with a voodoo ritual in the 
men’s room of an adult theatre. 

James discussed some 
(then) recent films he liked. 

“The only ones I don’t go for 
are the really sadistic ones. 

Those aren’t any fun. On the 
other hand, I liked what Wes 
Craven did with PEOPLE 
UNDER THE STAIRS. When it 
came to the characters, you had 
the poor black family in the 
center of things, and it was one 
of the most realistic depictions 
in horror films of what things are like for them. And I was 
really impressed with what Tony Todd did with 
CANDYMAN, he did a beautiful job.” Joe Seneca had a 
good role in THE BLOB (remake). “There’s a funny story 
behind that. Joe Seneca is my godfather, and he used to 
take me to see all the monster movies when I was a kid. 
So when he got the part in THE BLOB, 1 made sure I told 


him, ‘See, I gave you all that 
great training, and now you get 
to be in moaster movies!”’ 

James, who had recently 
remarried, had an impressive 
major role as a good guy who 
turns out to be a villain in the 
interesting (almost) all black 
cast TV science fiction movie 
MANTIS, now a series. Eric 
Laneuville (who was Chuck 
Norris’ adopted son in A 
FORCE OF ONE) directed and 
Sam Raimi (who also appears) 
and scriptwriter Sam Hamm 
(the BATMAN movies) were 
the executive producers. Parts 
are similar to Raimi’s 
DARKMAN with Carl Lumbly 
as the mysterious superhero. 
James also played the villain 
in BLOODF1ST V: HUMAN 
TARGET, filmed in the 
Philippines and released after 
DARKMAN aired. The Roger 
Corman produced series 
(starring Don “The Dragon" Wilson) is very popular on 
video. Steve James’ role in the Fox MANTIS pilot 
turned out to be his last and it aired just weeks after 
his death.

I was surprised how expensive looking and epic in scope this impressive 
historical fairy tale based on Victor Hugo's novel is. Gwynplaine (Conrad 
Veidt), actually an heir to the British throne, is sold to gypies as a child and 
his face is carved into a permanent wide grin. As an adult, he travels with a 
fair as the popular "Laughing Man”, then becomes a pawn in court 
intrigue. With Mary Philbin (THE PHANTOM OF THE OPERA) as the blind 
Dea, Olga Baclanova (FREAKS) as the King's sister and Brandon Hurst 
(from HUNCHBACK OF NOTRE DAME) as the evil 
court jester. Both Veidt (who is excellent and also 
appears as his own father) and Leni had recently 
arrived in Hollywood from Germany. Universal 
added music, crowd noises and sound FX, 
delaying the film's release. Leni died from blood 
poisoning in 29. Bob Kane and William Castle 
both copied Veidt's face (for the Joker and Mr. 

SARDONICUS) which was conceived by Jack 
Pierce. The video I saw is of mediocre quality but 
was well worth seeing. There was a Euro remake

(acting as out of control as he did in VAMPIRE'S KISS) until his face is 
pushed into boiling grease. James Cobum does his best, considering (in 
two roles) and blonde Sarah Trigger is around for sex scenes. Charlie 
Sheen has his own pool hustler scene and the following show up: Angus 
Scrimm (with a metal ami and claw hand), Peter Fonda and Michael

(“veritable screwing machines”) on close circuit TV 
with his blonde assistant. The kidnapper is a black 
faced monster with a light in it’s head and the scientist 
takes orders from a talking brain (from Italy). Some 
added sex scenes were shot in NYC (for the 1970 US 
version) but the original ones are the best. In one 
sequence, we hear strange hypnotic music and see a 
pretty explicit lesbian scene.

ADAM AND EVE (Something Weird, 56)

(ADAN Y EVA) While other films at the time were banned or condemned by 
the Catholic church because of nudity, this Eastman color Mexican movie 
was given an “A-3” rating because it was "based on the bible" (!). We see 
lots of real scenes of Earth's beauty while a narrator quotes the old 
testament, then settle into an Eden set for the familiar story ending with an 
earthquake. Eve (the French one time Miss Universe Christiane Martel) has 
long hair (covering vital parts) and Adam (Carlos Baena) wears an easy to 
see flesh colored G-string. Adam has to teach her to walk, eat and swim. 
David F. Friedman (who presents this tape) was one of the distributors. An 
all naked premiere was held at a nudist colony and miniature bibles were 
sold at some showings. This was still being screened in the 60s. THE SIN 
OF ADAM AND EVE (Video Dimension, 67) by Miguel Zacharias seems to be 
a remake. Dimension released it in the early 70s.

translator (Alexandria Paul). Characters have language problems 
(subtitles are used) as the train barrels through Europe headed for Iraq.

Brosnan stars as an FBI explosives expert in D. C. where politicians are 
being blow up after drinking liquid explosives. Ben 
Cross is the brains behind it all and Ron Silver is a 
corrupt congressman making time with Bronsnan's 
ex (Lisa Eilbacher). With pretty good FX, exploding 
clowns, real scenes of international terrorism and a 
clip from REFFER MADNESS. Al Waxman, Michael 
St. Gerard, Tracy Tweed and Nels Van Patten are also 
in it. By the director of the SCANNERS sequels. It was 
filmed in Canada and debuted on HBO.

The innocent 16 year old Maria (Susan Hemingway) is forced to enter a 
convent (a beautiful real location) secretly run by Satanists. She’s put in 
isolation, tortured, forced into sexual situations with men, women and 


even a homed devil (Herbert Fux) and told it was all dreams. When she 
escapes, inquisitors make her confess (on the rack) and decide to bum her 
in public. This is one of Franco’s best, a well made, lush looking feature 
that transcends the obvious exploitation angles. The late William Berger is 
very good as the Father confessor. It’s a Swiss/W. German production, but 
the dubbed tape has Dutch subtitles. The same story was filmed in Spain by 
Jorge Grau in 78.

A 
ballerina (also Lorys) goes undercover to help her inspector boyfriend 
catch the killer. Maria Silvers is the cabaret dancer (she sings in Spanish) 
and Franco himself can be seen playing the piano. The b/w ORLOF has 
some impressive atmospheric shots especially the ones with the bizarre 
Morpho. The Frank Henenlotter Sexy 
Shocker release is the dubbed American 
version of the Spanish/French production 
that was released in 64 by Sigma III. The 
subtitled French version from Video Search 
Of Miami has some brief additional nudity. 
Franco returned to the Dr. Orlof(f) 
character many times.

She wears 
an afro and uses martial arts and jive talk 
when necessary. The gangsters talk about 
Japan, watch Samurai movies and smuggle 
heroin in reels of Japanese films. With 
Henry Guardino as her boss and Louise 
Sorel. Based on a novel by Dorothy Uhnak. 
The ABC series lasted for only one season. 
Graves, who was also in TROUBLE MAN and 
BLACK EYE, later became religious and 
retired from acting. Our loss.

F. Green, Henning Schellerup 

(ANDERSON’S ANGELS) Shari Eubank (SUPER VIXENS) wants revenge 
after her sister is killed in a garbage chopper. She, Rosanne Katon and two 
other WAVES that know kung fu go after Ace Garbage boss Frank 
Campanella. His underling (scene stealing Timothy Carey in a silver 
jacket) sing$ and rants ("Buck, buck, buck...” ). Scatman Crothers sings 
and plays pool. There’s very little nudity (Katon has a topless scene) but 
there is a dwarf bartender and a man eating plant and you can see the 
microphone. Also look for Fred Willard as a corrupt senator’s aid, Dyanne 
Thome as a nurse, Uschi Digart, Nell Carter and Betty Thomas (from HILL 
ST. BLUES). 
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LOVE ME DEADLY (Video Gems, 72) D/S Jacques La Certe,

It’s hard to believe that this serious necromantic movie was made and 
probably played drive-ins. Mary Wilcox stars as Lindsay, a blonde heiress. 
Her boyfriend (Christopher Stone) is tired of her not putting out. She falls 
for and eventually marries an art gallery owner (Lyle Waggoner) but won’t 
sleep with him either. A persistent mortician named Fred (Timothy Scott) 
who leads a secret cult of hooded necros, recognizes that she’s obsessed by 
the dead and eventually she’s naked on top of a corpse. Fred also picks up 
prostitutes (male and female) to kills and drain. With bad 70s hair, long 
romantic parts and love songs, flashbacks and nightmares. H. B. Halicki 
was an associate producer. Wilcox was also in BEAST OF THE YELLOW 
NIGHT and LEPKE. 

THE DEVIL MASTER (Regal, 76) P/D/S Donald Jackson, 
Jerry Younkins 

(THE DEMON LOVER) This is really a gem of its kind. Big long haired 
Levol Blessing (Chris Robbins) is a martial 
arts student and devil worshiper who has 
booze and dance parties at his “castle” and 
tries to get the kids to help with his 
ceremonies. He actually conjures up an 
impressive horned red eyed demon. 

Pamela, a blonde, rebels (“I’m not doing 
anything so disgusting!”) and is later 
found dead. A kid says, “It’s a dead body, 
just like on TV!” A detective in plaid pants 
investigates the deaths and says “I’m 
talking about blood city, ghoul.” Almost 
everybody has flares and long hair. The 
look and some of the dialog can be excused 
by the time and the place (Detroit). One 
guy looks like Frank Zappa and a “geeky” 
one does the bump. Gunnar (Leatherface) 

Hansen plays Professor Peckinpah and 
Howard The Duck cartoonist Val Meyerik 
plays Damian. The DEMON LOVER DIARY 
was an (unflattering) documentary about 
making this. Jackson still directs. 

DAY IT CAME TO EARTH (Paragon, 

77) D Harry Z. Thomason, S Saul J. 

Fisk, P John Braden 

In the 50s, a meteor reactivates a corpse in 
a lake. The growling skull face zombie kills 
the gangsters who had dumped him there 
and goes after the glowing meteorite that 
some kids had taken. This fun movie is 
filled with fake 50s rock ballads, but the 
monster is scary and the college kid stars are likable. The girls are played 
by blonde Delight De Bruine and Rita Wilson (who later married Tom 
Hanks). George Gobel plays a professor who helps investigate the 
meteorite. Some scenes take place in a haunted house and a movie theatre. 
From Little Rock, Arkansas. Thomason also made SO SAD ABOUT GLORIA 
(73) and ENCOUNTERS WITH THE UNKNOWN (75). 

DREAM NO EVIL (Star Classics, 71) P/D/S John Hayes, 
P Daniel Cady 

(NOW I LAY ME DOWN TO DIE) Brooke Mills (THE BIG DOLL HOUSE), 
who dives off 30’ towers as part of a traveling revival show, wants to find 
her father. He (Edmund O’Brien) is dead, but he rises from an embalming 
table and resumes being a loud, drinking, squeeze box playing Irishman. 


She starts killing people (with a knife, an ax, a scythe...). The story is held 
together by constant overkill narration. Some parts are like a play, but it’s 
pretty creepy. With Marc Lawrence as a pimp/undertaker and Michael 
Pataki as a theatrical faith healer. Arthur Franz is a shrink who explains 
things in a PSYCHO inspired ending. From Box Office Int. Hayes made 
GARDEN OF THE DEAD and GRAVE OF THE VAMPIRE next. 

PSYCHO SISTERS (Prism, 72) D Reginald LeBorg, S Tony 
Crechales, P Sidney L Chaplin, Robert J. Stone 

(SO EVIL MY SISTER) Millie (Faith Domergue) is a former mental patient 
living in a Monterey beach house. Her visiting sister Brenda (Susan 
Strasberg) has embezled her money and taken her supposedly dead 
husband (Sydney “son of Charlie" Chaplin). Brenda drugs Millie so she’ll 
have 60s style nightmares and hallucinations featuring her husband in a 
death mask, rats, snakes, voodoo and a goat headed demon. The last 
feature by the director from Vienna has some great grade Z movie touches 
(like a retarded club footed ax murderer handyman). With Charles Knox 
Robinson as a cop who surfs, Kathleen 
Freeman as a maid and John Howard as a 
doctor. William Tuttle did the FX. It was 
released (rated PG) by Joseph Brenner.

(GLASS SHADOW) An impressive BLADE 
RUNNER copy city shows us this is the 
future. Elias Koteas falls for the very nice 
looking Angelina Jolie, an acrobatic, kung 
fu fighting creation of corporate bad guys 
and they go on the run “topside". Jack 
Palance hovers over everything as the 
loud, helpful, philosophical Mercy. He 
narrates (“I am the voice of God 
Almighty!"), his mouth shows up on TV 
screens, and during a sex scene, he 
watches and cries. Billy Drago is 
memorable as a pale drug addict killer 
who looses it when his face is destroyed 
and Karen Shepard is a torturing 
villainess.

He and Denise Duff (from the SUBSPECIES sequels) are sent 
by the Texas Rocketeer Captain (Charles Napier) to rescue Lou Ferigno, 
who spends most of the movie lying around turning green. Also with Brion 
lames (using his cartoon voice in two roles), Don Stroud and Rhonda 
Shear. With bad puppets, dumb songs, a lame western town setting and a 
waste of T1 IE ROCKETEER inspired flying concept 
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CLASS OF 1999 II (Vidmark, 94) D Spiro Razatos, S Mark 
Sevi, P Russell Markowitz 

Sasha Mitchell is pretty bizarre as the last of the kickboxing “battle droids" 
working as an emotionless substitute teacher who beats, blows up and kills 
delinquent students (and is a voyeur).

Vandemoot co-star (she takes a blurry PG -13 shower). With guest villains 
Richard Moll (with a metal mask) and Vanity. Christophe Lambert does 
appear in the first episode and the Queen theme song is used. 

DOLLMAN VS. DEMONIC TOYS (Par., 93) P/D Charles Band,

Here’s a new low in sequels, using scenes from DEMONIC TOYS, DOLLMAN 
and BAD CHANNELS as time killing narrated flashbacks. Tiny alien cop 
Tim Thomerson teams up with Ginger (Melissa Behr), an incredibly 
shrunken blonde in a polka dot bikini. The main new part features the 
demonic baby doll (who looks and sound like Uncle Fester on speed), 
saying things like “Split him a new asshole!’’.

The final name 
value stripper is Venus, In a ball toss 
comedy routine, “I killed a colored boy 
yesterday" is a joke. William C. 
Thompson of Ed Wood movie fame was 
cinematographer. The b/w print is 
excellent. A short (BUST -A RAMA) with 
three strippers is also on the tape, 
presented by David F. Friedman. Not to 
be confused with a 54 French feature of 
the same name. 


THE LONELY SEX (Dark Dreams, 
59) P/D/S/cin. Richard L. 
Hilliard 

A childish depressed guy who wears all black and lives in a shack dreams 
that he kills (I think) and kidnaps a girl. Meanwhile a balding, bearded 
voyeur border from where she lives is a killer who watches a stripper 
undress (twice). This minimal b/w feature has very little dialog and some 
arty shots and acting that make it resemble a 1920s movie. It was a Joseph 
Brenner release by the director of PSYCHOMANIA (63). 

BIKERS 

TEENAGER (New World, 74) D Gerald Seth Sindell, 
S Reginald Thumb, Earl Jay, P Allan Zinn Hodshire 

(THE REAL THING) Somebody must have seen Hopper's THE IAST MOVIE 
and decided to make a simpler variation on the theme. Billy, an egotistical 
low budget director (who looks a bit like Roger Corman) convinces the 
young stars of his new biker movie to invade a small town for real while he 
films the realistic action. The locals get real riled up and death results 
(“This isn’t a movie anymore!’’). A scene in a church copies THE WILD 
ANGELS. Meanwhile, a local girl (the teenager of the misleading title) and 
the lead actor fall in love. With Sue Bernard from FASTER PUSSYCAT and 
John Holmes as a cop! It was presented by Jack Harris who always picked 
up interesting features (THE BLOB, EQUINOX...) Sindlell later made 
H.O.T.S. (79) 
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HELL RIDERS (TWE, 74) D/S James Bryan, P/S/act Rene 
Harmon 

Here’s a biker movie with Bruce Wayne and Ginger. Snake (Russ 
Alexander) leads a biker gang so horrible that other bikers shun them. 
They’re always fighting and the bible quoting one with one hand keeps a 
naked girl on a chain at all times. When they invade a "ghost town", the 
only person to stand up to them is a jogging doctor (Adam West). Tina 
Louise (in cowgirl clothes) is in peril since her car broke down. As usual, 
cycle riding scenes take up a lot of the time. Harmon (who plays a biker 
woman) is (I think) Dutch. She and Bryan also made THE EXECUTIONER 
PT. 2 and she starred in FROZEN SCREAM. 

FULL THROTTLE GIRLS CHAPTER 1 (Visual Treasures, 94) 
D/S Henry Spencer, P Rod Chenko 

Deidre Holland (who used to be in Australian 
sex movies) and Debi Diamond are the blonde 
stars of this porno/motorcycle release taped in 
“Orgasmavision." You get enough hard core sex 
variations (woman alone, les scene, threesomes, 
outdoors, on bikes...) and the main stars do look 
great, but every scene is altered (solarized, 
on/off color, slowed down...) so that it all 
resembles a 60s drug movie hallucination scene 
(done 90s video style). With music by Ice Pick. 

This tape (obviously to have sequels) came with 
an elaborate press package including fashion 
and storyboard drawings.

Bil Paxton and Lindsay Frost (DEAD HEAT) star 
as mismatched arguing L.A. cops. He has b/w 
flashbacks to when his wife was shot. A Russian 
woman tries to kill a kid and an indestructible 
alien with death ray eyes changes bodies. This 
movie has lots of shooting, explosions and 
burning men, but not much of a script. John 
Hurt and Lou Gossett Jr. both get to yell a lot. 

The end of the SGE feature copies PREDATOR II 
(also with Paxton) as the heroes discover and in a 
ridiculous climax, ride on top of (?!) a large flying saucer. It’s by the 
director of PROJECT SHADOWCHASER. 

FUTURE SHOCK (Hemdale, 93) P/act Eric Parkinson, D/S 
France “Oley" Sassone, Matt Reeves 

This anthology is similar to TERROR EYES (PV #12) in that Vivian 
Schilling wrote her own segment and the other two are from UCLA. Despite 
the very misleading video box, it’s worth seeing, if only for Sassone’s 
comedy “The Roomate’’ (made in 88) starring Bill Paxton, in top fomi as 
a smiling ponytailed con man who moves in with a morgue attendant 
(Scott Thompson). It’s letterboxed (!) and also features James Karen and 
Rick Rossovich. In “Jenny Porter”, Schilling has nightmares and paranoid 
visions in a high security house. Brion James and Sidney Lassick appear 
and scenes from HOWLING 2 and RETURN OF THE LIVING DEAD are on 
TV. “Mr. Petrified Forrest", by Reeves, is a comic tale about a photographer 
(Sam Clay) who worries about earthquakes and imagines different deaths. 
With Amanda Foreman. In the framing sequences, a shrink (Martin Kove) 
hears the tales from his patients and Julie Strain plays a stripper in the 
stupid intro. Available on unrated or PG-13 versions (huh?). 


COMPS 

DRIVE-IN FOLLIES (Audubon, 89) 

Radley Metzger himself compiled and narrates this compilation of over 30 
trailers featuring most of his movies (see last issue) and various Audubon 
adult releases from Europe starring Elke Sommer, Essy Perrson, Agnes 
Laurent ... and several from Japan. Some trailers are letterboxed and one is 
in French. You wont find a lot of these elsewhere. My faves are VIBRATION, 
I SPIT ON YOUR GRAVE, LICKERISH QUARTET and THE ARTFUL 
PENETRATION OF BARBARA $17.99 ppd. to PO Box 7883, NYC 10150. 

SLEAZEMANIA ON PARADE (Something Weird) 

Johnny Legend comments on the smiling celebrities (Angie Dickenson, 
Gene Autry, Steve Allen, Mr. T, Doug McClure...) passing by in a Hollywood 
Christmas parade, interspersed with trailers or 
scenes from their movies. Then lots of rare 
trailers are shown (NO MORALS, I PASSED FOR 
WHITE, SWAMP GIRL...). The NAKED ZOO, 
INCREDIBLE SEX REVOLUTION, CURSE OF 
TEH TEENAGE NAZI and DOOR TO DOOR 
MANIAC trailers are my faves. Next Hollywood 
stars on the sidewalk are shown with more 
appropriate trailers and the parade ends with an 
appearance by the Aztec Mummy. Tom Rainone 
shot the original Hollywood footage. Part of this 
tape was on MONDO LEGEND (PV #12). 

MUSIC 

RACQUEL! (70), KENNY ROGERS AND 
THE FIRST EDITION: ROLLIN ON THE 
RIVER (71) and THE 5TH DIMENSION 
TRAVELING SUNSHINE SHOW (71) 

These time warp TV specials (about 48 mins, 
each) were all executive produced by David 
Winters (now head of A.I.P. video). The most 
amazing, in every *SHOWBIZ* way is 
RACQUEL!, shot on exotic locations all over the 
world and staged by Winters. She can’t sing, but 
looks great doing “Acquarius" by Mexican 
pyramids. With guests Tom Jones (they do a 
Little Richard medley together), Bob Hope (they 
do “Rocky Raccoon” -?!) and John Wayne (they visit an orphanage). The 
Rogers tape is worth it only for Ike And Tina doing three rock covers (and 
the Ikettes doing the swim). Also with Crowbar, who seem like an 
imitation of The Band. The 5th Dimension do all their hits on their special 
and Dionne Warwick is the main guest, but The Carpenters (Karen on 
drums) doing Tim Hardin’s “Reason To Believe” and Merle Haggard (!) 
doing “I’ve Done It All" are the highlights. Write View’ Video at 34 E. 23rd 
St. NYC 10010. $19 98 each. View also have some pretty amazing tapes of 
Chinese acrobats and jazz and classical tapes. 

MYLENE FARMER (Video Search Of Miami) D Laurent 
Boutonnat 

Farmer, who is very popular throughout Europe (and in Japan) does 
romantic French songs usually about death, pain and suffering. This 
subtitled and letterboxed tape compiles 10 Farmer videos (86-93). 
Sometimes she plays a fighting rebel and/or a liberator in historical 
settings. Several of the videos are amazing, beautifully done little epics, 
set in various times and countries and with dialogue in various languages. 
“Libertine” and its sequel look like reels of Kubrick’s BARRY LYNDON. 
One, “Allan" (as in Poe), is based on TOMB OF LIGEIA, she’s burned at 
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the stake in one, and is Snow White in another. Several have sex and 
nudity (usually during instrumental passages so they can be cut for 
various markets) and a few are smaller scale and surreal. Dead characters 
from previous videos show up in another one. You’d think some American 
cable station would show this stuff. Video Search also offers MYLENE 
FARMER IN CONCERT. 

DOCS 

HUGH HEFNER: ONCE UPON A TIME (Uni, 92) P/D/S Robert 
Heath, P/S Gary H. Grossman, S Michael Gross 

Hefner, a Methodist from Chicago, co-operated with the making of this 
documentary about his life and Playboy magazine. This is not a place to 
see playmates hut it shows scenes from 
RETURN OF THE DEAD, a horror movie 
Hefner made and starred in at 16 and the 
original FLASH GORDON serial which he says 
was an early influence. It includes a look at 
his one time dexidrene problem, the suicide of 
his long time secretary, the Dorothy Stratten 
murder, the making of Polanski’s McBETH, 
the fall of the Playboy clubs and explores 
Hefner’s claims of being set up and persecuted 
by the government. James Cobum narrates. 

The I.R.S. release was exec produced by Mark 
Frost and David Lynch.

interesting b/w + color 20 min. tape by Ace 
Fronton. A guy watches an 8mm film 
consiting of altered silent footage and 
cartoons. At the end some troll dolls drive into 
an inferno. ($5 to PO Box 522 New Haven, CT. 

06503). SQUISH and SMUSH are shorts by 
Jeff Vilencia. In SQUISH ($13 50), a girl steps on 
a tiny animated guy. SMUSH ($15) features a girl who steps on (real) 
worms.

BABYLON hosted by Tony Curtis. Each show uses “recreations” to 
illustrate the behind the scenes scandals of movie stars. I saw Marlon 
Brando and Drew Barrymore thanks to Steve Lathshaw who sent 
the episodes.

DARK TIDE (Vidmark, 93) D Luca Bercovici, P/S Sam 
Bernard, S Robert L Levy, P Nathan Zahavi 

Brigitte Bako is a woman who goes to an island where they worship snakes 
with an unhappy snake expert (Chris Sarandon). She ha< sex with him, 
makes a local girl dance with her in public (v/hich leads to an offscreen 
rape), then has sex in an underground pool wiiii a beefy local half breed 
(Richard Tyson). A lot of this forgettable unrated tape looks like outtakes 
from a Jacques Cousteau special. The two lesser known stars w^re both in 
Zalman King movies. The director (GHOULIES) often acts in bad movies too. 

ZOMBIE ARMY (Tempe, 91) D/act Betty' Stapleford, S Roger 
Scearce, Pjohn Kalinowski 


An “idiot savant” has flashbacks to 89 when the Army took over a former 
asylum. Pot smoking soldiers discover two people still in solitary 
confinement and become killer zombies. Shock therapy makes a head 
blow up. The female Sgt. in command says “This shit makes Mai Lai look 
like a salad bar!” The zombie makeup and guitar feedback music is good 
but all the guts and intestines look ridiculous. It was shot on video in 
Delaware and PA. 

TEENAGE EXORCIST (AIP, 90) P/D Grant Austin Waldman, 
S/ star Brinke Stevens 

Stevens buys a house (the usual Fred Olen Ray movie house) and becomes 
possessed. For a while she’s a "queen of Hell” in a dog collar and a leather 
bikini and boots. A comic pizza delivery boy (Eddie Deezen) shows up and 
corny jokes and dumb situations abound. In 
one odd scene, rats are played by minks. Elana 
Sahagun takes a shower, Jay Richardson walks 
around in a dress, Robert Quarry is a priest 
and there are zombies and a homed demon. 
Michael Berryman shows up long enough to 
have his picture taken for the video box. Ray 
was a producer and wrote the original story. 

TAXI DANCERS (AIP, 93) P/D/S 
Norman Thadeus Vane 

Brittany McCrena stars as the new blonde 
("Don’t call me a bimbo!”) who goes to work 
at the L.A. Shark dance club. Diamond Jim 
(Sonny Landham), a “high roller from 
Texas,” wants her but so does a long haired 
biker musician. Meanwhile, the Yellow 
Dragon gang extorts money and weary 
doomed characters emote. Robert Miano is the 
Nam vet club owner who uses cameras to spy 
on everybody. The cast includes Mirage 
Micheaux as Mercedes, Josie Byrd as a crack 
addict, Michelle Hess and (pom star) Raven as 
Svetlana. It was backed by German producers. 
Vane also made the similar CLUB LIFE (85), which had name stars. 

QUICK (Academy, 93) D Rick King, S Frederick Bailey, 
P David Lancaster 

Teri Polo stars as Quick, a blonde hitwoman in L.A. She kills for her 
corrupt DEA agent boyfriend (Jeff Fahey) who works for a mobster (Robert 
Davi) who has an office behind a beauty shop. The plot concerns murder 
and double crosses. Quick kidnaps a mob accountant (Martin Donovan 
from Hal Hartley movies) then goes on the run with him. Tia Carrere is a 
good federal agent who gets to shoot some bad guys and Polo has a topless 
scenes. NOTE: This movie contains Kentucky Fried Chicken eating. By the 
director of KICKBOXER III. 

BODY SHOT (Triboro, 93) P/D Dimitri Logothesis, S Robert 
Ian Strauss, P Gene Margolois 

Robert Patrick (TERMINATOR II) stars as a blonde L.A. paparazzi who 
becomes the patsy when a reclusive Madonna cyp** singer called Chelsea is 
killed. Michelle Johnson (as a Chelsea iookalike) is featured in several 
(pretty tame) sex scenes. The plot is filled with improbable nonsense. With 
Jonathan Banks, Ray Wise and Kim Miyori as a clever detective. Charles 
Napier, Kenneth Tobey and Liz Torres have brief roles, there’s a scene at 
the Griffith Park observatory and a cheat nightmare sequence. By the 
director of S1AUGHTERHOUSE ROCK.

William Rotsler directed 12 features. You wouldn't have seen 
any of them unless you happened to be a male over 18 who 
went to adults only theatres in the late 60s/early 70s. These days 
you can watch most of them at home on video tape and most 
would be rated R. He took his first nudie photos in 58 (an early 
model was Diane Webber) and took stills on the set of movies 
like KNOCKERS UP (63) and KISS ME QUICK (64). Rotsler 
wonders why anybody would want to see his dated sex movies 
today but agreed to talk about his career anyway. 

"I was a California farm boy, they're 'ranches' in this 
state, second and third generation half Irish and enough English 
and German blood to get that last name. I was in WWII, a year 
of college, then art school, became a modestly known sculptor. 
Married and had a daughter, divorced. I took up photography, 
mostly because of my admiration for Andre de Dienes, who I 
came to know and it was he who took Marilyn Monroe and I 
house hunting one day - and 1 photographed naked ladies for 15 
- 20 years. They say in the heart of every still photographer 
there is a motion picture photographer, and in the heart of 
every cinematographer there is a director. That's the path I 
followed. To learn, 1 started an industrial film company, 
Greentree Productions. I'd hire cameramen and editors, then 
ask them how and why they were doing things, paid attention, 
and soon I could do it too. I made approximately 200-300 hours 
of sales films, test commercials and other films 
for Mattel, Carnation, Laura Scudder, 

McCulloch Chain Saws, Lockheed, lots of 
people. I did everything, shot, edited, even 
acted, did animation and made product 
animation, was dropped by helicopter cable at 
sea to a destroyer, was shot off in catapult 
planes, took a carrier to Hawaii, went down in 
atomic subs, did models and sets, and God 
knows, from script to answer print, through 
music and sound and dubbing. I did everything, 
because I wanted to know how." 

THE NOTORIOUS DAUGHTER OF 
FANNY HILL (66) was released by Sonney 
Amusement (run by David F. Friedman and 
Dan Sonney). Peter Stootsberry was the 
director. It was the first solo cinematographer 
credit for Laszlo Kovacs (who had worked for

Vilmos Zsigmond on THE TIME TRAVELERS and THE NASTY 
RABBIT). Rotsler shot stills on the set, leading to the creation of 
Adam Film World magazine. "I started Adam Film World I 
guess. When I brought in the stills for THE NOTORIOUS 
DAUGHTER OF FANNY HILL, the publisher said it was the 
first time a man had done enough good stills to do a whole book 
(I really was good at this). But the Post Office says magazines 
must have some kind of frequency designation - and 'quarterly' 
was right. I'd been telling this publisher for over two years at 
this point that he should do a magazine on the field. But, as 
usual, he waited until someone else brought one out. He's 
always first to be second. It sold well. Since then, the magazine 
has grown and grown until there are all sorts of specials, 
quarterlies, annuals and a gay equivalent." 

The entire Adam Film Quarterly #1 ("A 
Rare collectors portfolio for adults only") was 
devoted to THE NOTORIOUS DAUGHTER OF 
FANNY HILL. The 66 pg. part color magazine 
sold for SI. Rotsler took all the on the set stills, 
wrote all the behind the scenes commentary 
and is in the magazine himself (he played the 
bearded Sir Alec). The cover picture of a 
camera had a round hole cut in it (where the 
lens would be) so you could see blonde star 
Stacy Walker through it. 

Adam Film World is from the people 
behind Adam, Knight and Players magazines 
(the Bentley Morris Company). The first 8 issues 
were called Adam Film Quarterly. Issue HI 
(from 67) shows how diverse a publication it 
used to be. British actress Susan Denberg is on 
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the cover. Articles (with lots of photos) are on four Russ Meyer 
movies (going back to 62) : WILD GALS OF THE NAKED 
WEST, MUDHONEY, FASTER PUSSYCAT! KILL! KILL!, and 
MOTOR PSYCHO. Nudie hits featured were the Ed Wood Jr. 
scripted ORGY OF THE DEAD (65), KNOCKERS UP (63), and 
the return of Stacy Walker in Friedman's A SMELL OF 
HONEY, A SWALLOW OF BRINE (66). More mainstream films 
covered were THE RAGE (Stella Stevens), MURDERERS' ROW 
(Dean Martin and Ann-Margret), AN AMERICAN DREAM 
(Janet Leigh and Denberg), THE LOST COMMAND (Claudia 
Cardinale) and THE TROUBLEMAKER, about an affair between 
a Japanese woman and an American man. Other illustrated 
articles were "Sex On The Screen; Pt. One - The Silent Era," 
"International Film Preview," Dean Martin and June Wilkinson 
("The Making Of A Sex Symbol"). 

4 issues were published in 68. Starting with #6 the price 
went up to S1.50 (and stayed at that bargain price until 77), but 
for a while the issues had fold out covers! Four more issues 
came out in 69, but with 
^9 the name was changed 
to Adam Film World and it 
started coming out bi- 
monthly. The next year it 
became a monthly (at least 
for a while). The movies 
covered were often given 
their pre-release (or 
rerelease) titles. Many of 
the foreign films covered 
probably never made it to 
America. Rotsler also did 
photography for other 
men's magazines at the 
time and took the stills on 
the sets of many local (L. 

A. area) adult features. "I 
also did the ad layouts for 
FASTER PUSSYCAT! 

KILL! KILL! for Russ, by 
the way." 

"The only person I 
knew in the movie 
business, or in that part of 
it called 'sex films,' was 
Harry Novak, because I 
had done stills on a lot of 
his films. Knowing how to 
photograph naked women 
made it easy and, I think a 
better picture. I've got to 
give Harry points, because 
I walked into his office 
with a two picture deal, without Harry ever seeing an inch of 
film I'd shot. Oh, I know I got it because Harry will always go 
for the cheap and they say you 'buy' your first film. They were 
black and white, very 'cool.' The first was AGONY OF LOVE, 
back to back with THE GIRL WITH HUNGRY EYES. AGONY 
was pretty well made for the time and I heard years later they 
used it often to 'break in' new territory. A lot of theaters were 
dying and closing in 1965 when I started and some were going 
over to 'naked lady movies.' The first were the really silly 
'girlie' movies, then, after Russ Meyer's LORNA, they had 


'serious' films. With AGONY being 'cool,' they were able to test 
the market, get the people used to the idea, then get hotter. The 
'what can we do and what can't we do' was being explored. 
Novak actually brought in an L.A. vice officer to look at some of 
the footage. He decided the bare breasts were okay and 
embracing was okay, but the guy couldn't squeeze her so that 
her boob flattened at all. It all seemed stupid then and even 
more silly now." 

"Boxoffice International was Harry Novak and the man 
now known as Harold Lime who is in the porn biz. Harry knew 
nothing about how films were made, but pretended he did, but 
we all knew." Rotsler was paid about $1,000. to begin with. 
"After that I did a lot of Boxoffice International. The budgets 
were about $15,000 for black and white. I kept fighting the front 
office who simply didn't understand why my paperwork wasn't 
up to the minute every second - on five day shoots! Eventually it 
was all front offices that drove me out of the directing business 
and to my typewriter (now my computer) to write." 

AGONY OF LOVE 
(66) starred Pat 
Barrington/Barringer who 
had been in ORGY OF THE 
DEAD (65) as a married 
woman who has many 
lovers (including a 
"beatnik" and Rotsler as 
an artist), has nightmares 
and goes to a shrink. 
Barrington's lines were 
dubbed by Gloria Saunders 
(who had been in CAPTIVE 
WOMEN with Robert 
Clarke). "I had seen Pat 
Barrington in stills for 
ORGY OF THE DEAD and 
said, 'I want to fuck her.' 
We did nothing during the 
film, but after the last shot 
on the last day, she said, 
'Why don't you go to the 
club with me?' She was a 
stripper. It took me, oh a 
whole second to figure out 
how my assistant could do 
the two little inserts, pack 
and return the equipment, 
and I was out of there. It's 
odd to have a woman do 
strips all night just for you, 
no one else. Later, in bed, I 
was, shall we say, 
connected, and she lifted 
me right off the bed. Like a stupid person, I said, 'Gee, you 
could throw me right off the bed!,' and she did - without 
dropping her bottom to the bed to get leverage. I know, because 
her bottom was in my hands at the moment. Very strong, but 
then dancers are. We had fun for a few weeks. I'd edit 
afternoons and evenings, go to the club, have her do her last 
number right to me, go to her place, have sex, make love, fuck, 
whatever. Fun. It was, after all, the sixties." 

THE GIRL WITH HUNGRY EYES (66) stars Cathy 
Crowfoot as Tiger Cat, a wild lesbian who kills her girlfriend 
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Kitty's male lovers. Tiger Cat must have been inspired by Tura 
Satana as Varla in FASTER PUSSYCAT! Rotsler is in a dream 
sequence and Pat Barrington is the featured stripper/dancer at a 
lesbian house party. Cathy Crowfoot was also in HOW TO 
SUCCEED WITH GIRLS (64) and THE WORST CRIME OF 
ALL! (66) and DOWN AND DIRTY (69). Barrington was also in 
non Rotsler features like Russ Meyer's MONDO TOPLESS (66), 
Albert Zugsmith's ON HER BED OF ROSES (66), ACID 
EATERS (68) and SISTERS IN LEATHER (69). 

The Eastmancolor MANTIS IN LACE (PV #5) or LILA is 
Rotsler's best known feature these days. Susan Stewart, who 
starred as the stripper who kills while on LSD is now a real 
estate agent. She was also in GIRLSAPOPPIN (64), SEX PERILS 
OF PAULETTE (65) and MY BROTHER'S WIFE (66). Stuart 
Lancaster (PV 017) was a victim and Barrington is a blonde 
stripper. "The biggest budget I ever got was $35,000 for 
MANTIS IN LACE. The next film that cameraman (Laszlo 
Kovacs) did after this was EASY RIDER." Peter Perry was the 
editor. "Perry is a guy who got into it early. Also know as 
Stootsberry. The lab ruined one roll in MANTIS and it 
happened to be a roll that kind of stitched together other stuff, 
so what may seem like a poor 
editing job where she imagines 
cutting through the wrist is 
really a good editing job." 

"The videotape version of 
MANTIS is the 'augmented' 
version they call LILA. Some 
guy in Washington D. C. had 
some theaters but there wasn't 
enough blood in MANTIS, so we 
put in more. There are three 
versions of that picture. The 
dumbest version, rarely seen, is 
the one in which all the women 
keep their tops on. What a 
waste! My favorite version has 
lots of flesh. The LILA (video 
version from Something Weird) 
has the added blood, a few 
added shots of Susan Stewart choppering a guy, and some stolen 
'psychedelic' footage supered over things in such a way that you 
can't see what is going on. One day I walked in on Peter Perry 
editing it and saw that there was a 60s psychedelic film I'd done 
for mail order for Chris Warfield on the moviola. 'Hey, I did 
that.' I said. Peter looked at me so sadly, 'Don't make waves,' 
he said, 'We just want to get this out of here.' So there's an 
overlay of 'acid' stuff, shot in 16mm, reduced to 8mm., stolen, 
blown to 35mm, added in - in some cases so you can't see 
what's going on. I look at it as a real mess. 

Despite all that MANTIS has become a cult film. "Yeah, 
yeah, and I haven't a clue why. The psychedelic sequences, I 
guess, which were inventive, I suppose. I projected slides and 
an abstract movie I'd made on the men she was seeing. In 
another shot she meat cleavers a leg in two. Well, it was a huge 
tan squash, actually, and again the negative cut was bad, but it 
did look like she whacked a leg. I played the blood down, way 
down, but there's some real blood in it. Rick Lance, 
barechested, gets hit, slams against the wall, slides down - only 
there was a tiny nail sticking out that nobody saw and some of 
the blood was his. Anyway, this theater chain guy came out 
here, hired Stewart and the same stage and made some shots of 


her chopping stuff. Every time she chopped down with my 
father's handmade meat cleaver - come to think of it, it's in my 
kitchen now - at every stroke, two fat guys in undershirts would 
toss up paper cups of fake blood." 

SUBURBAN PAGANS and FOUR KINDS OF LOVE were 
more Boxoffice Int. releases both made by Rotsler (as "Shannon 
Carse" in his own house. In PAGANS an L.A. police Lt. relates 
tales of wife swapping, orgies and blackmail to a TV reporter. 
FOUR KINDS OF LOVE featured Kathleen Williams and 
"reveals four different modes of erotic involvement." They were 
both black and white, which in 1968 meant real cheap. 

LIKE IT IS and OVER - EXPOSED, from Lima 
Productions were both color "compilations of mail order films 
with added narration, music and sound tracks. I put them 
together for (producer) Chris Warfield from 16mm shorts I'd 
done for him for 8mm mail order 'lovies', in the late 60s." LIKE 
IT IS had hippies, drugs and love-ins and OVER-EXPOSED 
featured a voodoo segment. "99 % of the credits were 
pseudonyms. On the 'lesser' productions, I'd direct as Shannon 
Carse and if I acted, I'd be Barney Boone. If I acted in a Rotsler 
directed film, I'd be Shannon Carse." 

SHANNON'S WOMEN 
(from Lima Productions) starred 
Rotsler himself in an 
autobiographical Hollywood 
plot. He plays Shannon Carse, a 
director of sex movies, in love 
with his star actress (Kathleen 
Williams from A. C. Stephens 
movies). She leaves him after 
catching him with another 
actress, leaving him lonely. Of 
course there were film within 
the film scenes too. Pat 
Barrington was also in it. "I did 
the poster for SHANNON'S 
WOMEN. But my buddy Paul 
couldn't handle the upside-down 
and backward position of a 
Hasselblad over his head, so he 
'made out' with Kathleen Williams and I took the shot with him 
subbing for me, because we made it with a friends money and 
all his friend's were in it. I played the lead." 

"I was proudest of THE GODSON - in the director's cut. 
I was going to do a gangster movie for Boxoffice - and by that I 
mean one with naked ladies - and they called me up, said the 
money man had backed out because they wouldn't make certain 
concessions. About two minutes later they call me back to say 
it's on again. Seems the business guy walks into Novak's office 
to tell him the money man had fled. 'You mean Bill is free?,' 
Peter Perry said. 'THE GODFATHER is coming out soon,' Pete 
told me. 'Could your story fit that title?' 'No,' I said, 'but I'll 
write you one that will.' Peter ruined that picture. I had 
everything motivated, everything covered, very neatly done. I 
did my cut, gave it to Pete to have the neg cut, and took a 
bunch of friends to see it in a theater. 1 ended up with my head 
on the seat in front of me. He had moved naked ladies around 
so it made no sense, left out stuff, grrrr! You'd be watching the 
story, then cut to two people simulating sex, then to three, then 
back to the story. Made no sense." 

"There's a sex scene between my lead, a gangster, and a 
beautiful woman (incidentally, unbeknownst to me because of 
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Uschi and Richard Pryor's wife in Harlan Ellison's house! — THE GODSON 


where 1 sat, they really did have sex - she thought she was 
supposed to!). Now the thing in those non-explicit sex films that 
is boring is getting through it. So 1 had a pair of hit men coming 
up to assassinate him. Guy and girl on bed, cut to two guys 
looking up (at the Hollywood Roosevelt Hotel sign), back to 
bed, guys crossing the street, guys in hallway, bed, guys putting 
on silencers, bed, master key on lock, bed. A rhythm had been 
established. The very thing that made it boring - no sex - now 
made sense. Just when you thought we'd cut back, I didn't, the 
guy 'finishes' and is awake enough to know something is 
happening. Goes for his gun, they burst in, shoot at the bed, 
killing the girl, but he's far enough away to shoot them first. 
Well, Peter took out all the sequences of the killers. So you had 
absolutely no tension. You have guy and girl in bed jump- 
cutting from this position to that, then the killers burst in. Pete 
said he did it for 'surprise,' never realizing how really dumb 
it was." 


one scene, I had my good friend, the 
big busted and wonderful Uschi 
Digart, the world's most famous figure 
model, and Debbie McGuire (who later 
married Richard Pryor). That Debbie 
was built by God on a good day. 
Uschi, by the way is a wonderful, 
highly intelligent, utterly charming 
woman. I was supposed to have a 
tough guy actor, but without any 
warning, the agency sent me a guy who 
had to be gay or confused or 
something. I also did a scene with 
Harlan Ellison being smothered under 
a couple of women, and me too, in 
another shot." Rotsler later did 
illustrations for some books by his 
friend Ellison. 

"Now you have these tight 
budgets and tight schedules. I simply 
didn't have the time to get another 
actor, even if one could be found, and 
get them to Harlan Ellison's house, 
where 1 was shooting. I considered 
playing the part myself, but I finally 
figure out an angle. But can you 
imagine being in bed with two 
spectacularly built women and not 
have a clue where to put your hands, 
much less what to do? Lucky for me 
Uschi understood and made it work." 
The Adam Film World article features 
photos of Rotsler groping Debbie 
McGuire "showing her the way he wants her to play a heavy 
sex scene." 

The Adam Film World article for HOUSE OF PAIN 
AND PLEASURE aka (A TASTE OF) HOT LEAD claims it was 
"shot by director William Rotsler in his own 'kinky' home." It 
features 'lesbians, murder and S+M." "By the time I was in the 
middle of shooting A TASTE OF HOT LEAD, everyone decided 
it was okay to show pubic hair, so we got some scenes showing 
that. Nothing blatant." 

Rotsler only acted in THE SECRET SEX LIVES OF 
ROMEO AND JULIET, directed by Perry/Stootsberry. Forman 
Shane and Dicora Carse star with Stuart Lancaster. "Vincene 
Wallace (who was in Meyer's VIXEN) and I had a scene during 
an 'orgy' (remember these are non-real-sex sex films) in 
ROMEO AND JULIET, and if we hadn't been right in front of 
the camera I think we'd have done it, even with her being 


"He even loosed up the negative cut several times. We 
had no money so in part of a shootout I waited until a guy runs 
past a pile of lumber, then puts a real .38 slug through a jug, 
exploding it. But they missed it in the negative cut and just look 
at this dumb non-exploding jug. I had trouble from that day on. 
We shot the ending first. I'd picked out a good looking blonde 
to be the lead and she's supposed to be staked out, like a pig for 
a tiger. The bad guy is supposed to scare her, then kill her. We 
shoot and there she is, hanging from the ropes, smiling. I 
explain. Take two. She's still smiling. The camera was still 
running when I rewrote her part. Cast another girl who shoots 
one day, then gets terribly sunburned at the beach. I cast Lois 
Mitchell, so three women played that one part as I rewrote. In 
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THE GODSON 


married. I usually avoided married women in sexual situations, 
I've only 'fallen' a couple of times - once with one of my stars in 
an early film. A couple of years later Vincene called me 
from Seattle, saying she had left her husband and 
could she come live with me? 'Like in sin?/ I 
asked and she said, 'Sure.' We toured the 
U.S and lower Canada for two months 
and I photographed her nude all over." 

In 69, Rotsler also made "6 two 
hour compilation shows, which may , 
contain, in various mixes, anything 
from 10 minute shorts, half hour films 
and 60-70 minute features. I 
remember none of the titles.". He also 
did the publicity stills for THE 
NOTORIOUS CLEOPATRA, THE JOYS 
OF JEZEBEL, NORMA, PINOCCHIO, 

PLEASE DON'T EAT MY MOTHER and 
MATINEE WIVES (all released around 
1970), "some film about 'hippies' I've 
forgotten, a lot of Buck Bethalew films 
and umpteen others, as well as my own 
features.” 

Recently David Friedman said 
about Rotsler, "With all of his talent, 
it's always surprised me that he didn't 
go on to bigger and more mainstream 
pictures." But STREET OF A 
THOUSAND PLEASURES (or 
DREAMS) from 1970 was Rotsler's last released feature of any 
kind. It's virtually plotless, but Rotsler used a modern day Arab 
slave auction setting, so got to show "71 naked ladies" as an 
American guy who 
had saved a sheik's 
life checks them out. 

STREETS was filmed 
in Rotsler's own 
backyard harem tent 
and on his family 
ranch and incorpo- 
rated lots of his earlier 
16mm POV footage 
(including the first 
nude shots of Uschi). 

"In 1970 I was offered 
a deal with two 
friends to produce two 
hour shows by a guy 
with a theater chain 
who needed steady 
product, just like the 
early silent movies 
gave birth to studios, 
and we converted one 
of his theaters to a 
stage. But by then, 
after we had shot 581 
minutes of finished 
film, we realized 
we were being 
screwed and quit. 

"I made three 


more films, but someone stole the negatives. MIDNIGHT 
HARD and SHE DID WHAT SHE WANTED and one other 
(whose name escapes me) had the internegative stolen from the 
lab - along with 350 others, so there we were, trying to 
sell pictures against people who had no 
investment." 

Meanwhile, Rotsler had continued to 
work on Adam Film World. Using his own 
name plus made up ones (including Shannan 
Carse and Barney Boone), he did many 
articles, movie previews and interviews 
(many were with obscure nudie actresses), 
often accompanied by stills he taken. Some 
behind the scenes photos from Rostler's own 
productions were still being used for articles 
ind ads years later. In 75, they finally started 
listing Rotsler (and for awhile, Titus Moody - PV 

# 12) as contributing editors. The same year 
Rotsler started compiling the alphabetical "Erotic 
Film Checklist," similar to the guides in Castle 
Of Frankenstein magazine. Correspondents sent 

in info about soft and hardcore movies as well 
as foreign features with sexual content. He also 
i wrote "Cut And Print," the book review 
► section. His review of the PSYCHOTRONIC 
I ENCYCLOPEDIA was quoted in the book's 

* second edition! Rotsler also wrote the book 
"Contemporary Erotic Cinema" (73). 

For years Adam Film World 
combined sex movies with features about anything about 
movies (new or old) and interviews with the famous and 
obscure (including, of course, Rotsler and Moody). There were 
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even Hollywood gossip columns. You could find features on 
Orson Welles, Polanski and James Bond and Elvis along with A. 
C. Stephens, Gary Garver and David Friedman. Adam Film 
World covered horror movies that were too strong for Famous 
Monsters and had features on the latest 
by Argento, Lenzi, R rated Hammer 
films and even Jean Rollin vampire 
movies. They were also probably the 
only magazine to regularly cover 
Japanese adult movies and had 
pictures of every European actress that 
took her clothes off in movies. 

Eventually, editors changed, the 
columns all disappeared and porno 
completely took over the magazine, 
but it's still being published monthly, 

28 years later, along with the large 
annual Directory Of Adult Films. 

HOLLYWOOD BLUE VIDEO 
(84) was "a one hour video shot on 
16mm for English and European 
distribution. It starred Uschi Digart, 

Kitten Natividad, Lois Ayers, Coleen 
Brennan and many others. Like 
LAUGH-IN with nudes, no sex." 

Looking back on his films 
Rotsler says, "Well, considering that 
they were done on S1.98 budgets with 
mostly people who couldn't act their 
way out of a phone booth, they aren't 
bad - for their time. Remember, when 
I started, they weren't all that sure you 
could actually show a naked female 
breast. Everyone was walking on eggs, unsure, uncertain, 
everyone a pioneer. Nudity on film, after all, brought on the 
self-censorship by Hollywood. There had only been the under- 
the-counter pornography. There was nothing to go by. It seems 
silly now, but not then. The women kept their pants on most of 
the time, and you never saw pubic hair. But they are terribly 
slow. I was urged to make them slow, as if you looked at bare- 
breasted women with some kind of slow eye, I suppose. I 
thought they were wrong then, too." 

Today new fans can see his movies on tape. "They must 
be bored. Look at what turned your fathers and grandfathers 


on! Borrrinnnng. A lot are in black and white. I couldn't believe 
that they were on video! Something Weird was nice enough to 
send me several and it was so strange seeing them. There I was, 
28 to 23 years younger, women I'd slept with, houses I'd lived 
in. The Corvette used in AGONY and 
Crowfoot's in HUNGRY EYES was 
mine. Hollywood was different, 
simpler, more innocent - and I say that 
knowing that people always say that." 

These days Rotsler mostly 
writes. "I'm a writer, I wrote 25 of the 
27 films I did, but since then, I've 
published 54 books, a couple thousand 
articles and stories, mostly in the men's 
field or science fiction. I've been 
nominated for a Hugo and a Nebula, 
won two Hugos, but for art. I've been 
in several 'best of the year' anthologies. 
I've written comics too." Rotsler also 
reviews X rated movies and writes for 
a half dozen different men's magazines. 
He might direct again some day. "Sure, 
if it wasn't some cockamamie $1.98 
deal. I don't mind the small budgets, 
but I do know what I'm doing and I do 
love making movies. But I gotta edit 
them. That way I can not only get it 
right, but do it more cheaply when 
shooting. I don't just need to do those 
films, that kind of film, again. But ideas 
don't stop coming. I have a computer 
file of hundreds of ideas, some 
completed or near completed scripts. 
Movies are wonderful and in contrast to a lot of guys making 
this kind of thing, I know how to make a woman look good, 
look sensual and better than she does in real life. And, lets face 
it, that's one of the reasons people go to these things!" 


Rotsler (with help from Bill Warren) recently filmed 
a segment for a French TV show on the KNB special 
effects group.

He was in over 50 features (many 
were westerns) including THE 
DEFIANT ONES (58), THE KILLERS 
(64), THE NIGHT STALKER (71), 

BATTLE FOR THE PLANET OF THE 
APES as a gorilla and THE 
NORLISS TAPES (both 73), 

TARANTULAS and TENTACLES 
(both 77), MONSTER IN THE 
CLOSET (86) and THE CURSE 
(87). He starred on MOW ON (74- 
76), was Sheriff Lobo on B. J. AND 
THE BEAR (79), then starred on his 
own LOBO comedy series (79-81). 

Some remember him for Polygrip 
ads (“Ouch!”) - Akins had cancer. 

WILLIAM BERGER (?) from 
Austria, co-starred in SARTANA 
(68), SABATA (69), KEOMA (75) and was in many other Euro westerns. 
He starred in LOS OJOS SINIESTROS DEL DOCTOR ORLOFF (73) and 
was in other Franco movies including LOVE LETTERS 
OF A PORTUGUESE NUN (76). Berger, who acted on 
Broadway early in his career and led a hippie commune 
for awhile, was also in THE MURDER CLINIC (66), 

THE DAY THE FISH CAME OUT (67), MONSTER SHARK 
(86), CLUB EXTINCTION and DIAL HELP (both 89) 
and I’M DANGEROUS TONIGHT (90). 

SORRELL BOOKE (64), from Buffalo, acted on 
Broadway and wits in BLACK LIKE ME and FAIL SAFE 
(64), MATCHLESS (66), UP THE DOWN STAIRCASE 
(67), SLAUGHTERHOUSE FIVE (71), THE DEVIL 
TIMES FIVE (74), MASTERMIND (76) and FREAKY 
FRIDAY (77). Booke was also Boss Hogg on THE DUKES 
OF HAZZARD (79-85) with James Best and appeared on 
many TV programs. He had cancer. 

ASHLEY BOONE JR. (55), from Springfield, Mass., 
helped market and promote the James Bond movies, 

WEST SIDE STORY, ALIEN, GHOSTBUSTERS and many other hits, :is 
publicity head of several major studios. He was the highest ranking 
black exec in Hollywood for many years. 

CAROL BORLAND (79), from Fresno, CA, was the beautiful vampire 
Luna opposite Lugosi in Tod Browning s MARK OF THE VAMPIRE (35) 
and was probably the inspiration for Charles Addams’ Morticia. She 
had a small role in FIASH GORDON (36) but later became a college 
professor. She was hist seen in two Fred Olcn Ray movies (SCALPS and 
BIOHAZARD) and was interviewed for LUGOSI: THE FORGOTTEN KING 


(85). Borland’s novel, “Countess 
Dracula” was recently published. 
PIERRE BOULLE (81), from 
Avignon, France, wrote the novels 
later made into the hit features THE 
BRIDGE ON THE RIVER KWA1 and 
PLANET OF THE APES. He had been 
aPOWin SE Asia during WWI I. 

LEE BRILLEAUX (41) was the lead 
singer and leader of the underrated 
British “pub rock" group Dr. 
Feelgood from 1971 until his recent 
death from cancer. The group had 
six U. K. chart hits (77-79). 
SAMUEL BRONSTON (85), from 
Russia, started producing in the 40s 
(the original AND THEN THERE 
WERE NONE in 45 was one early 
feature) before becoming the 
official photographer for the 
Vatican. He later produced the 
widescreen epics KING OF KINGS 
(60), ELCID (62), 55 DAYS AT 
PEKING (63) and THE FALL OF THE ROMAN EMPIRE and CIRCUS 
WORLD (both 64). All of them were shot in Spain. 

CHARLES BUKOWSKI (73), bom in Andernach, 
Germany, wrote the screenplay for and appeared in 
BARFLY (87) based on his own experiences as a 
drunken poet/novelist. He was in THE KILLER (81) 
and the two volume CHARLES BUKOWSKI TAPES. 
TALES OF ORDINARY MADNESS (83) was also based 
on his life. 

JOHN CANDY (43), from Newmarket, Ontario was 
Johnny La Rue, Dr. Tongue, Yosh Schmenge and other 
characters on the great SCTV (76-83). He also did 
Divine, Curly and Hitchcock. Candy was in FIND THE 
LADY (75), THE CLOWN MURDERS and 
TUNNELVISION (both 76), THE SILENT PARTNER 
and 1941 (both 79), DOUBLE NEGATIVE (80), THE 
BLUES BROTHERS (81), IT CAME FROM HOLLYWOOD 
(82) and GOING BERSERK (83). He became a star 
after SPLASH (84) and was in many more features 
including LITTLE SHOP OF HORRORS (86), SPACEBALLS (87) and 
NOTHING BUT TROUBLE and JFK (91). One of his hist roles was in 
Michael Moore’s CANADIAN BACON. Candy died from a heart attack 
while on location for WAGONS EAST. 

MACDONALD CAREY (81), from Sioux City, Iowa, acted on the 
radio and on stage and was in over 50 features including SHADOW OF 
A DOUBT KS), BLUE DEMON (59), THESE ARE THE DAMNED (6l), 
END OF THE WORLD (77), STRANGER IN OUR HOUSE (78) and IT’S 
ALIVE III (87). Carey wits Dr. Horton on the DAYS OF OUR LIVES soap 
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opera for 20 wars starting in 65. That's still his voice at the beginning 
of each program. He appeared on many TV shows including SCIENCE 
FICTION THEATRE, HITCHCOCK, THRILLER, OUTER LIMITS and 
BUCK ROGERS. His daughter Michelle made records (as Mama Lion), 
was the main singing voice in BEYOND THE VALLEY OF THE DOLLS 
and also acts. 

TIMOTHY (Agoglia) CAREY (65) was in films from 51 until 85. A 
favorite of directors Stanley Kubrick (THE KILLING, PATHS OF GLORY) 
and John Cassevetes (MINNIE AND MOSKOW1TZ, KILLING OF A CHINESE 


AMBERSONS (42), JOURNEY INTO FEAR (43), THE THIRD MAN (49), 
TOUCH OF EVIL (58) and F FOR FAKE (73) all directed by/and or 
starring Welles. For Hitchcock, he was Uncle Charlie in SHADOW OF A 
DOUBT (43), was in his UNDER CAPRICORN (49) and appeared three 
times on the HITCHCOCK TV show. More of Cotten's over 60 film roles 
were in: GASLIGHT (44), DUEL IN THE SUN (46), PORTRAIT OF 
JENNIE (48), MAN WITH A CLOAK (51) as Poe, NIAGARA (52) and 
FROM THE EARTH TO THE MOON (58), his last made for RKO. His 
used his excellent soothing voice to narrate the HOLLYWOOD AND THE 
STARS series (63-4) and was in HUSH... HUSH SWEET CHARLOTTE 
(64), THE TRAMPLERS (66), the first of several Italian westerns and 
LATITUDE ZERO (69) with his second wife Patricia Medina. THE CITY 
BENEATH THE SEA, THE ABOMINABLE DR. PHIBES and LADY 
FRANKENSTEIN were all 71, Bava’s BARON BLOOD, DOOMSDAY 
VOYAGE and THE SCREAMING WOMAN were 72 and SOYLENT GREEN 
and THE DEVIL’S DAUGHTER were 73. Some others were: AIRPORT 77 
and TWILIGHT’S LAST GLEAMING (both 77), THE ORDER AND 
SECURITY OF THE WORLD (78), SCREAMERS and THE SURVIVOR 
(both 79) and GUYANA: CULT OF THE DAMNED, HOUSE WHERE 
DEATH LIVES, HEAVEN’S GATE and THE HEARSE (all 80). He suffered 
a stroke in 81. Cotten was also on FANTASY ISLAND, JOURNEY TO THE 
UNKNOWN, TALES OF THE UNEXPECTED and other programs. 

NICK CRAVAT (82) from NYC, was a childhood friend of Burt 
Lancaster. They were an acrobatic team in circus and vaudeville and 
appeared together in THE FLAME AND THE ARROW (50), THE 
CRIMSON PIRATE (52), THE MIDNIGHT MAN (72), ISUND OF DR. 
MOREAU (77) and others. Cravat was also in VEILS OF BAGDAD (53), 
THE STORY OF MANKIND (57) and other features. 

“PAPA” JOHN CREACH (76) from Beaver Falls, PA, played jazz, 
blues and popular music on his violin since the 30s and had his own 
LA based group for 20 years. He joined The Jefferson Airplane in 1970 
and later played with The Jefferson Starship. Creach recorded 7 LPs in 
the 70s. His first CD was released in 92. 

ALIAN CUNY (85) from Saint-Malo, France, acted on stage in in 


Welles and Cotton 


Timothy Carey in THE KILLING 


BOOKIE), Carey was in features as big as THE WILD ONE and EAST OF 
EDEN and as strange as POOR WHITE TRASH and AQUA SEX. His 
ultimate achievement though was THE WORLD’S GREATEST SINNER 
(62) which he produced, wrote, directed and starred in. In recent years the 
cult actor planned to present his play ‘‘The Insect Trainer,” 
concerning a man who kills by farting. Carey asked, “Would 
you rather fart in a crowd or die alone in a comer?” 

CURT COBAIN (27), from Aberdeen, WA, lived as long as 
Brian Jones, Jim Morrison, Jimi Hendrix, Janis Joplin, Pete 
Ham of Badfinger, Al Wilson of Canned Heat and Pigpen of 
The Greatful Dead. The Nirvana leader married Courtney 
Love of Hole in 92. 

WILLIAM CONRAD (73) from Louisville, KY was the radio 
voice of Matt Dillon on GUNSMOKE (52-61). He acted in THE 
KILLERS (46), THE RACKET (51) and other classic film noir 
and was later in THE NAKED JUNGLE (53), THE 
CONQUEROR (56), -30- (59), THE BROTHERHOOD OF THE 
BELL (70), MOONSHINE COUNTY EXPRESS (77) and 
KILLING CARS (85) from W. Germany. Conrad produced 
and/or directed many TV series including THE NAKED CITY, 
GUNSMOKE and 77 SUNSET STRIP. He narrated 
BULLWINKLE cartoons, THE FUGITIVE, THE INVADERS, 

TALES OF THE UNEXPECTED and BUCK ROGERS. Conrad 
was also P/D of the features TWO ON A GUILLOTINE (64), 
BRAINSTORM and MY BLOOD RUNS COLD (both 65). He was 
best known though as the star of popular TV series CANNON 
(71-76) and JAKE AND THE FAT MAN (87-92). 

JOSEPH COTTEN (88), from Petersberg, Virginia was a 
6’2” stage actor who joined Orson Welles for Mercury Theatre 
productions. He made his film debut as Jedediah Leland in 
CITIZEN KANE (41) and was in THE MAGNIFICENT 
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Paris, was a film set designer and was in THE DEVILS ENVOYS (42), 
THE PHANTOM BARON (43), THE HUNCHBACK OF NOTRE DAME 
(56), Bunuel’s THE MILKY WAY (69), Felini’s LA DOLCE VITA (60) and 
SATYR ICON (69) and EMMANUELLE (74). 

LILI DAMITA (Liliane Marie Madeline Came) (92), from France was 
in many silent and early sound films in many countries. She was 
married to Errol Flynn for a while and they had a son Sean, who acted 
and later disappeared in Vietnam. 

ROYAL DANO (71) from NYC, made his film debut in 49 after 
Broadway acting and went on to a five decade career of character roles 
in “over 90" films. A few were in JOHNNY GUITAR (54), THE TROUBLE 
WITH HARRY (55), MOBY DICK (56), 7 FACES OF DR. LAO (64), 
MESSIAH OF EVIL (72), BIG BAD MAMA (74), SOMETHING WICKED 
THIS WAY COMES (83) and THE DARK HALF (93). He died of heart 
failure. Dano’s last interview and his complete filmography will appear 
in our next issue. 

MACK DAVID (81) wrote the words 
to over 100 film, TV and pop song$. He 
wrote memorable themes for GONE 
WITH THE WIND, TO KILL A 
MOCKINGBIRD, IT’S A MAD, MAD, 

MAD, MAD WORLD, HUSH HUSH 
SWEET CHARLOTTE, CAT BALLOU, the 
Matt Helm movies and many other 
features, lyrics for 77 SUNSET STRIP, 

HAWIIAN EYE and SURFSIDE 6 and “I 
Don’t Care If The Sun Don’t Shine” 

(recorded by Elvis). 

JERRY EDMONTON (McCrohan) 

(47) was the drummer for Steppenwolf 
(originally the Toronto based Sparrow). 

His brother Dennis, (aka Mars Bonfire) 
wrote the #2 “Bom To Be Wild" (68), 
the first of the group’s 13 charting 
singles. Edmonton died late last year in 
a car crash near Santa Barbara. 

LYNN FREDERICK (39) from 
Middlesex, England was a model who 
became an actress in Cornell Wilde’s NO BLADE OF GRASS (70) and 
went on to NICHOLAS AND ALEXANDRIA (71), VAMPIRE CIRCUS and 
THE AMAZING MR. BLUNDEN (both 72), PHASE FOUR (73), Fulci’s 
FOUR FOR THE APOCALYPSE (75), VOYAGE OF THE DAMNED (76), 
and Peter Walker’s SCHIZO (77). She became Peter Sellers 4th wife, 
was in PRISONER OF ZENDA (79) with him and was the prime 
beneficiary* of his will in 80. Frederick was also briefly married to David 
Frost. Her death was of "Natural causes." 

FRANCES GIFFORD (72) from Long Beach, CA is famous for 
starring as Nyoka (and being tied up a lot) in the 1941 Republic serial 
JUNGLE GIRL. She co-starred in TARZAN TRIUMPHS (43) and had 
smaller roles in other features including MR. SMITH GOES TO 
WASHINGTON (39) and SKY COMMANDO (53), her last. Gifford later 
spent two decades in a state mental hospital. 

SIDNEY GILLIAT (86), from Edgeley, England wrote the screenplays 
for Hitchcock’s THE LADY VANISHES (38) and JAMAICA INN (39). He 
also wrote and or produced BULLDOG JACK (35), THE MAN WHO 
LIVED AGAIN (36), THE BLUE LAGOON (48) and many others and 
directed many British features. 

ALBERT GOLDMAN (66) once a music writer for Life, wrote the 
book "Ladies And Gentlemen-Lenny Bruce!" (74) and was hated by 
many for his “Elvis" (81) and “The Lives Of John Lennon” (88). 


DAN HARTMAN (43), from Harrisburg, PA was with Edgar Winter’s 
Band, had 4 top 40 solo hits and wrote and or performed hit song$ for 
STREETS OF FIRE, FLASH DANCE and ROCKY IV. 

CAL HOWARD (82) from LA, was a cartoon animator with Disney, 
Walter Lantz, Leon Schlesinger and Ub Iwerks. He worked on Tom and 
Jerry cartoons, GULLIVER’S TRAVELS (38) and was a comedy writer for 
Abbott and Costello and Red Skelton. Howard died last Sept. 

DEREK JARMAN (52) from London, was production manager for 
THE DEVILS (71). He directed SEBASTIANE (76), the first punk rock 
movie - JUBILEE (78), TEMPEST (79), CARAVAGGIO (86), THE LAST 
OF ENGLAND (87), part of ARIA (88) and other controversial and 
experimental features. Jarman also directed videos for Marianne 
Faithful, The Smiths, Brian Ferry' and others. He was a spokesman for 
AIDS research. 

ROBERT CLEVLAND JOHNSON (73), from Portland, Ore., was the 
voice on the tape recorder on MISSION 
IMPOSSIBLE. ‘‘This tape will self 
destruct in five seconds." 

STEPHEN KEATS (48), from The 
Bronx was in DEATH WISH (74), 
BLACK SUNDAY and THE LAST 
DINOSAUR (both 77), HANGAR 18 and 
THE IVORY APE (both 80), SILENT 
RAGE (82), AUTOMAN (83), 
ETERNITY (90), SHADOWS AND FOG 
(92) and many TV programs and 
features. Keats killed himself. 

JACK KIRBY (Jacob Kurtzberg) (76), 
from the Lower East Side, created 
Captain America with Joe Simon (in 
1940) and created Spiderman, The 
Hulk and The Fantastic Four with Stan 
Lee (in 59). All were made into serial s, 
movies or TV series. His first (brief) job 
was drawing Betty Boop for cartoons. 
MARTIN KOSLECK (Nikolai 
Yoshkin) (89) was bom in Pomerania 
(now part of Germany). He was in 
ALRAUNE (30) (with Brigitte Helm) in Germany and was directed by 
Max Reinhardt on stage. In Hollywood he was often cast as Nazis. He 
was in CONFESSIONS OF A NAZI SPY (39), playing Goebbels for the 
first of five times, FOREIGN CORRESPONDENT, CALLING PHILO 
VANCE and THE MAD DOCTOR (all 40), ALL THROUGH THE NIGHT 
and STRANGE HOLIDAY (both 42), THE MUMMY’S CURSE and THE 
GREAT AlASKA MYSTERY (both 44), THE FROZEN GHOST, PURSUIT 
TO ALGIERS and THE SPIDER (all 45), SHE WOLF OF LONDON and 
HOUSE OF HORRORS (both 46), THE BEGINNING OR THE END (47), 
HITLER (60), THE FLESH EATERS (6l), AGENT FOR H. A. R. M. (65), 
WHICH WAY TO THE FRONT (70) and THE MAN WITH BOGART’S 
FACE (80). Kosleck, who was also an artist, appeared on VOYAGE TO 
THE BOTTOM OF THE SEA, THE OUTER LIMITS, BATMAN, WILD 
WILD WEST and THE MAN FROM U.N.C.L.E. (three times). He wife was 
actress Eleanora von Mendelssohn. 

WALTER LANTZ (Lanza) (93), from New Rochelle, NY, was the 
creator of Woody Woodpecker, Oswald The Rabbit and many other 
cartoon characters and was in charge of Universal cartoon department 
since 1935. He produced the first Technicolor cartoon for the opening 
sequence of THE KING OF JAZZ (30) and Woody appeared in 
DESTINATION MOON (50). The friendly Lantz hosted his WOODY 
WOODPECKER TV show (57...), often explaining the animation process. 
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HAROLD LUCAS (6l), from D. C, was a founding member of the Clovers. 
The group had 13 R+B hits in the early 50s (most on Atlantic), including 
“One Mint Julip" and "Devil Or Angel". One of their two crossover hits was 
the original “Love Potion #9” (59) on U. A 
PHILIP MARTEL 
was the music 
director for 
Hammer Studios. 

He died in England 
last August. 

GIULIETTA 
MASINA (74), 
from near Bologna, 

Italy, married 
Federico Fellini in 
43 and went on to 
star in his LA 
STRADA, NIGHTS 
OF CABRINA and 
JULIET OF THE 
SPIRITS. Fellini 
died late last year. 

JOHN McLIAM 
(Williams) (76), 
from Alberta, 

Canada, was in IN 
COLD BLOOD (67), 

R.P.M. (70), FOOD OF THE GODS (75), THE INVISIBLE MAN (75) and 
appeared on many TV' programs. 

HENRY MORGAN (79), from NYC was a funny “acerbic" radio and 
TV satirist remembered for his years (52-67) as a panelist on I’VE GOT 
A SECRET. Morgan also did some pieces for Mad Magazine and wrote 
and was heard on the LP "Musically Mad" (59). Personal note: While 
promoting my first book, I was on Morgan’s radio show. He enjoyed 
talking about WILD WOMEN OF WONGO (some friends of his were in 
it!) and autographed my Mad album. 

ANITA MORRIS (50) was a Broadway star (“Nine", "Jesus Christ 
Superstar"...) was was also in features including HOTEL NEW 
HAMPSHIRE (84), ABSOLUTE BEGINNERS (86), ARIA (88), 
MARTIANS GO HOME (90) and the new RADIOLAND MURDERS. The 
red haired Morris was featured in the Rolling Stones’ often banned 
video for “She Was Hot." Morris had cancer. 

STANLEY MYERS scored most of Nicholas Roeg’s features. He died in 
England last Nov. 

HARRY NILSSON (Harry Edward Nilsson III) (52), from Brooklyn 
had 10 chart hits (all on RCA), starting with "Everybodys Talkin’’ from 
MIDNIGHT COWBOY in 69 . He wrote the score for and appeared in 
SKIDDOO, wrote the animated TV special THE POINT and starred in 
the British SON OF DRACULA. Nilsson also collaborated several times 
with Lennon and Ringo and wrote hits for others. His songs later 
turned up in GOODFELLAS, RESERVOIR DOGS and other features. A 
Nilsson tribute LP is planned. 

RICHARD MILHOUSE NIXON (81) was our most parodied 
president. Some movies with actors portraying him are: MADE IN U.SA. 
(67), THE STATUE (70), IS THERE SEX AFTER DEATH, COLD TURKEY 
and THE MILLION DOLLAR DUCK (all 71), THE PRIVATE LIVES OF J. 
EDGAR HOOVER (77), BORN AGAIN (78) and WHERE THE BUFFALO 
ROAM (80) and he was a cartoon in THE NINE LIVES OF FRITZ THE 
CAT (74). Footage of Nixon was in WE’LL BURY YOU! (62), IN THE 
YEAR OF THE PIG ( 69 ) and LAW AND ORDER (70) and he was the sole 


topic of MILHOUS (71), RICHARD (72), THE FAKING OF THE 
PRESIDENT (74), SECRET HONOR (84) and THE FINAL DAYS (89). 
There were also a record number of songs about him. 

HOWARD OTWAY (72), an actor from Saskatchewan, designed, 

built, owned and ran 
Theatre 80 on St. 
Marks Place. Open 
since 71, the revival 
theatre is the longest 
running in NYC and 
continues to have 
new double bills 
daily (and one of the 
best snack bars 
in town). 

BRUCE J. 
PASKOW (36), 
from Elizabeth, N.J., 
was in the NYC 
groups The Invaders 
and The Washington 
Squares. 

GEORGE 
PEPPARD (65), 
from Detroit made 
his film debut in THE 
STRANGE ONE (57) 
and was in THE SUBTERRANEANS (60), PENDULUM ( 69 ), THE 
GROUNDSTAR CONSPIRACY (72), DAMNATION ALLEY (77) and 
BATTLE BEYOND THE STARS (80). He starred on BANACEK (72-4) and 
THE A-TEAM (83-87). Peppard, who was married to Elizabeth Ashley 
(twice) and four other women, died from pneumonia. 

LOIS PEYSER (70) wrote the Elvis movie THE TROUBLE WITH 
GIRLS (69). She also wrote for MISSION IMPOSSIBLE, MY THREE 
SONS and other programs. 

ESTHER RALSTON (91), from Bar Harbor, Me., started as Baby 
Esther in vaudeville and was a star in silent s like THE KID (21), 
OLIVER TWIST (22), PETER PAN (24) and A KISS FOR CINDERELLA 
(25). In the early 30s she co-starred in British films with Basil 
Rathbone and Conrad Veidt. She retired in 41. 

DACK RAMBO (53), from Delano, CA, was in WHICH WAY TO THE 
FRONT? (70), HIT LADY (74), GOOD AGAINST EVIL (77) and RIVER 
OF DIAMONDS and ULTRA WARRIOR (both 90). He was a regular on 
DALLAS and several soap operas and was on FANTASY ISLAND many 
times. Rambo, whose actor twin brother Dirk died in 67, had AIDS. 
FERNANDO REY (Casado d’Arambillet Veiga) (76), from La Coruna, 
Spain co-starred in the Bunuel classics: VIRID1ANA (6l), TRISTANA 
(70), DISCREET CHARM OF THE BOURGEOISIE (72) and THAT 
OBSCURE OBJECT OF DESIRE (77). He also acted for Welles in 
FALSTAFF (66) and THE IMMORTAL STORY (68). In the 30s, Rey 
dubbed foreign films for Spanish release, was a Spanish Civil War 
loyalist (against Franco) and went on to appear in over 100 features. 
Some were: THE LAST DAYS OF POMPEII (59), REVOLT OF THE 
SLAVES and GOLIATH AGAINST THE GIANTS (both 6l), ATTACK OF 
THE ROBOTS (62) and other Franco features, NAVAJO JOE (66) and 
other westerns, THE FRENCH CONNECTION (his best known role) and 
THE LIGHT AT THE EDGE OF THE WORLD (both 71), AUTOPSY (76), 
QUINTET (79) and STAR KNIGHT (86). One of his last roles was as 
DON QUIXOTE for a Spanish TV series. 

RANDOLPH JAMES ROBERTSON (47), from Altadena, Ca., 
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worked with The Magic Lantern FX group on RETURN OF THE JEDI, 
BUCKAROO BANZAI and many others. He later wrote many screenplays 
(and/or stories) for or with Jim Wynorski and acted in the films too. 
Some were FORBIDDEN WORLD, NOT OF THIS EARTH, BIG BAD 
MAMA II, TRANSYLVANIA TWIST and THE HAUNTING OF MORELIA. 
He had cancer. 

GILBERT ROLAND (Luis Antonio Damaso de Alonso) (88) from 
Juarez, Mexico, was in “over 100” features since the mid 20s. Some 
were SHE DONE HIM WRONG (33), THE SEA HAWK (40), 
UNDERWATER! (55), AROUND THE WORLD IN 80 DAYS (56), THE 
BIG CIRCUS (59), THE POPPY IS ALSO A FLOWER (66), GO KILL AND 
COME BACK (68) and four other Euro westerns and THE CHRISTIAN 
LICORICE STORE (71). Roland, whose first wife was Constance 
Bennett also starred in a 40s series of Monogram Cisco Kid movies 
TELLY (Aristotle) SAVALAS (70), from Garden City, NY, was an ABC 
news director in the 50s, who made his film acting debut in THE 
YOUNG SAVAGES (6l). He was on lots of 60s TV programs 
(HITCHCOCK, TWILIGHT ZONE...) and in MAD DOG COLL (6l), CAPE 
FEAR (62), JOHNNY COOL (63), GENGHIS KHAN and THE GREATEST 
STORY EVER TOLD (both 65) and THE DIRTY DOZEN and KARATE 
KILLERS (both 67). By ON HER MAJESTY’S SECRET SERVICE and THE 
ASSASSINATION BUREAU (both with Diana Rigg, 69) he was an 
international star. PRETTY MAIDS ALL IN A ROW (71) and THE 
HOUSE OF EXORCISM, HORROR EXPRESS and PANCHO VILLA, his 
first Italian western (all 72) were followed by the KOJAK pilot THE 
MARCUS NELSON MURDERS (73), and his greatest 
fame in the series that latest until 78 (and also 
featuring his brother George). In 75, he even had a #1 
single (“If”) in England. He directed, wrote and 
starred in BEYOND REASON (77). Savalas was also in 
CAPRICORN ONE and BEYOND THE POSEIDON 
ADVENTURE (both 78), NEVADA HEAT (82), Franco’s 
FACELESS (88) and Fred Olen Ray’s MIND TWISTER 
(94). Savalas, who was married four times, had 
prostate cancer. 

FERNANDO SCARFIOTTI (53), from Rome, 
received an Oscar for his production design for THE 
LAST EMPEROR. He was also production designer for 
most other Bertolucci features plus DEATH IN VENICE, 

CAT PEOPLE, SCARFACE, TOYS and other features. 

ANDREN (Andy) SCOTT (37), from Kansas City, 

MO, was in Ronnie Cramer’s BACK STREET JANE (89) 
and starred in his EVEN HITLER HAD A GIRLFRIEND 
(91). Scott was shot to death while working part time 
at a Denver convenience store. 

ELLIOT SCOTT was production manager for THE 
HAUNTING, WHO FRAMED ROGER RABBIT? and other features. He died in 
England last Sept. 

RAYMOND SCOTT (Harry Wamow) (85), from Brooklyn, wrote and 
conducted music used for Bugs Bunny, Loony Tunes and Merrie 
Melodies and many other Warner Bros cartoons. He also led a jazz 
group in the 30s and a big band in the 40s, worked for Motown in the 
70s and was an electronic music pioneer (one sound invention was 
called the “Karloff”). His music was on a 93 CD and is also used on 
REN AND STUMPY. 

HAROLD SCHNEIDER (55) was a producer of and/or worked on 
most BBS productions including HEAD (68), EASY RIDER (69), DRIVE, 
HE SAID (70), FIVE EASY PIECES (70), THE LAST PICTURE SHOW 
(71), STEELYARD BLUES (73) and DAYS OF HEAVEN (78). He also was 
a producer of THE ENTITY and WAR GAMES (both 83) , BIACK WIDOW 
(86), SOMEONE TO WATCH OVER ME (87) and all features directed by 


Jack Nicholson. He started out on TV 7 , working on THE NAKED CITY, I 
SPY, THE INVADERS and others. Schneider (whose father Abe was a one 
time Columbia president) died from a heart attack. 

HAL SMITH (77), from Petoskey, MI, was Otis Campbell, the lovable 
town drunk on THE ANDY GRIFFITH SHOW and provided voices for 
many cartoons (he was Goofy and Jiminy Cricket) and commercials. 
He was also in THE THREE STOOGES MEET HERCULES (62) and THE 
GHOST AND MR. CHICKEN (66) and appeared on HITCHCOCK, THE 
ADDAMS FAMILY and FANTASY ISLAND. 

OLAN SOULE (84), from La Harpe, II., was a radio actor who later 
appeared in THE DAY THE EARTH STOOD STILL (51), THIS ISLAND 
EARTH (54), CULT OF THE COBRA (55), NORTH BY NORTHWEST 
(59) and THE BUBBLE (66). He was in both DRAGNET movies, 
appeared on the series and was a regular (as Tut) on CAPTAIN 
MIDNIGHT (54-58) and MY THREE SONS (61-63). He acted on 
BATMAN and was the voice of Batman for 70s cartoons. Soule also 
appeared on TWILIGHT ZONE, HITCHCOCK, ONE STEP BEYOND, THE 
ADDAMS FAMILY, LAND OF THE GIANTS and other shows. 

EZRA STONE (76) from Brooklyn Hts., played teenager Henry Aldrich 
on Broadway and on the radio from 38 to 53. (Other actors played the 
role in a series of 11 features). Stone later directed many episodes of 
LOST IN SPACE and other programs (THE MUNSTERS, THE FLYING 
NUN...) and acted in THE MUNSTERS’ REVENGE (81). 

BARRY SULLIVAN (Patrick Francis Barry) (82), from NYC, made 
his film debut in 43 after Broadway work. Many early roles were in 
crime movies: SUSPENSE (46), THE GANGSTER and 
FRAMED (both 47), TENSION (50) and CAUSE FOR 
ALARM, THE UNKNOWN MAN and I WAS A 
COMMUNIST FOR THE F B I. (all 51) and LOOPHOLE 
(54). He was also in Fuller’s FORTY GUNS (57), THE 
PURPLE GANG (60), PYRO (63), MY BLOOD RUNS 
COLD (64), Bava’s PLANET OF THE VAMPIRES (65), 
THE POPPY IS ALSO A FLOWER (66), SHARK! (69), 
PAT GARRETT... (73), EARTHQUAKE (74), TAKE A 
HARD RIDE (75) and OH GOD (77). Sullivan was also 
in the NIGHT GALLERY and KUNG FU pilots, was a 
regular on 4 TV series and appeared on many TV shows 
including two HITCHCOCKS. 

BILL TRAVERS (72) from Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
was in FOOTSTEPS IN THE FOG (55), THE SMALLEST 
SHOW ON EARTH (57), GORGO (60), BORN FREE 
(66) with his wife Virginia McKenna and A 
MIDSUMMER NIGHTS DREAM (68). Travers also co- 
produced, wrote and directed several features. 

ALAN UPCHURCH (37) was a New York area 
collector and expert on movies from Italy (especially 
Mario Bava’s) and Russia (he translated the writings of Eisenstein). 
Upchurch organized recent film series in LA, S. F. and N.Y., wrote for 
Video Watchdog, Film Comment and other publications and was 
preparing a book on Barbara Steele. He had AIDS. 

MAI ZETTERLING (68), from Vasteras, Sweden, was a film actress 
since the age of 16. TORMENT (or FRENZY) made her a star in 44. 
After acting in Sweden, England and America (KNOCK ON WOOD - 54) 
she became a director and made NIGHT GAMES (66), based on her 
novel, DR. GLAS (68), SCRUBBERS (82) and others. Later on, she 
directed episodes of the HITCHHIKER series and co-starred in THE 
WITCHES (89).
